2. On the Admission of Churches into Union with the Council ; to con- 
sist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 


3. On Finance, to which shall be referred the reports and accounts of the 
Trustees of the Christmas Fund, of the Treasurer of the Diocese, 
and of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund ; to consist of two Cler- 
gymen and three Laymen. 


4. On the Report of the Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the 
Episcopate ; to consist of three Laymen. 


5. On the Reports of the Board of Education, and Board of Diocesan 
Missions; to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman. 


6. On the Report of the Trustees of De Veaux College ; to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen. 


7. On non-Reporting Clergy and Parishes; to consist of three Clergy- 
men.

XI. Ifa question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or more, 


they may be separated at the call of any member into so many several

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XII. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, ex- 
cept (1) to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, (3) to 
postpone it to a certain time (4) to commit it, or (5) to amend; and motions 
for these purposes shall have precedence in the order thus named.

XVI. No member except the mover may speak more than twice on the 


same question without leave of the House. 


XVII. A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Council, nor 
without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on 
said decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XVIII. Special Committees, not otherwise provided for shall be appointed 
by the Chair.

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That it has given the subject so referred to it careful consideration during 
the past year, and has retained and advised with counsel, and has had the 
benefit of various legal opinions and it finds that there is a divergence in 
views as to the power of the Council to authorize a Term Pupil Department 
in the said De Veaux College as its charter and legislation affecting the same 
now stands, but that said question can be set at rest by appropriate legislation 
amending the same, giving the Council power in the premises 


In order that the Council may consider whether or not it desires that such 
amendments should be enacted, your committee has caused a bill to be pre- 
pared which will meet the requirements, which bill is reported herewith. 


The provisions of this bill confer the power upon the Council, but it will 
still remain with the Council to decide whether it shall exercise such power 
or not, should such bill become law. 


In case this course is not approved by the Council, your Committee recom- 
mends ¢hat the question of the authority of Trustees of De Veaux College or of 
this Council to establish a Term Pupil Department be submitted to the Court hav- 
ing jurisdiction thereof for a judicial decision thereon. 


But in view of the fact that the College is now being conducted by the 
Trustees on the system marked out by the Council in 1895, your committee 
recommend that xo action be taken on this report, nor upon the subject matter of 
said resolution during the present session of the Council,

REPORT: 


The Standing Committee on the Constitution and Canons, to whom was 
recommitted by the Council of 1897 a proposed amendment to Title I, Sec. 


* App. 1, Cc. 
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1, of the Constitution, respectfully report that they have reconsidered the 
matter committed to them, and recommend the adoption of the following in 
place of the change recommended last year : 


Strike out all of the clause after the word ‘‘ Vestry” on page Io, line 4, 
and in its place insert the following : 


‘“Each Church or Chapel so united shall be entitled to one vote by a lay- 
delegate elected by the congregation of the Church or Chapel from among 
the members thereof, provided that the Bishop shall give his consent to their 


” 


organization 


The Committee have also had under consideration an amendment to Title 
III, Sec. 4, paragraph 2, of the Constitution, which was approved by the 
last Council and referred to them to be reported to the Council of 1898, and 
they recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 


Resolved, That Title III, Sec. 4, paragraph 2, of the Constitution, be amend- 
ed by the addition of the following words: ‘‘ except in cases recommended 
by the Financial Board of the Diocese, and approved by the Council.” 


At the last Comncil the following amendment to the Canons was referred to 
the Standing Committee on the Constitution and Canons: 


TITLE I. CANON FOURTEEN, 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


SECTION I. No new church or chapel shall be established, or new congre- 
gation or Sunday-school gathered, nor shall the site of any existing church, 
chapel or congregation be changed without the consent of the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 


SECTION II. When it is desired to establish a new church or chapel, or to 
gather a new congregation or to change the site of any existing church, 
chapel or Sunday-school building, a petition shall be presented to the Bishop, 
setting forth the site proposed for the new place of worship or Sunday-school 
building, as the case may be: Provided, That if the application be to change 
the site of an existing church or chapel, the petition shall aver that notice 
of the proposed change of site has been given by the Rector or Minister-in- 
charge to the congregation, at one public service on each of the three Sundays 
immediately preceding the filing of said petition. 


SEcTION III. As soon as may be after the receipt of said petition, the 
Bishop shall cause a copy of the same to be served upon the Rectors and 
Clerks of the Vestries of the three churches whose places of worship are - 
nearest to the site of the new place of worship or Sunday-school building, 
together with a notice to said Rectors and Vestries to appear before the 
Bishop and Standing Committee at a time named by the Bishop, not less 
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than twenty nor more than thirty days from the service of said notice, and 
show cause, if any they have, why the prayer of the petition should not be 
granted. 


SECTION IV. Notice similar to that provided for in Section III may be 
given by the Bishop to any Rector or Minister-in-charge of a congregation, 
or Vestry, whose interests he may consider likely to be affected should the 
prayer of the petition be granted. 


SECTION V. At the time named, the Bishop and Standing Committee 
shall hear any person or persons who may desire to be heard either for or 
against said petition. Within ten days after the hearing. the Standing Com- 
mittee shall advise the Bishop of its opinion in the premises and the reason 
or reasons upon which the same is based, and as soon as may be thereafter, 
the Bishop shall either grant or refuse the prayer of said petition, and file 
with the Secretary of the Council his decision in writing. 


SecTion VI. If any of the churches mentioned in Section III be without 
a Rector, service of the petition and notice upon the Clerk of the Vestry of 
said church shall be sufficient. 


The Committee recommend the adoption of the proposed amendment.

REPORT: 


Your committee, charged with the duty of calling and arranging a Con- 
ference of Sunday-school Workers, was not called together until Thursday, 
November the 18th, 1897. 


The meeting was held in the Nazareth House of S. Andrew’s Parish, 
Rochester. 


There were present the Reverend Algernon S. Crapsey, Chairman, the 
Reverend James H. Dennis, and the Secretary. 


It was decided that the Chairman should address a circular to the Clergy 
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of the Diocese engaged in Parochial Work, requesting suggestions as to 
place of holding said conference, and the attitude of each clergyman toward 
the whole subject. (A large majority of the replies received were in favor 
of Rochester as the place of meeting, and almost all approved of the pro- 
ject.) 


The members of the committee present realized the difficulty of selecting 
suitable topics, or of arranging definitely, at that date, any programme; it 
was therefore decided that the Chairman should. as far as possible, secure 
papers and addresses upon those subjects already suggested, and, in fact, be 
free to do whatever might be best in the arrangement of the details of the 


programme. 


Finally the Chairman called the conference for Wednesday, January 26th, 
to consider the following topics: 


‘“Time of holding Sunday-school ” 
‘“‘ Discipline of Scholars.” 

‘* Training of Teachers ”’ 
‘“Methods of Instruction.” 

‘* Purpose of the Sunday-school.” 
‘‘Co-operation of Parents ” 


The place of meeting to be S. Luke’s Church, Rochester. 


The Secretary sent out a printed circular giving names of those who were 
to read papers or lead discussions, 


It is to be regretted that owing to the great distance between Buffalo and 
Rochester, and also the fact that no provision was made by the Council for 
the traveling expenses of the committee, there was not even one meeting at 
which all the members were present 


The Conference was a decided success. The Bishop presided, and in closing 
the evening session expressed himself as being pleased by the amount of 
interest manifested, and hoped that there might be a second Conference 
during the coming year, Thirty Parishes were represented by seventy of 
the Clergy and Lay Workers, who recorded their names and addresses in the 
register provided for that purpose. 


This, the first Diocesan Conference of Sunday-school Workers, has dem- 
onstrated two important facts, namely: 


I. The great diversity of methods at present in vogue in the Sunday- 
schools of the Diocese. 


2 The wide-spread conviction that there is yet much to be learned in 
this department of modern church work, and the anxiety of both Laity and 
Clergy to improve and make more effectual the Sunday-school

As a man his wise 
counsel and kindly practical interest were ever at the service of his brethren, 
the humblest among them being sure of his friendly offices. 


In the wider field of General and Diocesan Church life his unfailing cour- 
tesy, his ‘‘ sound speech,” his fidelity to duty, his deep reverence, attracted 
the notice and admiration of his colleagues.

Reverend Brethren of the Clergy; Brethren of the Laity: 


We have come together for our sacred work in anxious 
days. Hearts are trembling all over the land, and fears will 
thrill amid the most solemn hours of our devotion. Invol- 
untarily the thought turns to the battle-ship or the distant 
plains where our nation’s standard is unfurled. Visions of 
the dear ones rise to view—pride of the country, its tried 
and true—who are waiting for the moments of awful strug- 
gle which shall perhaps people the world beyond with thou- 
sands in an hour, or perhaps reap for our cause the victory 
of right. . 

As a portion of Christ’s Catholic Church we may not dis- 
miss a condition in our land so fraught with grave issues 
without giving it some living, concerned thought. 

Naturally, when we turn in sober retrospect to the history 
which has produced this war of to-day, we ask of conscience 
its cause, its justification. Certainly as a nation we may, in 
all honesty, declare that it was no lust of conquest, no 
hunger of revenge, no blind compact with a despotic ally, 
no obstinate adhesion to false governmental theory, which 
has prompted our attitude or characterized our decision. 
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The most rampant advocate of war, the worst newspape1 
that urged in fiercest tones carnage and conflict, pleaded for 
the fight pre-eminently as a benevolence—as a pitying deliv- 
erance of the wronged, the down-trodden, the dying. Not 
until the plea for mercy was unheeded again and again by 
remorseless cruelty; not until the human cry for a just 
treatment of the weak, the chained, the helpless, the starv- 
ing, was laughed to scorn by brutal barbarity did the people 
of this land raise their voices for war. Even when the 
moans of the wretches and the lashes of a savage torture 
could almost reach our ears—resounding from the Carib- 
bean Sea—did those in highest station, with a human anda 
Christian horror of bloodshed, pause. When our ears 
thrilled with the awful story of hunger and death, even then 
the Chief of the nation besought the pitiful ear for the child’s 
moan who was starving, for the wild cry of defenseless 


woman who was perishing through the inhuman torture 
that heartlessness and malignant savagery imposed. It was 
the spirit of hoping, of waiting, of entreaty toward the per- 
verse and the wilful which characterizes the Master’s patience 
with us his defiant children, that our Chief Magistrate man- 
ifested. I think of that long, solemn, patient pause before 
the tocsin of war sounded, when every expedient for the 
preservation of amity between these two nations was tried 
and exhausted, and I am amazed at the glorious picture pre- 
sented of the gracious influence which the religion of Christ 
has to restrain and humanize men, tingling and trembling 
with horror and with indignation at wrong. I look on this 
experience in our National life as one of the most sublime 
scenes in history.. Think of its meaning! A great Nation, 
feeling its power, conscious of a holy rectitude, seeking no 
national aggrandizement, no addition of treasure, no con- 
quest of territory, indulging no passion of revenge, no sec- 
tarian rancor, no race hatred, suing earnestly, prolongedly, 
entreatingly that peace may not be broken—in a spirit of 
Christ-like patience, entreating the rash nation that it may 
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not be constrained to strike a blow—and then even when 
patience is weary and almost exhausted and the first gun is 
fired, hesitating to avenge the great inhuman wrong, until 
at last endurance became crime. I know not whether this 
be your reading of this remarkable experience in a Nation’s 
life. I must confess that it seems to me a page in history 
without a parallel, one of the most unique examples of Na- 
tional integrity and National patience and National charity 
of which the story and the career of man has record. I see 
in it, in this latter-day world, the beautiful power and the 
constraining influence of Him who came on earth, the 
Prince of peace. And I cannot but honor and reverence 
the government and the country that amid such exasperating 
fires of provocation could so long stand calm and unmoved 
amid the flames. 

After the forbearing patient effort of the Executive—to 
his everlasting honor be it spoken—to maintain peace; after 
the straining toil on the part of ambassador and diplomat 
here and there to avert the clash of arms; after the pleading 
prayer of a great nation that if it were possible peace might 
reign, we may not, as a people, feel that in any sense our 
part in precipitating the crisis was aught but a yielding to 
duty into which Providence guided—an entering upon a 
cause which is only righteous, through and through. 

No Christian man, however, can contemplate the agonies 
and the bereavements, the broken hearths and hearts which 
must come in the wake of this war without a very ague of 
terror. None can:feel any exultation over the fallen foe 
when he is down-crushed. Nonecan have the savage hard- 
ness which gloats over the anguish and the blood that must 
be its fruit. 

But may we not justly feel that this is a grapple of mod- 
ern civilization with a medizeval barbarism? Of old despot- 
ism with a popular sovereignty? [think it is no misinter- 
pretation of the meaning of this struggle to say that it speaks 
simply the spirit of Runnymede and the doctrine of Magna 
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Charta; that it is the solemn demand written in red blood, 
that the Christian law of self-government shall more and 
more dominate the world. 

And so we gather around that standard, our country’s ban- 
ner, which speaks of personal liberty, of individual independ- 
ence, of unshackled freedom in the man, and we fling it 
out to the breeze. I would that onthe turret of each Church 
throughout the Diocese it might float day by day, to tell the 
world in symbol of the Church’s loyalty to “the powers that 
be.” Inno spirit of aggression or of tyranny we demand 
pity for the suffering and human rights for the feeble and 
the boon of life for all—from a Nation bent on oppression 
and wrong. 

That is what this war means to me. And so as a man, and 
as a Christian, and as a Bishop, I am constrained to beseech 
the God of nations for success in our humane struggle, for a 
blessing on our consecrated arms. 


1B: 
THE LAMBETH CONFERENCE. 


Although a long interval has elapsed since the closing 
hours of the great Pan-Anglican Conference—not Council, 
not Congress—at Lambeth Palace, yet it seems fitting that 
your Bishop should speak some word regarding it.. And 
the more so inasmuch as it is his belief that the brotherly 
communings and the hearty sympathies and the courte- 
ous debates, the candid recognitions of each other’s qual- 
ities and power and work and the deference of each to 
each—so chivalrous, so manly, so genuine, so Christian— 
had no small part in the promotion of the cordial rela- 
tions which—thank God—exist between Great Britain 
and the United States to-day. I think you will agree with 
me that the effect of 50 of our Bishops coming in contact, 
day by day, during a period of nearly two months with 
swarms of the representative men and women of England 
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and her colonies—with Statesmen, instructors, philanthro- 
pists, scholars, tradesmen, clergymen, soldiers, social reform- 
ers—must have exercised a power to break down prejudice, 
to soothe antagonisms, to draw the nations to a closer bond 
and a broader respect and sympathy each for each. I am 
convinced that this is true. Letters from men high and 
prominent across the ocean testify thereto. A man need 
not have an acute attack of Anglo-mania, I think, to hon- 
estly draw such a deduction. 

The spirit of brotherly regard and deferent graciousness 
and National courtesy was peculiarly manifest during the 
strong discussions on the subject of International Arbitra- 
tion. Unmitigated loyalty to country was manifested on 
both sides—American and British. Patriotic fervor lost 
none of its heat so far as the voice of American Bishops 
could give utterance to it in that guard-room of England’s 
Primate’s Palace. The men who feared for our Prelates an 
Anglicanizing influence or an un-American taint from the 
Lambeth Conference may set their anxious minds at rest on 
that score. The witchery of shovel hat and Episcopal Ap- 
rons is not so potent, even tho’ the wearers abide in palaces 
ten centuries old or bear Archiepiscopal rank, as to banish 
patriotic devotion or Country’s love or common sense 
from the hearts or heads of the Episcopate of this National 
Church. In the searching debate upon that grave interna- 
tional problem the Bishops of this American Church showed 
that they were Statesmen as well as Ecclesiastics, that they 
were not lovers of Church only, but of Country too. And 
this was displayed with the genial courtesy of gentlemen 
and with the ripe wisdom of scholars. 

I need not say in this presence that this Conference does 
not pretend to legislate in matters of ritual discipline or 
dogma,—in anything. It is not a Council, not a Synod, not 
even an almost barren Convention. “Then” perhaps you 
ask, “cui bono?”’ My answer is much in a variety of direc- 
tions. | 
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Missionary enthusiasm, energies, difficulties, successes en-_ 
tered largely into the discussions. We felt that the Holy 
Ghost was among us turning our hearts from self and nar- 
row plans to the wide reaching duty of evangelizing the’ 
world. 

The relations of the Church to the poor and the economic 
questions related thereto engaged the thought of learned 
and honest men, and the high plane to which that and other 
questions of a like nature lifted our hearts and made us feel 
that we were dwelling at times in an atmosphere not of the 
world. And then when the question of Holy Scripture, its 
inspiration, the right attitude toward modern criticism and 
modern research, occupied our thought we could not but be 
awed by the solemn, reverend, devout spirit that prevailed. 
They were not the words of thoughtless men speaking ex- 
aggerations to make a brilliant point in an. oration or 
thundering out arguments for the sake of conquering an ad- 
versary in debate. It was a sacred hush that fell upon that 
house when that great scholar, the Bishop of Gloucester and 
Bristol, rose to open the discussion. Men held their breaths. 
Weighty words were spoken, and throughout that great dis- 
cussion there was the attitude of witnesses giving awed tes- 
timony before the high court of heaven. And then when 
again the subject of International Arbitration came to the 
the front there was the cordial interchange of brotherly re- 
gard each for each, the sympathy exchanged, which means 
closer unity in the brotherhood of man. A subject was pre- 
sented for consideration which naturally divided sentiment, 
I mean the plan for an interecclesiastical board of conference. 
That called out declarations of independence from our own 
Bishops on the ground that we are a distinct National 
Church. I must confess that although some of my brethren 
gave their ballots for the establishment of such an interna- 
tional body, I could not vote that way. I do not fear a papacy 
at Canterbury; but my study.of the history of the Catholic 
Church in the world shows me that it has been by apparent- 
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ly minor and insignificant concessions at the beginning that 
Papal aggression gained its autocratic domination in many 
independent National Churches in the end. “And so on this 
subject my vote was an emphatic No. But even such a 
theme called out no sharpness of debate. Through it all we 
were brethren—loving each other for the Master’s sake 
and the Master’s work. It was for us all a learning in the 
school of brotherhood, in the school of our Lord Christ.

THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 


It will be your responsible duty during the sessions of 
this Council to choose the deputies from this Diocese to the 
next General Convention. None of us who think at all can 
look forward to that gathering without some degree of 
anxiety. Serious debates must arise, as the almost radical 
changes in the Constitution and Canons proposed by the 
Constitutional Commission are presented. [ will not under- 
take in advance to offer my personal views regarding some 
of them. Concerning one of them I have pronounced opinions. 
But even upon that subject I feel inclined to refrain from 
discussion until opportunity demands. I refer to the Canon 
which bears upon the subject of Divorce and re-marriage. 
A man who has lived for any prolonged period in one of the 
Dakotas—those Arcadias for the people who declare that 
‘Marriage is a failure” and who show their gross inconsist- 
ency by returning to that state often within one day after 
the original bond has been cut,—one having lived in such 
hotbeds of progressive Mormonism, where with smiling 
countenances men and women of social standing have their 
pleasantries regarding the Divorce industry as the most 
profitable one in the State—cannot help lifting voice and 
influence for a rigider law and a healthier public opinion. 
And so, I personally must feel that when the time comes my 
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vote shall be deposited for a more severe law than ‘that 
which rests upon our Statute-book of the Church to-day. 

I fear that to-day, Brethren, in the Church there is laxer 
sentiment than there ought to be on this subject. I am con- 
vinced that it would be wise for the Clergy—occasionally— 
possibly once a year—to read in the ears of the people the 
Church’s Canon on the subject. of Marriage and Divorce. 
It will be education. It will stir a higher sentiment than 
alas! prevails in what is called “Society” in this skeptical 
and somewhat loose century. 

Another subject which will also doubtless be presented 
for the consideration of the General Convention will be 
that of modification or partial reorganization of the Mission- 
work of the Church. I must confess that | know not upon 
what ground men should seek change here. A Board 
which is composed of many of the wisest Bishops and other 
Clergy and of distinguished and godly laymen of the 
Church—which adopts the strict Canons of business to gov- 
ern in its finances, which shows a devotion to its work and 
a generous sympathy and interest for all who are struggling 
in the field—I can speak from a personal experience here ~ 
and that with an intensity of gratitude,—which husbands 
resources and devises fresh plans for the work with a skil- 
ful ingenuity and discretion—and all this “without money 
and without price,’’ seems to me to have accomplished brave 
things and strong things for the Kingdom of Christ. There 
is such a thing as changing for the mere sake of change and 
reaching a more meagre result. I look on our Missions 
and on our Board as achieving the maximum of good for 
the opportunities and conditions which are theirs. Of 
course the Church is not doing its full duty in the way of 
financial aid in the work. Here I think is where the diffi- 
culty lies. Our Christian men and women are not giving 
for the spread of the Saviour’s Gospel as God has prospered 
them. Here is where the change is needed. Larger gifts. 
and larger prayers for the cause—these will accomplish the 
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desired reform. These will lift the work to the exalted 
plane which it has not reached to-day. And that touches 
every man. It is not Boards, not administration, not new 
expedients that should trouble us. It is the enlarging of 
hearts, it is the opening of purses, it is the crying out for 
greater outpouring of the Holy Ghost upon the Church, 
upon individual souls that should be recognized as our need. 
With the whole Church awakened to such a thought the 
Gospel must shine, as He has promised who is the King, in 
all the world. You and I, brethren, have part, large part in 
that consummation.

DIOCESAN “WORK. 


The work in the Diocese has advanced vigorously during 
the year past. The reports of the two Archdeacons demon- 
strated this fact in no uncertain way last night. So many 
of my brethren of the Clergy are adding to their work by 
Missionary effort in spheres outside of their own fields of 
labor that the Bishop’s heart has been made exceedingly 
glad. Healthy organizations are increasing in the parishes, 
and lay work is more and more encouraged and empha- 
sized. Classes for Confirmation manifest pronounced rever- 
ence as they appear before the Bishop. Many of them, in 
the course of this year, numbered more males than females. 
The adult element in them was remarkably large. The 
different Christian bodies around us contributed largely to . 
their ranks. On every hand I have learned that the Lenten 
Services were more than usually well attended both in 
country and city. Easter was a day, in probably every par- 
ish, which brought cheer to the hard worked clergy, because 
of the great numbers at the Holy Communion, and the lib- 
eral gifts of the people. 

During the year I baptized eleven children, preached or 
made addresses on 213 occasions, Confirmed 1,494 persons, 
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the largest number, | think, in the history of the Diocese. 
Married two couples and officiated at three burials. I also 
ordained seven Deacons and three Priests. The meetings 
of divers sorts attended by me were almost innumerable. _ 

From our number has gone forth to his Paradise rest a 
holy man. For many a year he toiled in this Diocese. All 
knew him to love and to praise him. The courteous gentle- 
man, the scholarly priest, the wise pastor, the godly Chris- 
tian, why should his name not be aname of high honor among 
us? I refer to the Rev. William A. Hitchcock, D. D., who 
at the time of his departure hence was Rector Emeritus of 
the Church of the Ascension, Buffalo. 

It was a personal grief to me when he left us. Through 
years I had known him. It was my hope that he would have 
been one of those with whom I might take counsel regarding 
Diocesan concerns. I felt that his large experience, his 
strong common-sense, his manly tolerance, his good Church- 
manship, his judicial mind would be genuine help to me in 
the earlier days of my Episcopate here. Our Father plan- 
ned otherwise. To me there will ever be, however, sacred 
memories of a man that was true, of the sweet fellowship 
when we walked in the house of God as friends, of a splen- 
did record in that life lived here that tells of a God-fearing, 
self-sacrificing, humble minded Pastor, Preacher, Priest. 
May his example have never-dying memory in this Diocese 
which he so fondly helped and loved!

ARCHDEACONRIES. 

The work of the two Archdeaconries naturally comes to 
the front in the Bishop’s Annual address. I should be un- 
true to the convictions that came to me and were burned 
into my soul during my life in the West did I not speak at 
every possible opportunity upon the Mission-work of the 
Church. Aggressive effort in the extension of our Lord’s 
Kingdom I am sure will be recognized by all as imperative. 
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To be content with our own luxuries of worship, our own 
blessed privileges of a spiritual character and to forget and 
neglect to have compassion upon those that are ignorant and 
out of the way is a narrowness and a wrong of which we— 
if we allow it to taint our hearts—should be ashamed. 
Growth in grace we all are seeking, but it must ever bea 
stunted, dwarted, feeble spirituality in Diocese or parish or 
man where this niggard spirit rules. We grow by exercise. 
Muscles thicken as we strain them. ‘There is that giveth 
and yet increaseth, and there is that withholdeth more than 
is meet and yet it tendeth to penury.” 

This is trite platitude you will say. Its. But let us re- 
member that the veriest common places need to be uttered 
sometimes, even in the presence of the very wise. I have 
learned in my experience of the Ministry that parochial- 
ism—that selfish concern for the concerns of the little or 
large coterie which constitutes the parish—is a spirit above 
which few vestries—sometimes even clergymen—have the 
power torise. A copper penny brought close enough to the 
eye will shut out the great sun. The needs, struggles, am- 
bitions that enter so thoroughly into the life of aimost every 
parish—more particularly into those of the weaker type— 
too often cloud heart and mind to the sorrow and the sin, 
the ignorance and the irreligion out in God’s great world 
which ask our help and our pity and our cure. Brethren, 
clerical, lay! as we hope for salvation in the great day, 
whatever our own wants, whatever our parish wants, we 
may not, as men taught in the large-minded, warm-hearted 
religion of the world’s Redeemer, close our eyes to the 
truth that we must be, to a degree, our brother’s keeper, 
that we must if we be not ingrates, that we must if we be not 
‘cold souled self-lovers, do a part in the redemption of this 
lost world—each parish, each man, each little child. The 
church, the chapel, the individual that is not alive to all 
this, on fire with all this, is dying even though it seemeth 
to live. 
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So the missionary bishop that is in me yet will speak out, 
so it must speak more and yet more while life shall last. 
For an eastern diocese is no less a mission field than a west- 
ern one. And this splendid domain of our Western New 
York is of that character—of that character so strongly as 
to deserve your sympathy, your keenest effort. your most 
generous self-sacrifice. The earnest and very practical re- 
ports which shall be presented to you to-night by the de- 
voted and laborious Archdeacons— my comforting and 
upholding and large aiding helpers in the Lord—will reveal 
this fact. And you will learn that the work to which you have, 
with liberal hand contributed, has not been labor in vain.: 

I have been asked by many what is my view of the pres- 
sent system of Missionary work in the Diocese. I have 
been unhesitating in my commendation of it. I have felt 
that the office of Archdeacon gives dignity and force to it, 
‘and that this fact is recognized everywhere and that the au- 
thority given to such an official places responsibility defi- 
nitely and calls out on the part of all the just recognition of 
that authority. But what’s in a name? Much certainly in 
this name. The history of the last three years in this 
Diocese shows that. The new Missions that have been 
born, the old ones that have been revived, the earnest in- 
terest developed among leading laymen in the work, the 
devoted service they have given to it, the warmth of devotion 
called out for Christ in many country parts where the Church 
was moribund or dead; in fact, the general revival through- 
out the Diocese in the cause, the larger contributions, the 
deeper sympathy for the unprivileged by God’s children— 
these things tell of the benefit and blessing of our Arch- 
deaconry system, not that there was not large life and 
warm earnestness under the old Deanery arrangement. 
How much I have seen of its reality and success! What 
devotion it called out on the part of godly men for the work 
of our dear Master! Yes! it was indeed a good work in the 
name of the Lord. 
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But certainly in its present working the Archdeaconry 
system is achieving large things. 

The one suggestion of improvement that I would make if 
expedient is that an even greater work might be accomplish- 
ed were there three Archdeacons instead of the present num- 
ber. A distribution of the Word it seems to me might be 
made which would result in marvels. But I cannot close my 
eyes to the fact that such a plan is impossible of fulfilment. 
It is vulgar money only that stands in the way. The pres- 
ent contributions for Missions would not justify such a plan 
—unless we desire to go into bankruptcy. 

But I shall not be satisfied unless our offerings for the 
support of Missions are greatly increased in the near future. 
There are some neighboring Dioceses which show a better 
record than our own. It seems to me that one of the most 
practical themes for the consideration at this Council—and 
1 trust it will occupy some of its time—would be the sub- 
ject of increasing, by a wise system, the offerings for the 
Mission work of the Diocese. 

It will be very gratifying to me if a Committee be chosen 
early to submit suggestions. J am told that the Diocese of 
Albany has a method which calls forth large gifts and that 
through its most admirable system a sum equal to nearly 
twice as much as the Annual Contribution for Missions in 
this Diocese is raised there. It seems to me that the greater 
wealth of Western New York justifies the hope that ere long 
our offerings will be richer than those of our neighboring 
sister Diocese at the Capital of the State. I ask the help ot 
my brethren of the Clergy for the accomplishment of this 
end. 

As you are aware the members of the two Archdeaconries 
came together for their Annual Meetings about a fortnight 
ago in the cities of Buffalo and Rochester. The sessions 
were brimming with interest. Reports of work done and of 
future prospects for increase gave us cheer. The Archdea- 
cons each were able to render splendid account of their 
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Stewardships. Finances in one were the anxious question; 
but even in that field | am delighted to learn to-day—and it 
makes my heart glow—that every dollar of debt has been 
secured. The zeal that has done this and that better zeal 
which in both fields has ministered to many hundreds of 
human souls who could not otherwise have had the care of 
their Mother the Church, are facts to stimulate us all and to 
give us high courage. T-o God, Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost, ‘be all the glory. 

It is a matter of great joy to me to be able to announce 
here that the two Reverend brethren, whom I have canoni- 
cally appointed as Archdeacons of Buffalo and Rochester, 
have accepted the posts offered them, and so the Rev. Louis 
C. Washburn, D. D., is welcomed by me to the responsible 
duties of the Archdeacon of Rochester, welcomed heartily 
too by his brethren of the Clergy and Laity to be his own 
successor, and the Rev. Charles A. Bragdon, in succession 
to the Rev. Francis Lobdell, D. D..— whose onerous duties 
in his parish would not admit of his retaining that honorable 
post of labor—is greeted heartily by me as the new Arch- 
deacon of Buffalo. God guide and prosper each of these 
tried and devoted brethren in their great and sacred work 
for the Master’s sake !

RESIDENCE IN ROCHESTER. 

As you are aware, dear Brethren, during a portion of the 
year past—for a period of three months—I went into resi- 
dence at the City of Rochester, in accordance with an an- 
nouncement made by me at the last Council and in harmony 
with the expressed feeling of nearly every clergyman in 
Rochester and its neighborhood, besides many of the 
prominent laity. The plan wasanexperiment. I had never 
heard of it being tried before in any Diocese. I occupied a 
room at Powers’ Hotel. No place could be more admirable 
so far as the creature comforts go. It meant of course some 
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discomfort and irregularity for myself. A hotel is not the 
ideal life, notwithstanding that good English Bishop’s pray- 
er that he might enter upon the long last sleep under the 
roof of an inn; notwithstanding that poetic reference on the 
tombstone of Dean Alford in old St. Martin’s churchyard at 
Canterbury, where it tells of his grave as an inn, in which a 
traveller on the way to the Heavenly Jerusalem abides for 
a night. It was not the ideal arrangement, I repeat, for a 
Bishop, because of z¢s publicity and because of 4zs many 
private conferences with Clergy and Committees and indi- 
viduals seeking counsel. But nevertheless the plan had few 
drawbacks. The difficulties and hindrances to its perfect 
working were generally overcome with readiness. In afew 
instances it was impossible. And now were there advan- 
tages and results? My answer is many for the Bishop, at 
least. He was able to familiarize himself with the Church- 
life of that growing and beautiful city, to come into frequent 
contact with the laity interested in the Church, to get fair 
knowledge of its Mission work and of its needs, to formulate 
plans—as yet unrevealed by him ~- for the furtherance of 
our Church extension, which however are hindered by the 
straitened conditions in these days of financial stress. He 
has also had the great pleasure of learning by this direct 
contact with the work, in aday by day experience, now here 
and now there, that Clergy and laity in that city are alive to 
the need, and that they are toiling hard to accomplish the 
maximum of result for Christ and in a new harmony which 
splendidly unifies it all. The addition of six clergymen to 
the established active force in Rochester within a year, two 
only of which, properly speaking, filled vacancies, and the 
probable reinforcement to the extent of two others within a 
brief period, show a wholesome progress for which we may 
with full hearts thank God to-day. 

But the people too,—many of them,—Clerical and Lay— 
expressed satisfaction with the results of Episcopal residence 


for a fixed period among them. Many parochial and other 
4 : 
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organizations were visited and addressed by the Bishop. 
But personally, he, the Bishop, must refer to the opportunity 
of coming into a knowledge of the social life of many of 
the parishes—of the personal make up of those parishes. 
And so a close relation has been established between him 
and many of the conspicuous Churchmen of Rochester—a 
relation which ought to exist between the Pastor pastorum 
and the sheep of the flock—and which he prays may be 
strengthened and blessed more and more as the years come 
and as the years go. 


VIL. 
DIOCESAN SUNDAY SCHOOL ORGANIZATION. 

It will be remembered that some months ago a Sunday 
School Conference of the Diocese was held in the city of 
Rochester. The attendance of the Clergy was most satis- 
factory—that of the Laity was small. The interest, however, 
was keen; the debates were spicy; the variety of view on 
almost every subject was amazing and appalling. I had no 
conception that in a Diocese so conservative in its theology 
and so generally harmonious in its worship—thank God for 
that—there could have been such diversity of view on even 
practical questions—on the subjects of study in the schools, 
on discipline, on the relations of the Catechumens to Church 
worship, on the duty of studying God’s Word and the like. 

The sessions were entertaining, striking, at times amusing. 
I trust that they may have been some help to the work. 
Perhaps they were. Perhaps they were not. 

My observations, however, led me to conclude that the 
day had come for an organization to be born into this Dio- 
cese which shall be in the interest of Sunday Schools and 
their work; an organization whose office shall be to have 
warmly, enthusiastically at heart the training of the child of 
the Kingdom in the doctrine and duty of the Church—and 
for life. It seems to me that such a society, guild, associa- 
tion—call it what you please—should be limited only to the 
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confines of the Diocese, should have its members in every 
parish and mission, should be an instrumentality for unify- 
ing the teaching everywhere and conforming it to the in- 
struction given at the Font and to the canons and order of 
this branch of Christ’s Catholic Church. ©The old cry 
against the Sunday School has died away. Every faithful 
pastor, burning with the love of souls. knows that unless the 
Mother of us all, holy Church, takes the children within her 
arms and gives them her nurture, they will have starved 
souls. The home too infrequently to-day rears its family 
altar. Too rarely—as.of old—are the little ones taught the 
Catechism and the like within the family circle. The high 
pressure of this electric age crowds out too often these best 
things from the child life. It is “let him catch who catch 
can’ in spiritual things too frequently. Under these cir- 
cumstances it seems to me of vital importance that this 
Sunday School subject should enter solemnly into the de- 
liberations of this Council. 

I offer as a suggestion that the house nominate a Commis- 
sion to consider the matter and to present a report before we 
turn our backs upon this session.

DE VEAUX COLLEGE. 

Of De Veaux College, I have but little to say this year. 
The clear, comprehensive, exhaustive report of the Board of 
Trustees, giving information in large detail and entering into 
many minutiz that are of paramount interest to all who 
care for its welfare, throws new lhght and cheering light 
upon its future, its present and even its past. 

The determination which has been manifested by every 
member of that Board since the first day I met with them— 
nearly a year and a half ago—and before, I learn—to carry 
out to the letter the directions of this Council, has given me 
personally great comfort, and is a cause for large satisfaction 
in the Diocese. The Report will show, I think, that they 
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have lived within their income since the date of the Council's 
decision to suspend the term-pupil department for a period 
of five years. It will show that genuine work is being done 
and that the future of De 
Veaux is likely to bean emerging from darkness and despair 
to the brightness of the sun at the meridian. 

Although it will take a long time to read, I trust the en- 
tire report which has been submitted according to Canon to 
the Bishop and Standing Committee, and is also by the same 


—although on a limited scale 


Canon to be presented to you, will be, by the courtesy of the 
Council, heard. If it is not a good record of Stewards that 
are faithful, I know not what is sound in such concerns. 
There seems to me, therefore, to be no need this year for 
the heart burnings and the bitterness and the weary, nauseat- 
ing debates which have characterized this Council in so many 


years past—yes! even last year—the first at which your 
present Bishop presided. Please give him and the Council 
and the Diocese—and the newspapers—a rest on the subject 
of De Veaux College. 

I congratulate the Council that such a possibility may be 
hoped for. Ifso—God be thanked. I think we havea right 
to challenge peace on this subject at this gathering in view 
of the fact that war has been in the past here—and outside 
to-day in the Carribean Sea and away on the Pacific Ocean 
is too much in evidence for those who love the peace which 
is in the highest. 


IX. 
LITERATURE AND HIGHER CRITICISM. 

Brethren, we are living in troublous days. The Word, 
the Church, the Faith, are being assaulted. Material growth 
seems to paralyze spiritual robustness. Every effort is being 
made to pare away each distinctive truth of Christ’s religion. 
The “ fundamentals,” as in the old days of a deeper faith they 
were named, are apparently being undermined. And alas! 
the foe is too often within the citadel itself. They are not 
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few, who serving at the very Altar of God are bowing their 
heads to the yoke of what is called the “new theology. ” 
The broad mind and the liberal heart are indeed character- 
istics of that religion which “ believeth all things, hopeth all 
things, endureth all things.” And, too, a comprehensive or 
roomy Church—to use some popular terms of our time— 
which I detest, by the way, as disingenuous—may manifest 
a generous tolerance of variegated opinion on topics that are 
not closed questions. But there are such things as settled 
dogmas. There is an everlasting Christian Creed. Truth 
is not a weather-vane shifting with every new breeze of 
thought that evolves itself from the crude, chrysalis brain of 
any man. There is a faith still. There is the cross still. 
There is Jesus still. 

I meet occasionally, however, the men—consecrated priests 
of the Church of God—who dare to flaunt in the faces of 
their brethren the theory that as every thing in the mechan- 
ical and commercial world is undergoing reconstruction, so 
the Faith, the Bible, the Church, must have their reorgani- 
zation plans too. As if these sacred things of the Holy God 
were like bankrupt railroads, or stock manufacturing com- 
panies. As though the eternal truth of the Almighty, Creator 
of heaven and earth, were one thing for the first Christian 
century of Apostles and Martyrs and Saints and another 
thing for this wise 19th. 1 stand behind no man in my rev- 
erence for sound learning—but note that I feel bound to em- 
phasize the adjective sound. ‘There are the multitudes of 
volumes poured out from the press in novel form or in essay 
shape, which grasp God’s great mysteries and the deep 
things of his eternal truth and attempt to handle them as 
though they were the toys of children. I have taken up 
such books and perused them and laid them down with a 
bad taste inthe mouth. They did not shock me. They were 
too inane and feeble for that. There was nausea, I confess. 
But the medical man tells me that some of the bacilli which 
derange a man’s system are rather inconspicuous and insig- 
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nificant organisms. So with the class of volumes of which 
I speak. As I have learned their invertebrate arguments, 
their decoctions of skim-milk given in the name of logic, 
their flippant treatment of grave dogmas that have stood 
firm amid the raging cyclones of centuries of attack, their 
little mosquito boats pointing their pretty guns against great 
eighteen inch thick cruisers of truth, as I have read their 
endless chatter about the pretty terms and phrases of a 
shallow, insincere and faddish skepticism, I have felt that 
they were not worth my contempt. 

Perhaps, however, you willsay that such puerile literature 
is unworthy note or comment here. It is not but for one 
fact. You will remember that that recently deceased Eng- 
lish Statesman, who was prime Minister four times during 
the present reign, once stooped to write a little criticism on 
a novel of this invertebrate order. The result was that 
hundreds of thousands of copies were sold on these two 
hemispheres, and multitudes of little minds thought they 
must misbelieve or unbelieve a little bit. Andso grew up a 
horde of mild, colorless skeptics, who gloried in their pigmy 
doubt and who knew not what they were skeptical about. 

You will observe that I have named no names in referring 
to this innocuous literature of the mere measles type. Ido 
not propose in my limited sphere to give any cheap adver- 
tising to any such volume. But they are read, and you, my 
Reverend Brethren, have some responsibility in working to 
resist their pernicious influence especially upon the young. 
In the Sunday School, to the Confirmation classes, in the 
pulpit occasionally, in my opinion, you can address your- 
selves to this subject not without profit. 

But one of the dangers of the day lies in our own path as 
Shepherds of the flock. That glittering phrase, the revela- 
tions of the “higher criticism,” is dazzling many. The pre- 
tentious books poured from the press purporting to convey 
new truth are awing some into silence regarding the in- 
tegrity of the Bible, or tainting others with a disloyalty to 
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those divine Scriptures. I stand behind none in my respect 
for the genuine truth that comes to us through a study of 
Archaeology or of musty manuscript from the shelves of 
old Monasteries. But I am not willing to accept the deduc- 
tions of this man and that,—no matter how noted he may be 
as a scholar—whether a Graf or a Kuenen, a Driver'ora 
Cheyne. When these doctors agree—which they do not in 
very material particulars—then | shall think it worth while 
to give some thought and heed to their claims. As I glance 
over some of their pages I discover that from some of the 
positions taken only a very few years ago some of them 
have receded. I find that the vaunted theories and decis- 
ions by them of less than a quarter of a century ago have 
‘in part been revised or reconstructed or declared null. | 
find that some portions of Holy Scripture thrown out by 
their edict have been restored to the Canon by other and as 
wise hands as their own. Asa layman, therefore, standing 
in the midst of these would-be Biblical experts, | am perplex- 
ed, not on the great subject, but amid these contending and 
contradicting voices of learned iconoclasts, and I cling to 
my old Bible with a deeper reverence and a more loyal love 
and faith. 

But I must confess that I am appalled at the attitude of a 
few clergymen in this Church of ours who dare to accept 
and to teach the views and the theories advanced by some 
schools of the ‘textual and higher criticism” as truth, when 
in the most solemn hour of their lives they made this clear 
confession and profession of their belief, ‘‘I do believe the 
Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testament to be the 
Word of God, and to contain all things necessary to salva- 
tion; and | do solemnly engage to conform to the Doctrines 
and Worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church.” 

There is no temporizing, no modulating or moderating 
here. There is no room for paring away corners or for bev- 
eling edges; no place for mental reservations or non-nat- 
ural interpretations. The statement is explicit, absolute, 
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that ‘the Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testament,” 
do not contain, but “ave the Word of God.” 

There are men who tell me that the need of to-day isa 
clergy more liberal. My answer is, God forbid, if it means 
a surrender of one iota of the Faith, if it means a violation of 
one vow of Ordination, if it means departure ina hairs breadth 
from the “ministration of the Doctrine and Sacraments and 
the Discipline of Christ as the Lord hath commanded and 
as this Church hath received the same,” if it means a muti- 
lation ina page ora line of the Word of God. I have learn- 
ed that some claim that we should be willing to surrender 
“old conventions” and adapt ourselves and our work to the 
new light of this wiser age, or that we may recede from 
past positions, because the Church in the Fourth Century 
defined too much. Do such mean that in her Nicene Creed 
she attempted definitions which were presumptuous? Do ~ 
such mean that that holy Symbol has in it more than the 
true faith of Jesus Christ? Does it mean that Athanasius and 
the other Nicene Fathers had the audacity to add to the 
truth of God? Father above, pity and forgive the men who, 
set in the Church to be “Messengers and Watchmen and 
Stewards” of Thine, thus presume to deny Thee and Thy 
truth and the voice of Thy Church! Father above, give 
them new wisdom and a better light, and Thy Presence, that 
they may come back from their sore aberrations and their 
sad denials to the loyal confession of Thee and what is Thine, 
and to humble veneration and confession of a little child to 
Thy Truth and Thy Church and Thyself!

[turn toa subject which doubtless will appeal to the 
hearts of all who are before me. 
When the late revered and Godly Bishop of this Diocese 
went forth from us to the rest of Paradise, you, as a great 
flock, lost a wise Father in God, atender Chief Shepherd. I, 
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as a Bishop, parted with a loving friend, a sound counsellor. 
His was a great and an honored name in the Church of God 
not only within our own National borders but in other lands 
beyond the sea. His influence in the English-speaking world 
was a strong one in the defense of Catholic truth and Apos- 
tolic order. His bravery, his strength, his piety won for him 
the admiration and the confidence of hosts in the church and 
without it. Everywhere throughout this Diocese I discover 
throngs of people who are enthusiastic in their reverent af- 
fection for him. They speak of him as the genial friend, the 
generous Bishop, the tender-hearted man, the noble intellect. 
Time does not dim his fame and death has not blotted away 
memories that are holy and sweet. 

I now ask the question of the Diocese whether the day has 
not come for steps to be taken with a view to providing some 
memorial to the honor of one so great which shall be expres- 
sive and worthy. I refrained from presenting this subject 
to the Council last year, because it seemed to me that in 
view of the financial condition of the country the time was 
not ripe therefor. 

I am inclined to think, however, that it would be no un- 
wisdom to choose at some time during the session of the 
Council a committee of generous proportions to consider the 
matter and report either during the present or at its next 
meeting. Such committee, as I think, should give consider- 
ation to the question as to what form this memorial should 
take, where it should be located, and by what means the 
funds necessary should be raised. 

I think the duty of paying such a tribute to the honor of 
one who for more than 30 years led this great flock like a 
shepherd will be acknowledged by all. 

I respectfully ask that this subject be taken under consid- 
eration by the Council and that such course of action be 
adopted as is thought expedient.

REPORT LOPS CH ieCOMMILTTERSON-THECREPORT:OF slHE 
TRUSTEES OF De VEAUX COLLEGE, 


Your Committee beg leave to report that they have carefully examined 
the Report of the Trustees, and the papers submitted therewith, and find it 
in due and complete form. The report so distributes the various accounts 
and includes such schedules of all mortgages and properties that, as a state- 
ment of the financial affairs of the College, it is most clear and satisfactory. 
Two important points, about which there has been some misunderstanding 
and question, are made very plain’ The first is in reference to the endow- 
ment, showing that of the total endowment of $843,248 33, the sum of 
$626,269.38 is entirely unproductive, consisting of farm lands, buildings, 
and other real estate, and that $216,978.95 only is productive. 

The other point is in reference to what are called ‘‘ Pupils’ Accounts.” 
Some of these represent amounts due from pay pupils: before the abolition 
of the pay department, and others are monies advanced to Foundationers 
in excess of their yearly allowance of $50. 

These have all been carefully gone over and checked, and a detailed state- 
ment is given. A considerable amount from the old accounts of the pay 
pupil department has been collected. The amount still due of these ac- 
counts, for the pay pupils, is shown to be $1,546.46. The amount due from 
Foundationers is $1,021.58. 

An increase of seven is reported in the number of boys in the foundation, 
and the hope is expressed of a further increase in the coming year. The 
whole showing of the work and condition of the institution makes very 
plain the earnest effort of the Trustees to direct the work and management 
of the College in strict obedience to the expressed wishes of the Council. 
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Your Committee heartily commend the suggestion of the Trustees as to 
the election of the Bishop as a member of their Board. It would appear 
that for many years after the establishment of the School the Bishop of the 
Diocese was always first named in the list of Trustees, and the course sug- 
gested by the Trustees that the Bishop be elected a Trustee, that he may be 
chosen as the President of the Board, would only be a return to the very 
proper arrangement of former days, and is, as they point out, the only way 
under the present Act of Incorporation in which the Bishop can have any 
legal and Canonical relation to the Board.

(B.) REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To the Sixty-first Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Board of Education desires to report that regular meetings have been 
held during the year. 

At the beginning of the year the Board found itself without funds, and 
directed by the Council to repay a loan of $500.00 made the late Bishop for 
Diocesan Education. 

It was therefore resolved that the offerings should be applied to the extin- 
guishing of that obligation as fast as they were received. 

The Board is glad to state that the obligation has been paid in full. 

No appropriation has been made to Candidates for Holy Orders. But this 
fact has not worked any hardship, because only one man made_application, 
and it is understood that he was provided for in other ways. 

Necessarily the attention of the Board has been given almost exclusively 
to the affairs of the De Lancey Divinity School. Soon after the death of the 
Rev. Dr. Rankine, Head of the School, a Special Committee was appointed 
consisting of the Bishop, the Rev. Mr. Wrigley, and Mr. W. J. Ashley 
(later Mr. John E. Pound was added), to consider the needs of the School. 

The Committee has spent much time and thought upon the subject, and 
presented an exhaustive report, for which the thanks of the Board and the 
Council are due to Mr. Pound and the Rev. Dr. Hayes. 

The report is very minute and too voluminous to read at this time. Still 
it has been thought best to present as brief an abstract as possible on ac- 
count of its permanent value, and for the information of the newer mem- 
bers of the Council. 

The idea of a Diocesan Training School belongs to the late Bishop De. 
Lancey. 
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In 1856, the Council resolved that a committee be appointed to procure 
funds for commencing such a school. 

The school was to consist of two departments, under the supervision of 
the Bishop and Standing Committee as a Board of Education. 

I. Junior Department, for youth from twelve to eighteen years, received 
with design of preparing to become Candidates for Orders 

It may be said, in passing, that this department was never developed. In 
his address in 1860, the Bishop says: ‘‘ My convictions of the value of a 
training school in the Junior Department remain unchanged. But the project 
is in advance of the liberality and estimation of the Diocese, and of the age and 
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energies of the Diocesan.”” Meantime ‘‘in the education of youthful candi- 
dates * * * we must look to this Diocese, to Hobart College and to 
De Veaux College.” 

2. Senior Department of young men in the Diocese, communicants over 
eighteen years, received as applicants for candidateship; the Bishop and 
Board of Education to guide them in preparatory studies. 

This Department, the Bishop states in his address in 1860, is ‘‘ designed 
for Candidates for Holy Orders that come from the business world * * * 
for those * * * no institution exists—no adequate provision is made for 
their instruction and preparation.” 

It was to be located at Geneva, then the See city, and be opened as soon 
as an adequate endowment shall be obtained. 

The plan, then, of a ‘‘Diocesan Training School ” for the Diocese of 
Western New York was suggested by the late Bishop De Lancey, in 1855, 
and in 1859 and ’60, he had collected gifts and subscriptions for the object 
amounting to $22,380.39, including a Chapel and lot (on Genesee Street, now 
occupied by S. Peter’s Church), which he had bought in 1853, and which he 
gave to the School. The School was not (and never has been) incorporated, 
but three Trustees—W. B. Douglas, S. H. Van Planch and E. H. Hurd— 
were appointed to take charge of the Fund, which they did until the incor- 
poration of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund. 

The Rev. James Rankine was appointed ‘“‘ Rector” by the Bishop, and 
entered on his duties February 1, 1861, holding the office till his death, De- 
cember 16, 1896. 

The institution thus founded was called by the Bishop the ‘‘ Senior De- 
partment” of the Training School, being intended for a special training for 
the ministry for such students as from family claims or other circumstances 
could not enter ordinary Theological Seminaries. He had planned also a 
‘‘Junior Department” for the academic preparation of boys and young men 
intended for the ministry, but this plan was never carried into effect. 

No fund was provided at the beginning for the expenses of students, but 
in the early years of the School donations were made to the Bishop, from 
time to time, for that object. 
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The salary of the Rector was fixed in 1861 at $1,200. - Later it was made 
$1,400, and thus remained through 1896. 

In connection with the School, the Rector took charge, under the Bishop’s 
direction, of the Mission Chapel on Genesee Street, and named ‘‘S. Peter’s,” 
and continued this mission work until the organization of S. Peter's Church, 
when he became its first Rector. 

The Chapel and lot were then conveyed to the Parish, and no further con- 
nection existed between the School and Parish from that time forward than 
was implied in their both being under Dr. Rankine’s charge. 

In 1863, the Committee of the Council on the Training School report nine 
candidates ordained since its beginning in 1861; five under instruction ; 
$200 appropriated from the income of S. Peter's Chapel (offerings) for house 
rent for Rector, in addition to his salary 

In 1861 the Report of the Training School is made (for the first time) by 
‘*The Board of Education, consisting of the Bishop and Standing Commit 
tee,” having charge of the Training School. 

The Bishop and Standing Committee were made the ‘‘ Education Board” 
by a canon of 1840, but no action constituting them Trustees (ex-of.) of the 
De Lancey Divinity School till 1870. 

In 1864 the Funds of the Training School were, by resolution of the Coun- 
cil, transferred to the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, incorporated in 1863 
This transfer was, however, actually completed only in 1866, when the 
School was ‘re-named the ‘*‘ De Lancey Divinity School.” 

The Report of the Committee on the Division of the Diocese in 1867 says 

that ‘‘the De Lancey Divinity School is under the charge and patronage of 
the Diocese, without any charter, and its Funds are in the hands of the 
Trustees of the Parochial Fund the income being subject to the order of the 
Education and Missionary Board of the Diocese. * * * It is our judg- 
ment-that all Diocesan right and title to it, and control over it, should be 
vested in the Diocese in which it is located, with equal privileges accorded 
to the other Diocese or Dioceses, by courtesy or otherwise, and with an 
equal claim upon them for support and contributions.” 
-_ The Council resolved that ‘‘ When a division of this diocese shall take 
place, the Diocesan Institutions, and the funds connected therewith, shall be 
under the control of the Diocese in which they are severally located.” The 
‘* Diocesan Institutions” referred to are shown by the report of the Commit- 
tee to be ‘De Veaux College,” ‘‘ The De Lancey: Divinity School,” and 
‘Cary Collegiate Institute” (at Oakfield). 

In 1865 they (the Trustees) report securities amounting to $15,575.00, and 
cash to credit of income account $385.73, with written promises of individu- 
als to pay annually the sum of $147.50, with privilege of paying the princi- 
pal of said sum at any time. In 1866, they report securities amounting to 
$17,452 50 besides promises as above; in 1867, $17,655.82. 

In 1867 the Trustees of the Parochial Fund report that ‘‘ they have re-_ 
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ceived and hold the title to the lot in Geneva on which S Peter’s Chapel 
stands, heretofore used in connection with the De Lancey Divinity School; 
also an adjoining vacant lot, both of which have been conveyed for the use 
and purposes of a free mission church, to be erected thereon as a memorial 
to our late revered Diocesan, the Rt. Rev. W. H De Lancey. D D., the said 
two lots being the same as reported to the Convention of 1866.” 

The *‘ Chapel,” which had thus far stood on the first of the two lots men- 
tioned above, z. e., the E. or corner of Lewis and Genesee Streets lot, was 
now moved to the ‘‘adjoining vacant lot,” where it now stands, and S. 
Peter’s Church erected in its place on the corner lot. 

The Trustees go on to state in their report of 1867 that they have ‘‘since 
acquired by purchase, with funds of the De Lancey Divinity School, a house 
and lot adjoining S. Peter’s Chapel, which was deemed important to the 
future development of the School,” for which they ‘* paid $2,516 67 and 
which yields an income of $200 per annum.” 

This house and lot fronting on Geneva Street, and in rear of the present 
site of S. Peter’s Chapel, is still the property of the School, the house being 
still rented. 

The Trustees further report in 1867 the bequest from Mrs. Sarah V. Bruce 
of a house and lot (46 William Street) as a rectory for S. Peter’s Church ; 
which house was thenceforward occupied by Dr. Rankine till his death, and 
has since been sold by S. Peter’s Church for a residence for Mrs. Rankine. 
To this house was attached the study built in 1890 by the Board of Educa- 
tion for the Divinity School, and was sold to S. Peter’s Church, and by that 
parish to Mrs. Rankine. 

The $200 which had been paid for house rent for Dr Rankine was then 
added to his salary, making it $1,400, till his death, except for the short 
time in which he was president of Hobart College. 

In 1868, the Trustees report the gift from Miss Martha A. De Lancey of 
the ‘‘ De Lancey ” and ‘* Floyd” Scholarships of $2.000 each, and from Miss 
De Lancey and John H Swift (of New York), ‘‘a house and lot on the cor- 
ner of Main St and Park Place, Geneva, for the general purposes of the 
De Lancey Divinity School, subject to a life lease of the property from the 
donors to Mrs. Cordelia W. Prentice.” 

Reports for 1869-70 are nearly the same. In 1871 the Trustees report that 
they have leased ‘‘S. Peter’s Mission Church” to the Rector, Wardens and 
Vestrymen of S. Peter’s Church. Geneva, to Dec 31, 1900, with privilege of 
two renewals of 30 years each. The fund of the School is reported at 
$20,076 67. 

In the next year (1872), the Rev. Dr Rankine reports seven students on 
the books of the School for the past year, and twenty-one clergymen edu- 
cated by it since its foundation in 1861. 


In 1873, they report a gift from John H. Swift, of New York, of $1,000. 
6 
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the income to be applied to the purchase of books for the Divinity School. 
(This is known as the ‘‘ Swift Book Fund ”) 

In 1874, the ‘‘ Swift Book Fund” is increased to $2,000 by another gift 
from Mr. J. H. Swift, making the entire funds of the School, including the 
two scholarships, Book Fund and Promissory Notes ($200 00), $26,871.67. 
In 1875, the same. In 1876, $27,407.62; in 1877, $27,707 62; in 1878, the 
same; 1879, nearly the same; in 1880, $30,924.88. In 1881, $13,773.32 added 
from the Proctor bequest, but the Swift Book Fund reduced by worthless 
securities to an actual value of $900.00 (at which it still remains [| J. 1897, p. 
122|). These securities (R. R. Bonds) being the original form of the fund as 
paid in by Mr. Swift, in all $49,995 70 (including Scholarships). 

In 1883, the Rev. William B. Edson, D. D., was appointed Professor in 
the School at a salary of $500.00. 

In 1885, a bequest is reported from James D. Shepard, of Buffalo, of 
$1,500, to be kept as a Separate Fund, and the income paid to the Divinity 
School The funds are reported this year as amounting to $56.052.01. 

In the same year (1885), it was resolved by the Board of Education ‘“‘ that 
with a view to securing the co-operation of the faculty of Hobart College in 
the development and work of the De Lancey Divinity School, the sum of one 
thousand dollars to be paid from the income of the School to the Treasurer 
of Hobart College, upon acceptance by members of the Faculty of Hobart 
College of duties in connection with the School, to be assigned by the Bishop 
of the Diocese. 

The origin of this action seems to have been a resolution passed by the 
Trustees of Hobart College Feb. 20, 1883, by which students of the De Lan- 
cey Divinity School were to be admitted to all the privileges of the College. 
Subsequently (in 1886), the Library of the School was placed in an alcove in 
the new College Library Building. The President of the College delivered 
a lecture on ‘‘ Christian Ethics ” in 1886, beyond which there is no instance 
of *‘ acceptance by members of the Faculty of duties in connection with the 
School.” 

In 1871, three clergymen of Geneva, at the request of the Bishop, assisted 
Dr. Rankine in the School he being then also President of Hobart College, 
and ‘‘Head” of the School ‘*‘ without compensation,” in 1869-79, and to 
Aug. 1, 1871. These were the Rev. Dr. (now Bishop) Perry, Rector of Trin- 
ity Church,.the Rev. Dr. Metcalf, of Hobart College, and the Rev. Dr. Van 
Rensselaer. 

The Trustees have further authorized the conferring of Degrees of Di- 
vinity on Examinations upon graduates of the School ; but, as yet, no such 
examinations have been applied for. 

The appropriation of $1,000 a year to Hobart College from the income of 
the De Lancey Divinity School was continued for ten years, and terminated 
in 1895. It does not appear that the Divinity School has ever derived the 
slightest benefit from this appropriation ; the action of the Trustees of Ho- 
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bart College in regard to the privileges, degrees and library not being in 
anywise connected with it. The late Dr. Rankine repeatedly expressed the 
same opinion. 

In 1890, a study for the Rector and students of the Divinity School was 
added by the Board of Education to the Rectory of S. Peter’s Church at a 
cost of $452.19. Said sum to be repaid whenever the house should be used 
otherwise than as a Rectory. (The study has now been sold, but would be 
rented for the use of the School by Mrs. Rankine if desired. It is heated 
by steam from the house, and contains Dr. Rankine’s private library, which 
is to remain there for the present ) 

In December, 1892, the Rev. Dr. Hayes was appointed to succeed the Rev. 
Dr. Edson, deceased, as Professor of Sacred Languages, to which was sub- 
sequently added the offices of Librarian and Professor of Liturgics, and his 
salary was fixed at $600. 

Since 1894, the endowments of the School have been beeen decreased; 
and the income greatly—though it is hoped temporarily—lessened by the 
failure of the ‘‘ Michigan Mortgage Company,” in which it had considerable 
investments, for details of these and of the financial affairs of the School to 
May I, 1897, you are respectively referred to the reports of the Trustees of 
the Parochial Fund in the Journals of. 1895-6-7, App. II.G. A supplement- 
ary statement by the Treasurer to Jan. 1, 1898, is hereto appended. 

The Rev. Dz, Rankine, who had been the first and only Head of the 
School from its foundation in 1861, entered into rest Dec. 16, 1896, and in 
Jan., 1897, the Board of Education placed the School temporarily in charge 
of the Rev. Dr. Hayes. The Rev. Dr. Van Dyck had been appointed by the 
Board in May, 1896, Professor of Pastoral Theology, without salary. 

The number of students in the School from 1861 to 1897 has varied consider- 
ably from year to year, but has averaged from four to six, of whom two out 
of five were non-resident, 7. ¢., were doing duty as Deacons or Lay Readers 
in parishes or missions. 

A very large part of the work of the School has been, from the first, with 
the non-resident students, who have been, almost without exception, candi- 
dates admitted to Deacon’s Orders on one examination, and placed in charge 
of small parishes or missions in the Diocese, their ordination and parochial 
or missionary work and non-residence being a necessity for their support 
(and often that of their families), from the very scanty resources of the 
School and the Diocese for the maintenance of Candidates for Orders. This 
part of the work has been always a difficult and perplexing one, the 
Candidates pursuing their studies at great disadvantage, away from their 
instructors, and with the greater part of their time engrossed in parish work; 
coming to Geneva only occasionally, for special instruction and examina- 
tions. We quote here Dr. Rankine’s forcible language on this point in his 
report of 1878: 

‘‘T think it must be evident to the Board, vithout citing instances in point, 
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how perplexing it is for myself and the Candidates under my charge to se- 
cure the object aimed at by the School. 

‘‘ Amid all the difficulties arising from the necessity laid upon them to 
derive their support, wholly or in part, while pursuing their studies, from 
the administration of a parish or mission, within which they are required to 
reside. Their best interests, in the way of preparation, certainly require 
that they should be here on the ground, and as little distracted as possible 
by parochial cares and responsibilities of any kind. Past experience shows 
how much better it would be if our students could be fully supported 
here during the time of their preparation. It seems to me that one of our 
earliest efforts to increase the efficiency of this most important Institution 
must be directed towards increasing its Scholarship Funds until they are 
sufficient to provide for the full support of at least two or three students.” . 

And, again, in the report of 1880: 

- ‘Ever since the School went into operation the difficulties indicated by 
this, and by former reports, have caused much anxiety and trouble to the 
students and myself. These difficulties are, of course, the inevitable conse- 
quence of want of funds for the support of students at or near Geneva, and 
of the necessity of their seeking support by serving parishes before they are 
fully prepared for such work. Thus-far, undoubtedly, the best has been 
done that could be done under the circumstances, but I would urge again, 
as heretofore, that it is not just to the School, its peculiar class of students, 
and to the Church, to allow this state of things to continue any longer than 
possible ” 

And in the report of 1883, Dr Rankine speaks of the great enlargement 
of the special work of the School possible through its increased endowments. 
Such enlargement was greatly hindered, if not prevented, in his judgment, 
by the appropriation of one-third of the income of the School to Hobart 
College, instead of making it available for the support of students of the 
School. 

The Board of Education, having appointed a committee on the condition 
and needs of the Divinity School, met at Geneva, Feb 15, 1897, and hada 
full conference with the Rev. Dr. Hayes on the relations of the School to S. 
Peter's Church, Geneva, now terminated by the death of Dr Rankine, its 
permanent location and its future needs. 

The Divinity School has at this time two Professors, both non-resident, 
one only receiving any salary ($500 at present). No resident students, two 
non-resident, both in Rochester. Sometwenty applications for ‘‘ Circulars ” 
and other information have been received within the last year, but in no in- 
stance has anyone decided to enter the School in its present condition Most 
of the applicants or correspondents are persons who would need more or less 
help or support. Three-fourths of the letters are from without the Dio- 
cese. 

The Treasurer of the Parochial Fund, Mr. James P. Mellen, of Geneva, 
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reports the income and expenditures of the School from the date of the last 
report, May 1, 1897 (Journal of 1897, page 115), to Jan. 1, 1898, as follows:

De Lancey and Floyd Scholarships, income $210.94; Ex. $1.84; Bal.

In view of the foregoing it is evident that the future work of the School 
should have most thorough consideration. During the coming year some 
line of action should be decided upon which will materially increase its effi- 
ciency and realize more fully the hope of its founder.

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(C.) REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF DE VEAUX 
COLLEGE. 


To the Bishop and Standing Committee of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The following changes have occurred in the Board of Trustees since the 
last report: 

Mr. Richard F. Rankine, of Niagara Falls, elected for the remainder of 
the term expiring January I, 1899, in place of Mr John S. Macklem, re- 
signed; Rev Algernon S. Crapsey, of Rochester, Mr. Edmund W. Granger, 
of Buffalo, and Mr William J. Parker, of Rochester, for the term expiring 
January I, 1901; Mr. Charles Kennedy, of Buffalo, for the same term, in 
place of Mr Edmund W. Granger, of the same city, deceased. | 

By invitation of the Board, the Trustees elected at the annual Council of 
1897, but not entering on their office until January 1, 1898, took their seats 
and have participated in all the work of the Board since their election. One 
of this number, Mr. Granger, of Buffalo, who had taken an active, cordial 
and efficient part in all matters coming before us in the short interval after 
his election, was lost to us by decease in August, 1897, to our great regret. 
This vacancy has been filled, as already noted, by the nomination, and elec- 
tion by the Bishop and Standing Committee, of Mr. Charles Kennedy, of 
Buffalo, an alumnus of De Veaux. 

The Headmaster, Mr. Reginald H. Coe, and the Chaplain, the Rev. Will- 
iam F Shero, having resigned their offices, to take effect at the close of the 
academic year 1896-7, the Trustees elected unanimously as Headmaster and 
Chaplain, with the approval of the Bishop and the incoming Trustees the 
Rev. William Stanley Barrows, M. A,S T. B., a graduate of Trinity and 
Hobart Colleges, and of the General Theological Seminary, who had devoted 
himself with remarkable efficiency and success for a number of years to 
educational work in the Church. Mr. Barrows entered on his duties in Sep- 
tember, 1897, and has presented a full statement of the work and condition 
of the School to May 1, 1898, which is submitted as a part of this report. In 
the judgment of the Trustees, it presents a most satisfactory record of the 
educational work of the School under the difficulties presented by 
the changed conditions ; difficulties which are being happily overcome to a 
great extent by his wise and faithful direction and labours. In view of sug- 
gestions for the possible enlargement of the curriculum of the School by the 
introduction of various departments of manual labourand technical studies a 
Committee of the Trustees, with the Headmaster, visited, in June, 1897, a 
noted school of this kind, the McDonough School, near Baltimore, Md., and 
made a full examination of the practical working of its system, the results 
of which are presented in a full report of the Committee It may be said in 
brief that we found a school with an endowment of about a million dollars, 
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and a farm of eight hundred acres, apparently under faithful and efficient 
management, maintaining about one hundred and fifty boys on a scale very 
much lower, both in physical and mental training. than has been attained at 
De Veaux during the past forty years. We find some features worthy of 
imitation; but most of those pertaining to manual and technical work are 
such as could not be introduced at De Veaux without large immediate ex- 
penditure in construction. 

We commend this Committee report to your special attention as one of 
great interest in itself, and helping to solve many questions which have pre- 
sented themselves from time to time as to the educational work of De Veaux. 

The Trustees propose to add to the course of studies very soon some 
opportunities for instruction in wood-work, and possibly other mechanical 
arts. 

It will be seen by the report of this year that the number of boys on the 
foundation, which was reduced in 1896 by the discontinuance of the Term 
Pupil Department to nineteen, has been restored to twenty-six, and it is 
hoped may be further increased in the coming year. The condition of the 
boys as to physical health and studies appears by the report of the Head- 
master to be most satisfactory. | 

It is the intention of the Trustees to continue the work and management 
of the School under its present conditions, in strict obedience to the wishes 
of the Council, to the best of their ability. 

Before the election of our present Bishop, a resolution was adopted unan- 
imously by the Trustees, expressing their conviction that the Bishop of the 
Diocese should be not only a Trustee, but ex-officio President of the Corpora- 
tion; and subsequently, on the occurrence of a vacancy in the Board, the 
Bishop was nominated and elected as a Trustee, and also elected as Presi- 
dent of the Board. The term for which he was elected expires on the first 
of January next, and the Trustees now ask that he be re-elected for the next 
term by the Council, if he shall be willing to accept the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the office. As this is the only way under the present Act of Incor- 
poration in which the Bishop can have any legal and canonical relation to 
the School, we think it of the utmost importance that he should be consti- 
tuted by this action its official Head. 

The action taken by the Bishop and Standing Committee, in conjunction 
with the Trustees, under the resolutions of the Council of 1897, for obtaining 
a judicial decision in regard to the powers and duties of the Trustees under 
the will of Judge De Veaux and the Act of Incorporation based upon it, will 
appear in the report of the Standing Committee. 

The Trustees cannot conclude this report without expressing their deep 
sense of the great loss which they, in common with the whole Diocese and 
the Church at large, have sustained in the decease, at New York, on the 
1oth day of February last, of the Rev. William Augustus Hitchcock, D D., 
who had been for more than ten years a most faithful, efficient and valued - 
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member of our Body, and for several years before his resignation its Chair- 
man. Deeply interested in all the work and interests of De Veaux, giving 
year after year a great deal of time and labour, not only to the duties of his 
office, but to counsels and efforts for the good of the School far beyond them, 
we feel that De Veaux owes a deep debt of gratitude to his memory.

The course of study is based upon the Regents’ ‘‘Syllabus.” Boys are 
admitted to the academic department as soon as they have passed the Re- 
gents’ examinations in the six “ preliminary” subjects, namely: Reading, 
writing, spelling, elementary English, arithmetic and geography. 

During the Christmas term twenty-five classes were conducted; during 
the Easter term there are twenty-six. 

The interest and diligence of the boys in their studies seems to be attested 
by their success in passing the Regents’ examinations. 

In accordance with the suggestion of the Bishop, the boys, morning and 
evening, attend a short service in the chapel. 

Mr. F. L. Dutton, of Rochester, has presented the College with a hand- 
some frame for the picture of the Honorable Horatio Seymour. 

The ‘‘ Organ Fund” and the ‘‘ Memorial Window Fund” are deposited in 
the Niagara County Savings Bank. The former amounts to $163 21; the 
latter to $83.08. 

The buildings, except the old gymnasium, are thought to be in a fair state 
of repair. 

Considering the age, size and cost of the buildings and out-buildings, the 
amount of plumbing and steam and gas fitting that they contain, and the 
number of boilers and machines in use, the Headmaster thinks it will not 
be safe to allow less than $700 annually for repairs. 

The Headmaster estimates that, exclusive of old bills paid and sums re- 
turned to the Treasurer, his entire expenditures from Sept. I, 1897, to Sept. 
1, 1898, will amount to $11,000, or $440 for each boy, counting the twenty- 
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six boys that have been in the School as twenty-five. These figures include 
the $50 annually allowed each boy for the purchase of clothing. books, etc 

It is estimated that twenty-seven boys can next year be maintained for 
$10,800, or $400 each ; that is, for $350 each, exclusive of allowance.

The annexed report covers the period of six months, from July 1, 1897, to 
January 1, 1898, the changing of the time of holding the Diocesan Council 
having made it desirable to change the time of closing the fiscal year of the 
College from July tst to January Ist. 

It has become very difficult to obtain safe investments on bond and mort- 
gage at six percent. I have received only a few of such applications that I 
could approve, and in my opinion it will be necessary to loan the uninvested 
funds of the College in future at five per cent, in larger sums, in order to 
secure safe and desirable loans. 

A separate report, showing the condition of the Strickland Fund Jan. 1, 
1898, is hereunto attached.

To the Board of Trustees of De Veaux College - 


In explanation of the report of the Treasurer we desire to state that, while 
the total endowment is shown, as of January I, 1898, to be $843,248.33. only 
$216,978 95 of this amount is productive. The balance of $626,269 38 is un- 
productive, and consists for the most part of real estate, appraised at a valu- 
ation of $455,517. College Domain, which was set aside for college pur- 
poses distinctively, $55,000; College buildings, $94,000; and furniture and 
equipment and other items as shown in Schedule ‘‘ C.” 

The appraisals of the buildings and real estate were made several years 
ago. 

The item shown as No. 514, the last item of Schedule ‘‘G,” represents a 
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land contract covering lands sold by the College, upon which contract the 
sum of $1,000 was paid, which sum will be forfeited unless the contract is 
eventually performed. The time of performance of the contract has been 
extended from time to time, as in the judgment of the Board it was thought 
best to give the purchaser more time, as it in no way would prejudice the 
interests of the College. The item of interest earned upon this contract will 
not be paid unless the contract is performed. 7 ? 

The item shown in Schedule ‘‘A,” stock of Niagara Falls and Lewiston 
Railroad Co., $15,000, represents one-half of the purchase price of lands con- 
veyed by the College to the Niagara Falls and Lewiston Railroad Co. fora 
right of way. This stock was taken by the College with an option to hold it 
or to require its payment at par in cash at any time before October I, 1898, 
with the personal guaranty of the officers of the Niagara Falls and Lewiston 
Railroad Company of the payment of the principal and interest at 6 per cent. 
until the options were exercised. The interest has been paid, and the Col- 
lege has passed a resolution expressing its wish to avail itself of the option 
to require cash payment, and notice hereof has been given to the officers of 
the Niagara Falls and Lewiston Railroad Company, and the guarantors. 

Schedule ‘‘ E” shows the indebtedness of pupils to the College. Of this 
amount $1,546 46 is due from pay pupils, a considerable part of which can 
probably be collected. The balance shows accounts due from foundationers 
past and present, being the excess of their incidental supplies over the yearly 
allowance of $50. This allowance is made to each foundationer to cover the 
expense of clothes, books, and all supplies except board and tuition, and is 
credited to each foundationer at five dollars per month for ten months, and 
it is expected that the excess will be paid by the parent or out of the accum- 
ulation of this five dollars per month. ,

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(D.) DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 
(1.) REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF BUFFALO. 


To the Right Reverend Wiltam D. Walker, D, D : 


The Archdeacon of Buffalo respectfully reports as follows : 


Two General Missionaries have been in active service during the entire 
year ending May 1, 1898. They have had charge of twenty-two stations 
and have officiated occasionally at twenty-two other places. They have held 
479 public services, celebrated the Holy Communion 137 times in public and 
13 times in private. They have baptized 67 persons—a majority of them 
adults—have presented 30 for confirmation, and have officiated at five mar- 
riages and seven burials. 

Twelve other Missionaries have been under the supervision of the Arch- 
deacon, several of them Rectors of parishes whose feeble existence seems 
to depend upon the sustenance which they receive from our treasury In 
several places the work has been very encouraging and gives promise of 
permanent results, while in others the most that can be expected is the keep- 
ing together of small congregations in places where very great development 
is impossible. The Missionary Board is seriously considering the question 
whether the money appropriated for the work done at several of these sta- 
tions ought not to be devoted to more aggressive work in other parts of the 
Archdeaconry. 

The Missions at Springville and Silver Creek are in excellent condition, 
and exhibit in their parochial activities a substantial zeal and permanent 
equipment. They long for more frequent priestly ministrations. One vis- 
itation of a Missionary and three lay services each month will retard their 
development. 

S Barnabas’, Franklinville, has suffered from having been started tardily 
in a community where nearly every resident was already identified with 
some Christian body. At the same time the Mission would be stronger if its 
members had greater confidence in its permanence, and were more zealously 
united and more thoroughly self-reliant. It is a station that needs the most 
careful and judicious fostering, both by the Archdeacon and the Laymen’s 
League, of any in the jurisdiction. 

S. John’s, Ellicottville, though an organized parish, has, for many years, 
been dependent upon the Missionary Board During the greater part of 
the year it has had no Rector, and we have given the congregation frequent 
priestly services In the absence of the Missionary, one of the Wardens of 
the parish has maintained the services most acceptably. The parish has suf- 
fered in the past from lay assumption of priestly prerogatives respecting 
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ceremonial instruction, and the only wonder is that it is not in a worse con- 
dition than it is to-day The present outlook is hopeful, and if the effort 
which is being made for union with Springville is consummated, there would 
seem to be no reason why the old historic parish of Cattaraugus County 
should not resume its place in the Diocese. 

S. Peter’s, Little Valley, amid many discouragements from without and 
within, has held its own. Whether it will ever be able to do more than this 
is very doubtful. There is intense prejudice in the community against the 
Church, and the population is not increasing Its distance from Buffalo 
makes the services of the League almost impracticable, and therefore the 
Mission depends for its fortnightly services upon the Rector of Salamanca 
and the General Missionary. 

The Church at Salamanca has received aid from the Missionary Board for 
many years, in return for which its Rector has done efficient Missionary 


‘‘region beyond.” It is gratifying to hear from him that after 


work in the 
this year the parish will be entirely self-supporting, and he will require no 
stipend from the Board. 

The Missionary at Mayville reports substantial progress in his parish. 
He has charge of Missions at Hartfield, where there is not much encourage- 
ment, and at Bemis Point, and Chautauqua, where services are held only 
in the summer. 

At East Randolph we have a flourishing Mission, which is in charge of 
the Rector of Grace Church, Randolph. He has held sixty-four services 
there on Sundays, and sixty on week-days during the year. There have 
been ten baptisms, and six adults have been confirmed. The Sunday School 
is one of the most encouraging features of the work. There are fifty scholars 
who are systematically instructed in the teachings of the Church. 

The Mission at Irving, which was established by the Laymen’s League, 
has been continuously served by Mr. Clough, under the supervision of the 
General Missionary, and is doing good in the community. 

Grace, Belfast, is supplied regularly by the Rector of the Church at An- 
gelica, and the General Missionary has visited the Mission several times 
Good congregations have uniformly greeted him. and there are signs of in- 
creasing interest at every visitation. The Missionis an evidence, strong and 
gratifying, of what a band of faithful women can do alone when deprived 
of other assistance by removals from the village. 

At Hinsdale, the monthly week-night service which was begun a year ago 
was later succeeded by regular services every Sunday, which have been at- 
tended by large congregations Our own people are very few, and the Gen- 
eral Missionary thinks it is doubtful whether more frequent services would 
largely increase the number. 

Caneadea is another station where the occasional services which have been 
held are attended chiefly by the representatives of other Christian bodies, 
and where there are few who are identified with the Church. These former- 
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ly attended the services at Belfast, one woman walking regularly the four- 
teen miles every Sunday. But advancing age and changed conditions now 
make this very impracticable. We therefore endeavor to give them priestly 
services with more or less regularity, and are thus able to present the 
Church to a community which would otherwise be ignorant of her services. 

During the last year a very interesting work has been undertaken at Cat- 
taraugus. This prosperous and growing little town bids fair to be a strong 
point of vantage for the Church in this Diocese. With conditions the most 
favorable, with no unfortunate traditions to counteract, with the support of 
the representative people of the town promised, no Mission could be begun 
under more favorable auspices. Quick, decisive, and, as far as possible, 
concentrated action should be taken towards the development of this sta- 
tion. It is a place where the frequent ministrations of a priest would be 
abundantly rewarded almost from the beginning. The community is sick 
at heart of the sectarianism which abounds there, and the Church’s opportu- 
nity should be seized without delay. 

In Brocton the conditions are almost identical with those at Caneadea. 
No considerable growth can be expected there. 

In Ripley we have revived a mission, once the child of the parish at West- 
field. The General Missionary has held monthly cottage services on a 
week-day evening, with an average attendance of twenty-five. The people 
earnestly desire a more frequent public service, and a hall has been secured. 

At East Concord and Cherry Creek infrequent services have been held by 
the Missionary. These villages are not on the line of the other mission 
stations, and it seems like an unjustifiable expenditure of time and money 
for the Missionary to give them what might more reasonably be devoted to 
more hopeful work at other stations. 

Friendship is under the care of the Rector of S. John’s Church, Wellsville, 
who is also Rector of S. Philips’, Belmont. It is one of many places where a 
few faithful people desire the services of the Church, but where no great 
progress can be made. 

For several years I have been obliged to report that no services had been 
held in Belvidere. The Church edifice was in a bad condition, and those 
who were in charge of it seemed to have no desire for the services of the 
Church. But during the last year the parish has experienced a wonderful 
change, inspired by the energy and offerings of a devoted woman who for- 
merly resided in the village. The building has been thoroughly renovated, 
and the entire property of the parish has been transferred in legal form to 
the Trustees of the Parochial Fund. A service is held every Sunday after- 
noon by a priest of the Church, and a Sunday School, large for the village, 
is held every Sunday morning. 

In Niagara and Wyoming Counties, with one or two exceptions, the work 
we have endeavored to do has not met with very encouraging success. Our 


Missionary has made an effort to revive the old parish at Lewiston, and 
7 
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thinks that with a little more effort on the part of the people a resident priest 
could be maintained. This parish ought to be united with Youngstown, as 
it formerly was, and one clergyman could easily minister to both congrega- 
tions. It is not the fault of the Rector of S. John’s Church, Youngstown, 
that this has not been accomplished. He is ready to assume the additional 
work whenever the parish at Lewiston is willing to consent to it. 

The Mission at Hartland has practically been abandoned, though occa- 
sional cottage services are held there by the Rector of the Church at Middle- 
port 

Attica has been regularly visited by our General Missionary, whose report 
of the condition of the Mission is far from encouraging. In his absence 
services have been conducted by lay-readers from Buffalo. 

At Alexander monthly services have been held with an average attendance 
of fifty persons. There is only one communicant of the Church in the place, 
and that one lives some distance from the village. 

All Saints’ Chapel and Christ Church, Lockport, are under the immediate 
supervision of the Rector of Grace Church. At the Chapel Evening Prayer 
is said every Sunday, preceded by the Sunday School, and on every Wednes- 
day evening there is Evening Prayer anda lecture. There are frequent 
celebrations of the Holy Communion. The number of baptisms and con- 
firmations indicate a healthful and encouraging growth. : 

At Christ Church services are held regularly by the Vicar of Grace Church. 
There have been twenty-five baptisms, and nineteen persons have been con- 
firmed during the year. 

Orchard Park and Hamburg have recently been bereft of their faith- 
ful Missionary, who is now Rector of the Church at Honeoye Falls. 
They are now dependent upon the General Missionary and the Laymen’s 
League for services, which are held every Sunday. They are both burdened 
with a debt which is a great hindrance to their spiritual as well as material 
prosperity. 

The Rev N.S. Stephens has recently taken charge of S. James’ Mission, 
Tonawanda, and S. Bartholomew’s, Buffalo, and at the end of another year 
I am sure he will have an encouraging report to make. 

At the new and rapidly growing village of Depew a Mission has been 
undertaken which promises to be a success. The Rector of Trinity Church, 
Lancaster, has held services there every Sunday afternoon, and has organ- 
ized a flourishing Sunday School. About three months ago he placed the 
Mission under the care of the Archdeacon, but continues to hold services on 
one Sunday in each month. On the other Sundays it is served by the Lay- 
men’s League. The Mission ought soon to develop into a parish. 

The Rev. Mr. Dantzer has continued his missionary work among the deaf 
mutes within and beyond the archdeaconry, holding frequent services and 
ministering individually among this unfortunate class of people. His con- 
gregations are not large, but his services are highly appreciated. 
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The Laymen’s Missionary League continues to be one of the necessary 
agencies in the prosecution of the missionary work of the archdeaconry. 
Without its help many of our missions would be without services three- 
fourths of the time. It also supplies various institutions with Morning and 
Evening Prayer, and usually a short sermon is read. Twenty-three stations 
have been regularly supplied by the League during the year, and it has also 
given much needed assistance in the services to the Rectors of a dozen 
parishes. 

On the eve of S. Andrew’s day the Bishop of the diocese publicly pre- 
sented licenses to fifty-four Lay Readers of this archdeaconry, in the Church 
of the Ascension, Buffalo. Many of these were licensed for parochial work 
and are not available for the missionary work of the League. More helpers 
are needed, earnest, devout, consecfated men of good common sense, who 
are willing to sacrifice their own personal comfort and serve the League and 
the Church at stations beyond the limits of the city of Buffalo. 

As I have done on other occasions, so now I desire to express my thanks 
to the League for the loyal and earnest suppart which it has given me dur- 
ing the three years of my term as Archdeacon, which has now come toa 
close, and I can ask for my successor no more faithful and zealous co- 
workers and no more true and trusted friends and helpers than I have found 
uniformly in the Laymen’s League and among the clergy and laity of the 
archdeaconry of Buffalo, and pre-eminently in the Bishop of the diocese.

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REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF. ROCHESTER. 


To the Right Reverend William David Walker, D. D., LL. D.: 


In attempting anything like a comprehensive survey of some intricate and 


far-reaching operations, it is of importance that we at least recognize the 


source of supply whence flows all the force which moves through the elab- 


orate agencies. 


In describing some of your local electrical machines one 


may not omit all reference to the neighboring cataract, where is generated 


the marvelous power which pulsates along the wires and whirls the myriad

els. 


Just so in submitting even the briefest and most perfunctory of missionary 
reports, it is essential that we make reverent mention of the part performed 


by Him who inspires and enables each and every worthy effort—the Lord 
and the Life-Giver, God, the Holy Ghost. 
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I venture then at the outset to remind you that the cause of Diocesan Mis- 
sions is Heaven’s cause. And that incomparably the chiefest part of the 
work accomplished is done by Him who “‘ giveth the increase.” And as the 
‘‘oculus episcopi”’ it has been mine to note—so far as my sin-dimmed vision 
could see—some of the glorious results of His beneficent intervention, And 
I call upon you to rejoice with me as I bring you word that during this past 
twelvemonth He has been ‘‘making men to be of one mind in the house” 
of this Archdeaconry. More and more unitedly is He enabling us to recog- 
nize our duty to the weak and out of the way. A larger proportion of the 
clergy of this district has been awakened to respond to the mandate, Go 
preach the gospel to every creature. With few exceptions the parochial pres. 
byters have been quickened as never before to see the need and to rise to the 
opportunity. And hence the progress all along the line. Hence the measure 
of success which has attended your Archdéaconry system the recent twelve- 
month. 

And so I bear grateful record of what we will all agree is the most import- 
ant feature of the past year’s work—the influence of the Holy Ghost upon 
the intellects, the hearts and the wills of us ministers. 

And next, as to the Missions themselves, what has been coming to pass in 
them? In these limits we can give but the merest sketch of each. In the 
nine counties, twenty-six stations have been continuously served, and five 
or six others have been provided with ministrations more or less regularly. 

With but two or three changes, the same efficient and faithful ministers 
are patiently laboring at the same places where you heard from them a year 
ago; and this simple fact speaks conclusively of peace and progress. Alas 
for the work, when the Missionaries are constantly on the move, flitting 
from one parish to another. And happy the congregation which, having se- 
cured the right man, retains him. 

At Caledonia, Dr. Darnell continues his patient, painstaking pastorate, 
which has now extended over ten years; during this period he has entered 
an apparently impossible field for this Church, and has built up by the sheer 
force of character and abilities a useful Mission. As also he is doing in an- 
other direction at the town of Livonia, where he has led the faithful few to 
secure an admirable piece of property upon which is a dwelling, which they 
have fitted up as a chapel. I invite your attention to this work; it is on 
right lines and deserves our practical commendation. They require help to 
enable them to pay the balance due upon the property. We are now simply 
affording the Missionary a meagre compensation for his labor; but it is 
necessary, and that very soon, that the little congregation be somehow 
helped to ease its large burden. 

Another and enduring and fruitful pastorate is that of the Rev. Mr. Le- 
Boutillier at the Mission Church of the Ascension in Rochester. The Mis- 
sion is amply justifying the faith of its founder (Rev. F. S. Hyde) and 
is being encircled by newhomes, The adjacent population increases rapidly; 
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and the congregation, conscious of its growth, has nobly volunteered again 
to increase the Missionary’s salary, and that to such an extent that he has 
felt able to relinquish his charge over his other Mission, S. Thomas, Roches- 
ter. Altogether the Church of the Ascension reports ‘‘all’s well;”’ and is 
hastening on to the goal of an independent parish. 

As to the S. Thomas Mission, to which reference has just been made, it 
has returned once more to the condition of a parochial Mission. You may 
recall the sketch of this station given in our last year’s report. It had been 
for some seven years nurtured by the Rev. Dr. Doty and the zealous laymen 
of Christ Church, and was handed over to the Archdeaconry in the midsum- 
mer of 1896; it thrived under the new management; for the seventeen 
months during which the Board of Missions controlled it, it was able and 
did pay its current expenses, so that in December, 1897, when it passed from 
our control, its treasurer reported the inconsiderable indebtedness of but 
$9.47. At this juncture a communication from the Rector of S. Paul's, 
Rochester, was spread before the Board, in which it was proposed that 
the Mission be transferred to that parish. After earnest consideration, the 
Board referred the subject to the Bishop, with the request that he take such 
action as should seem to him best, and now the work is done by the two 
zealous clergy of S. Paul’s. We have assurances that this vigorous. Mission 
shall be maintained and made to fulfill the bright promise of its previous 
history. ; 

And while I am thus speaking of a Mission which has passed from under 
our direction, I turn to another which, in a somewhat different manner, has 
accomplished the same end. For long years, S. John’s Church, Honeoye 
Falls, has looked to the Board of Missions for guidance and financial help. ° 
A year ago it was being served by that able and devoted priest, the Rev. J. 
R. Kennedy-Bell. He spent twofruitful years as the Missionary to this 
congregation, and the faithful few in S. Paul’s Church, Allen’s Hill. But he 
was stricken with a paralysis of the right side, and after vainly trying a 
course of treatment was compelled to the conclusion that he must resign. 
He did so on September 28th, naming the second week in December as the 
date for it to take effect. Immediately the problem of how to fill the vacancy 
was attacked, and after four visitations from the Archdeacon, with the 
briefest possible delay, a Rector was secured in the person of the Rev. Ar- 
thur Hallet Mellen, under whose inspiration a noble step was at once taken 
by the congregation. A bequest of some $6,000.00, having just been made 
to the parish by that God-fearing patroness, Mrs. Jonas Jones, it was 
decided to relinquish the $200 stipend and become self-sustaining. And: so 
with heartiest congratulations the Board of Missions withdrew from its re- 
sponsibility for the parish at the beginning of this year. May God’s bless- 
ing rest ever upon the young Rector and his earnest people. 

The year has also witnessed other instances of a like determination on the 
part of parishes and people to devise liberal things. In several places there 
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is deeply felt the conviction that the Missions must not become pauperized 
by the benefactions of the Church. More than one congregation has set for 
itself the noble aim to become self-sustaining. Branchport, which up to the 
Ist of September had asked for its minister a stipend from the Board, gladly 
accepted my suggestion to associate itself with Penn Yan under the godly 
care of the Rev. F. M. Baum. An electric railway having been built be- 
tween the two places, it became possible for Mr. Baum to undertake the 
extra work, and ever since then he, with the efficient assistance of W. S. 
Stevens, Lay Reader, has most acceptably served both congregations. The 
Mission at Branchport has prospered under this association with “‘ the next 
town,’ even beyond expectation. A new enthusiasm has animated the peo- 
ple; the church edifice has been interiorly transformed and renovated by 
willing hearts and hands, while yet further improvements are projected ; 
and this has been accomplished at the same time that the people have so far 
increased their contributions towards the minister’s support as to render it 
unnecessary for the Board to continue the former appropriation of one hun- 
dred dollars. 


Yet further, at Dresden, Shortsville and South Phelps, for years past ser- 
vices have been read by Lay Readers from Geneva, and it has been the 
habit of the Missionary Boards to pay stipends to~ these men, besides 
arranging for the several congregations to reimburse them for incidental ex- 
penses. Early this past year the subject was submitted to the young men in 
Hobart, who are available for these three Missions, and with commendable 
promptness they. expressed a willing and glad determination to match the 
self-denying devotion of their fellow-readers throughout the diocese, and re- 
quested that they, too, be permitted henceforth to serve the Church without 
remuneration. By this very laudable decision a further saving of fully 
three hundred dollars a year has been secured to the Board, for which they 
have suitably expressed their appreciation to the young gentlemen. The 
record of progress in these three Missions this past year is unusually good. 


At South Phelps the services are maintained amongst a scattered people, 
few and poor; yet in thirteen months there have been seven adult and 
seventeen infants baptized and other encouraging evidences given. At 
Dresden and Shortsville substantial gains are to be noted. Classes of eight 
and seven adults respectively have been confirmed ; the Sunday School in 
each congregation has been increased and awakened to new vigor, and the 
conditions generally so improved as to warrant the hope that ere long it may 
be possible to provide for a resident minister in each town. 


At Bradford and Wayne the Rev. Benjamin F. Miller is pastoring the 
flock with a true shepherd’s skill and devotion. In the village of scarcely 
more than two hundred population he has this year presented a class of 
seventeen for confirmation. He has won the confidence and affection of the 
entire community, and is exerting a strong and wholesome influence. 
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So also is our recently ordained brother, the Rev. D W Cameron, in 
those interesting Missions at Nunda and Hunts. Coming to us from the 
Presbyterian ministry, no longer a young man, he was assigned at once to 
these stations, and the task which confronted him was far from being easy 
or attractive. But with a cheerful faith and quiet courage he addressed 
himself to his work, and God has graciously blessed him and his people. 
Out of turmoil and embarrassment he has patiently led the flock beside still 
waters and pastures green. December 7th was a red-letter day for them 
when Dr. Cameron was advanced to the priesthood in the parish Church and 
confirmation was administered, and missionary meetings were addressed by 
the Bishop and visiting clergy in both places. 

At Christ Church, Sodus Point, the Rev. Dr. Van Dyke continues his wel- 
come ministrations, and healthy growth is fostered in the parish. The 
place is so cut off from intercourse with the rest of the world on Sundays, 
as to render it impracticable for the faithful Rector to extend his ser- 
vices for the benefit of a second congregation. The town of Wolcott,” 
some twelve miles distant, should certainly not be shunned by the Church, 
and yet the difficulties in the way of re-establishing our work there are 
serious. After repeated visits last year I failed to discover sufficient interest 
to warrant the continuance of regular services with the limited means at 
our disposal. I have learned indirectly of a possible benefactor who may do 
something towards securing a building there; but I am persuaded that if 
we are to regain our hold upon the community we must be prepared to send 
an active missionary there and support him entirely out of our own treasury 
for perhaps six months, at the end of which time he will at least have dis- 
covered the possibilities of the town as concerning the Church. I believe 
results would justify the investment. 

Rev. C.O S Kearton has labored on right loyally in S. Paul’s Church, 
Holley, and has let his light shine in the regions round about. He has re- 
sponded heartily to the resolution of the Missionary Board, wherein they 
have called upon every clergyman who is receiving a stipend to extend his 
ministry and hold services in at least two places—the next town—. He has 
hunted up the few church folk in’ Spencerport to the east, and Kendall to 
the north, and also in Hulberton to the west. In the latter settlement he 
finds English families who gratefully welcome the dear old Prayer Book 
offices, and is bearing them not a little comfort and edification 

At S. Paul’s Church, Montour Falls, the Deacon in charge, Rev. William 
L. Davis, is nobly leading a responsive congregation. There was, to be 
sure, one disturbing incident in the year, when it became necessary to with- 
stand the domineering bigotry of a prohibition partisan who was prominent 
in the parish and opposed the use of wine in the Holy Communion. But 
the required reform was instituted considerately though directly ; and the 
Church, though deserted by the man, is to-day all the stronger and happier. 
Progress has been made in all departments of parish life The Sunday 
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School, boy choir and other working organizations flourish under the justly 
beloved minister. A grant of $500 has been paid by the State for damages 
done to the church property, and the building has been repaired. Ere 
long this congregation also will doubtless become self-sustaining. 

The work at Canisteo, in Steuben County, moves steadily onward under 
the calm care of the Rector of Hornellsville, who is ably assisted here by 
Mr W S. Charles as Lay Reader. The canonical application has been signed 
and will be presented at this session of the Council, asking that S. John’s 
Mission be duly admitted, as an organized Mission, into union with the 
diocese. The attendance on the services shows an increase A Sunday 
School has been started. A fund of $240 inherited from the former Mission 
in this place has been secured and put at interest on a first mortgage. 

The Rev. C. Orvis Dantzer continues his faithful labors among the deaf 
mutes. Of two thousand mutes in the two dioceses in which he works, 
about five hundred come under the influence of the Church, and 123 are 
communicants. Of those within this diocese, the larger number reside 
in this Archdeaconry. They are so scattered throughout the district as 
to render the missionary labors somewhat desultory. But he has devoted 
himself to his oft times discouraging work with patience and tirelessness, 
and reports progress Four baptisms, five confirmations and I51 services, 
with constant pastoral visitings and correspondence, have kept him busy the 
past year. There is every encouragement and evident need for maintaining 
this silent Mission. 

S. George’s Church, Charlotte, continues its normal growth under the 
welcome leadership of Rev. Henry S. Dennis. The congregation has been 
able to do its share toward the support of a resident Missionary, and his in- 
fluence has strengthened them in every way. He has of late also extended 
his labors and officiates regularly for the new congregation in the neighbor- 
ing village of Union Hill. 

At All Saints’ Church, East Rochester, the work has been quietly done by 
Dr. Parnell, assisted by Lay Readers; a new set of officers has been elected 
and is bringing more system into the management of affairs An old debtof 
$77.00 to a former minister has been paid and other obligations met. The 
average attendance at the services has been as low as twenty-five, though 
now it has increased to thirty-five. There is a very large and steadily grow- 
ing population about the Mission, and it is a source of regret that many 
more of the people thereabouts have not rallied round the Church standard. 
One probable obstacle I mention here, as it behooves us to unite and remove 
it. There is a heavy burden of debt upon the property. City assessments 
for a bridge and street improvements are so considerable as to threaten the 
alienation of the little property, unless we come to the aid of the struggling 
congregation substantially, and without delay. 

Fairport and Victor are still united under the care of the Rector of Christ 
Church, Pittsford. He has held the services with unfailing regularity, and 
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has visited the people in their homes, but as yet the congregations are very 
small and the Church has failed to secure its rightful position in the com- 
munities. Fairport is an important town, and now has near by it the ready 
made settlement of Despatch; we simply must not relax our efforts there. 
The few faithful ones are loyal and united; the average attendance has 
been twenty-four; the total offerings have been $170 00, of which $48.00 
goes to pay the interest on the Church mortgage of $800.00. We are confi- 
dent that in due time we shall reap here, if we faint not. 

At Victor the Church has long been on the verge of extinction. We havea 
building on the top of a hill, and four communicants, the attendance consists 
of but the proverbial two or three; the small boys hurl stones through the 
windows; the offerings are not even enough to pay for the little coal and oil 
used. Yet this is a fairly prosperous village, and we must, ere long. find 
some way of reaching the people and winning them to Christ and his 
Church. 

S Peter’s Church, East Bloomfield, six miles from Victor, ought to be one 
of our strongest and most influential organizations. » It possesses a spacious 
and admirably located property, an attractive edifice and a goodly number 
of communicants in the midst of a population which needs our Church min- 
istrations, and finally to it belongs the Holcombe Fund, which now amounts 
to at least $7,500, yielding an annual income of $520. This income is con- 
trolled by the Wardens and Vestrymen of S. Peter’s. It is to be devoutly 
hoped that a new spirit of charity and self-consecration will manifest itself 
here, and that the parish may begin to do at least some of the Christian 
work for which it is so fully equipped. For nine.months past, on alternate 
Sundays, an evening service with an average attendance of fifteen has been 
very acceptably rendered here by the Rev. William O. Taylor, deacon, of 
Rochester. He has also been officiating at S. Luke’s, Corfu, for five months 
past, where noticeable progress has been made during this past year; the 
congregations are larger, the Sunday School keeps up, there have been 
three adults and one infant baptized, and seven confirmed, and an excellent 
spirit cultivated in the little group. 

At S. John’s, Bergen, the work has been at a very low ebb this past year. 
After several years of most patient and faithful ministrations here, the 
Rector of S. Mark’s Church, Le Roy, was constrained to withdraw, 
and it became necessary to make some other provision for the work. 
Bergen is by no means a dead town, and we own an unencumbered 
property, in good repair and attractive in its outlines and appointments. 
There are, perhaps, twenty communicants in and about the place but 
they are poor in purse and unenthusiastic in their churchmanship; and 
furthermore, there are too many churches in the village for the loyal 
Christians amongst the people to support. We have held fourteen services 
there the past twelvemonth. On March 15th the Bishop officiated. Mr. C. 
G. Houston, a Lay Reader from Rochester, kindly consented to serve them 
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regularly, and did spend several Sundays amongst them, but the people 
ceased to come out, and he was moved to withdraw and devote his energies 
to more responsive people. We can but hope that this coming year will 
record better things for this Mission. 

One other Diocesan Mission remains to be mentioned, and that the oldest 
of them all—S. Paul’s, Allen’s Hill. It is now nearly a round century since 
the services of the Church were first held in this little settlement. But the 
present generation has witnessed the extension of railways and the diver- 
sion of the great stream of travel to and through other localities, until to- 
day the ancient settlement is little more than a country four-corners, and 
the congregation has been for the most part gathered into the quiet grave- 
yard round about the crumbling sanctuary. This unavoidable process of 
decline has been accelerated by our neglect of the community—I suppose 
we were absorbed with the growth of cities—until the people, hungering for 
some religious nourishment, welcomed the Methodist preachers and built for 
themselves a neat meeting-house. It is too much, then, for us to expect that 
the venerable parish will ever regain its ill-fostered prestige. but we can and 
we do continue an intermittent influence over a faithful few, and supplement 
the incomplete ministrations of our more aggressive Christian brethren who 
now occupy the field. 

I have now given in outline a suggestion of the condition of each of our 
Mission stations. I have felt the need for thus summarizing the situation 
as I now close my allotted term of three years as your Archdeacon. I shall 
be rewarded for the effort, if the recital shall quicken in you who hear and 
read it a livelier sense of the reality of your Diocesan Missionary work and 
intensify your interest and increase your readiness to help the common cause 
in these several communities. 

Furthermore, I am not to forget that the cause of Church extension com- 
mitted to us includes as an essential feature the duty of invading new points 
and establishing new missions. And I report that, so far as the means at 
our disposal would permit, we have striven to perform this duty. 

At Dundee, in Yates County, we find an inviting opportunity. A well-to- 
do and thriving town; perhaps the most progressive community in the 
county. Your Archdeacon has visited the town three times this year. On 
the 20th of March I held a service there, in the Presbyterian Church, which 
was generously opened to us. I secured a list of thirty-nine communicants 
resident thereabout. They were deeply gratified over the prospect of the 
Church coming amongst them, and urged the desirability of taking hold 
with vigor at once. If churchmen in the Archdeaconry will but lend a help- 
ing hand, we can, with God’s blessing, auspiciously enter upon a promise- 
ful career here. 

At Lima, in Monroe County, I have also held a service recently, hoping 
to call out some who in years past had been gathered into a congregation. 
The attendance was excellent; but of all who were present only two re- 
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mained to talk over the prospects, and they were but temporarily attached 
to the local Seminary. 

At Naples, in Ontario County, a welcome awaits us. The Middlesex 
branch of the Lehigh Railroad has made the town accessible from Geneva. 
We have several resident communicants ; and a prominent citizen holds out 
encouragement. But as yet there is nothing more definite to report. 

But altogether the most stirring new work is that which has been inau- 
gurated at Union Hill, in Monroe County onthe R., W. & O. Railroad 

On Sunday, July 11th, we held service in an upper room and took charge 
of the Mission. It has continued its healthy development, and has been 
organized as the Mission of the Good Shepherd, and to-day, with the ap- 
proval of the Bishop, asks to be recognized and admitted into union with 


this Council. A subscription list of $500 has been raised in the little town; 


plans for a neat church building have been submitted; a desirable lot has 
been secured; the building is to cost $1,000, and I have agreed to try and 
raise the last $500 for it. There are a dozen communicants here; three 
have been confirmed this year in S. Mark’s, Rochester. The outlook is very 
encouraging. 

The record of the official acts of your Archdeacon this past year includes: 
Baptisms 34 (17 infants and 17 adults); confirmations. 22; burials, 7; mar- 
riages, 3; holy communions, public, 58, private, 4; morning prayer, 60; 
evening prayer, 109; catechisings, 26; sermons, 155; addresses, 43; laying 
foundation stone, I; examination of priests, 2; together with sectional 
meetings, board meetings, conferences, and letters innumerable. 

So runs the record of work. Now then, you inquire how much has it 
cost? Much every way, in personal self-denial on the part of Ministers 
and Lay Readers and Mission congregations; but little enough in money 
from the common treasury of your Archdeaconry. And yet, as is shown by 
the list of contributions, more has been given this past year than ever be- 
fore. The total receipts reaches the sum of $4,832.09, with nearly $400 
more in pledges yet to be paid, a grand total of $5,200; nearly $1,000 better 
than in the preceding year, which in its turn recorded the high-water mark 
in the history of the Diocese. Evidently the system adopted for the gather- 
ing of funds is a good one. The parochial contributions were $3,289 60, 
against $2,996 03 im 1897, and $2,934.69 in 1896 

Again, we desire to call attention to the habit of enlisting the children of 
our Sunday Schools in this work. Their Advent offerings are bespoken for 
this cause, and our experience is most encouraging The receipts from. this 
source this past year were larger than ever before and give good ground for 
the belief that they may yet become sufficient to pay the entire salary of the 
Archdeacon. 

In 1895 ten schools sent in $5066. In 1896 seventeen schools sent $73 50. 
In 1897 forty schools sent $313.21. May we not hope that in 1898 the sixty 
schools will all join in bringing the amount up to at least $500, 
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Notwithstanding the larger.receipts this year from‘all sources, it required 
a further vigorous effort by a special committee to save us from debt. We 
began the year last May with an unpaid obligation of $740, and despite all 
struggles this continued to grow until at our annual convocation in April 
there was reported some $1,500 owing on the salary of the Archdeacon. It 
looked as though we simply could not maintain the work on the existing 
basis. Bitter experience was proving that, when at the launching of the 
Archdeaconry system, the brethren decided to engage a non-parochial Arch- 
deacon, and fixed his salary at $1,500, together with $200 for traveling ex- 
penses, they did not realize how much they must bestir themselves in order 
to carry out the resolution. Under a sober sense of the seriousness of the 
situation, the Board of Missions submitted the following recommendations, 
viz : ‘‘ Whereas, at the present rate of offerings and other income, and of 
expenditures, it seems possible to pay an Archdeacon a salary of $1,000 and 
$200 for traveling expenses, without running into debt therefore we do rec- 
ommend either. (a) that the services of a non-parochial Archdeacon be se- 
cured at the above rate; or, (b) that we elect a parochial Archdeacon without 
salary ; or, (c) that such steps be taken as may be deemed best in conjunc- 
tion with the Archdeaconry of Buffalo to secure a non-parochial Archdeacon 
who shall act as such for the whole Diocese.” The result of the discussion 
was that the first alternative was selected, and thereby precautions were 
taken against running yet deeper into debt in the future. And as for the 
existing indebtedness it was promptly resolved to appoint a special commit- 
tee to solicit pledges to meet it and to report at this Council. The Rey. Dr. 
Boynton, of Geneseo, was appointed chairman of this committee ; he threw 
himself into the task with exemplary resolution, and to-day has gladdened 
the hearts of all by the declaration that the deed is done; the pledges are all 
in; the debt will be paid; and the new year begins unburdened by the past. 
All honor to this efficient committee and the responsive brethren throughout 
the Archdeaconry. 

And, in conclusion, let me make grateful acknowledgments to each and 
all who have most considerately aided us in this field of labor by kindly 
deed and encouraging word. I should indeed be less than human were I 
indifferent to the many unmerited tokens of good will which have been given 
throughout these three most interesting years. I could not adequately ex- 
press my deep appreciation of them all. The support and approval which 
you, dear Bishop. have so consistently granted; the sympathy and _ all-too- 
partial commendation of the brethren of the clergy ; the patience and court- 
esy of all good friends in the Mission stations; the growing interest and 
readiness to help on the part of our splendid Woman’s Auxiliary ; the ever 
prompt and glad assistance of the Lay Readers ; all have woven into these 
years very beautiful and cherished memories. Clearly, the general desire 
has been to observe the Apostolic injunction, and to ‘consider one another 
to provoke unto love and to good works.” LOUIS C. WASHBURN.

The rate of interest on all of the mortgages is 6 per cent , except on the 
Burlingame mortgage, where it is 5 per cent, and on the Vandenbergh 
mortgage, where it is 7 percent. The last four mortgages mentioned have 
been taken during the past year upon approved Rochester real estate at not 
more than 60 per cent. of the valuation of the property. The interest on 
all of the foregoing bonds and mortgages has been promptly paid, and they 
are believed to be excellent securities. At least one application has been 
made during the year for a reduction of interest to 5 percent. It was re- 
fused, but the time is not far distant when it will be impossible to make safe 
loans at 6 per cent. 

During the year it became necessary to foreclose the Rittersbacher mort- 
gage of one thousand dollars, on a small house and lot in the city of Roch- 
ester, and the Balfour mortgage of thirty-seven hundred dollars on vacant 
lots in the city of Buffalo. The Trustees were obliged to purchase both of 
these properties, which are now carried as real estate, one at fourteen hun- 
dred dollars, and the other at forty-four hundred, which are believed to be 
their real values. The Rochester property is rented, and produces a net in- 
come of about 6 per cent. upon the above valuation The Trustees have 
had an offer of thirty-five hundred dollars for a portion of the Balfour prop- 
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erty in Buffalo, and there is not likely to be any serious loss on account of 
this loan. 

The farm in Monroe County, known as the Miller farm, has been sold on 
a land contract, which the purchaser has been unable for several years to 
fulfill, owing to the hard times. This year, however, he has paid one hun- 
dred dollars, and expects to pay as much more before the Ist of July. 

The real estate in the city of Lockport is believed to be worth the amount 
it is carried at, butit is doubtful if the Oswego County farm can be sold ex- 
cept at a loss from the above figures. The first mortgage bond of the Os- 
wego & Rome Railroad is guaranteed by the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company, and bears interest at 7 percent. It is probably 
worth not less than fifteen hundred dollars. 

An effort has been made during the year to collect the notes which were 
given as voluntary pledges in 1882 by a number of individuals in Buffalo, 
Olean, Niagara Falls, Hammondsport and Angelica. The result was that 
two notes, aggregating twelve hundred dollars, were paid in full, and the 
interest on several more was collected, but most of the makers do not regard 
the notes as valid obligations for one reason and another, the principal rea- 
son given being that when asked to give the notes they were told that the 
principal would never be required, and they have been paying the interest 
ever since by way of contributions through parish channels. It is doubtful 
if more than two hundred dollars can be realized on the notes remaining. 

After charging off $3,000 for worthless notes, and assuming that the ac- 
tual value of the railroad bond will cover any loss on the real estate owned 
by the Trustees, the actual principal of the Episcopate Fund at this time 


is $42,800.

The only existing obligation unpaid is the salary of the Bishop for the 
month of April, 1898. This undoubtedly could have been paid if the in- 
come received in May and June, 1897, had been kept separate and not con- 
sidered as part of the principal.

RT. REv. AND DEAR SIR—I herewith submit my report as Treasurer of the 
Board of Trustees of the Parochial Fund for the year ending May 1, 1898: 


There have been since the report the following changes in the principal of 
the Fund: 

Three hundred ($300) dollars of the income has been added to the princi- 
pal of S. Luke’s Church, Branchport. 

The year’s interest has been added to the Savings Bank deposit of ‘‘ Trin- 
ity Church, Howard,” and ‘‘ Church for Coloured People in Geneva.” 

The amount expended, in the addition to the former S. Peter’s Rectory as 
a study for De Lancey Divinity School has been refunded and forms part of 
the cash balance belonging to that fund. 

There has been paid to the Warden of Trinity Church, Howard, of the 
principal of that fund, the sum of five hundred dollars. 

The Savings Bank deposit of ‘‘ Church for Coloured People in Geneva,” 
has been decreased by seventy-six 7) ($76.21) dollars to pay taxes and fore- 
closure of a mortgage belonging tothat fund. Also a mortgage of four hun- 
dred (€400) dollars embezzled by Mich. Mort. Co., belonging to the same fund, 
has been charged off. 
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In the sale of four pieces of land in Michigan, on which our mortgages 


aggregated $2,600, we received $2,500. 


We have also lost one hundred ($100) dollars on a farm mortgage in Yates 


Co., N. Y., belonging to Permanent Missionary Fund. 


All of which changes appear more fully on p. 125 of this account. 


It will be noticed that we have received $528 more interest on securities 


than last year. 


The Geneva St. House has been sold to S. Peter’s Church at its cost, but 


the sale not yet completed.

RULES OF ORDER. 


I. Morning or Evening Prayer shall be said before the Council proceeds 
to business. The Holy Eucharist shall be celebrated on the first or second 
day of the session, under the direction of the Bishop, or daily if so ordered 
by him. 


II. During the Sessions, Morning and Evening Prayer shall be said daily 
under the direction of the Bishop, or of a Presbyter presiding. Special devo- 
tions, intercessions and prayers shall always be in order at the discretion of 
the President. 


III. The Council having been organized according to the requirements of 
the Diocesan Canons (Title I , Can. 2, § 5), the following Standing Commit- 
tees shall be appointed by the President, and the matter proper to each shall 
be presented and referred respectively : 

1. On the Constitution, Canons, and Rules of Order. 

2. On the Admission of Churches into Union with the Council; to con- 
sist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

3. On Finance, to which shall be referred the reports and accounts of the 
Trustees of the Christmas Fund, of the Treasurer of the Diocese, 
and of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund; to consist of two Cler- 
gymen and three Laymen. — 

4. On the Report of the Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the 
Episcopate; to consist of three Laymen. 

5. On the Reports of the Board of Education, and Board of Diocesan 
Missions ; to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman. 

6. On the Report of the Trustees of DeVeaux College; to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen. ) 

7. On non-Reporting Clergy and Parishes; to consist of three Clergy- 
men. 

8. On the General Theological Seminary, and the Society for the Promo- 
tion. of Religion and Learning in the State of New York; to con- 
sist of two Clergymen and one Layman 

9 On Urgent and Unfinished Business 


10. On Reports and Reporters. 


IV. The following Committees may be appointed at the discretion of the 
Bishop, at any time during the session of the Council, to consist of such

VIII. The order of the day for every annual meeting of the Council at 
10 o'clock, A. M., on the second day shall be the election of the Standing Com- 
mittee, and of Deputies to the General Convention, and the election of any 
persons to supply vacancies in the Board of Trustees of the Fund for the 
Support of the Episcopate, of the Christmas Fund, of the Parochial Fund, 
and of De Veaux College; also of the Treasurer of the Council. 


IX. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated from 
the Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 


X. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded ; and when sec- 
onded it shall be stated by the President before debate ; and every motion 
‘shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by any 
member. 


XI. If a question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or more, 
they may be separated at the call of any member into so many several 
motions. 


RULES OF ORDER, 1899. 19 


XII. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, ex- 
cept (1) to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, (3) to 
postpone it to a certain time, (4) to commit it, or (5) to amend ; and motions 
for these purposes shall have precedence in the order thus named. 


XIII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and if it be negatived, it 
shall not be renewed until other business has been treated in due order. 


XIV. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined by the 
sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the votes; or pre- 
vious to a decision by count, any three members may require the yeas and 
nays to be taken, which shall be done by calling the names of the Clerical 
members, and the names of Churches and Missions represented; and the 
votes shall be recorded in the Journal. Or the yeas and nays may be taken 
by orders on the call of any five members, and when so taken the votes shall 
be recorded in like manner. 


XVI No member except the mover may speak more than twice on the 
same question without leave of the House. 


XVII. A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Council, nor 
without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on 
said decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XVIII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be appointed 
by the Chair. 


XIX. Except by the votes of two-thirds of the persons present entitled to 
vote, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded, 
without record of a motion to that effect made on a previous day. 


XX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the min- 
utes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 


XXI. If the Bishop of the Diocese be not present, and able to preside; or 
the Episcopate be vacant; then, in the absence of the Secretary of the pre- 
ceding Council, the Council shall be called to order by the President or Senior | 
Presbyter of the Standing Committee present, who shall preside until the 
Council has been organized. Then a President fro tempore shall be elected 
from among the Presbyters present, who shall make the appointments ordi- 
narily assigned to the Bishop, or under his direction. 


XXII. The Council shall open its sessions at 9.30 A. M., and, unless other- 
wise ordered, take a recess from I to 3 P. M., and from 5.30 to 7.30 P. M.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITT iia 
FINANCE. 


The Standing Committee on Finance respectfully reports that there have 
been referred to it the Reports of the Treasurer of the Diocese, the Trustees 
of the Parochial Fund, the Trustees of the Christmas Fund, and the Trus- 
tees of the Fund for the Support of the Episcopate. 


The Report of the Treasurer of the Diocese has been compared item by 
item with his vouchers, and found entirely correct. 


The Reports of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, and of the Christmas 
Fund, are, as usual, full and accurate, and properly audited. All of these 
Reports will explain themselves fully as they are published in the Journal, 
and call for no remark from the Committee. 


The Report of the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund is signed only by the 
Treasurer, and is not audited. It does not specify mortgages reported as 
paid or in default. 


It appears from this Report that the actual capital of the Fund securely 
invested is $38,145.99; that the actual income for the last year was $1, 786.68 ; 
that there was received for the salary of the Bishop from assessments on the 
parishes and missions of the Diocese, $2,943.85 ; that there was due and un- 
paid on the Bishop’s salary May I, 1899, $1,250.00, to meet which there 
was cash in hand $245.88, and due the income of the Fund $274.00, leav- 
ing, when such dues are paid, a deficit of $723.00 to meet the obligations of 
the past year. 


The Committee call the attention of the Council to this most unsatisfactory 
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condition of the provision for the Bishop’s support, without recommendation 
as to what action shall be taken to remedy it.

The Commission upon Sunday Schools, appointed by the Bishop at the 
last Diocesan Council, to consider that portion of the address pertaining to 
this subject, offer the following report,of their deliberations upon the ques- 


tion: 


In view of the great importance of the work, as determining the future 
strength and intelligence of the Church's constituency, and also as being in 
the direct line of proper emphasis upon growth and culture of character 
rather than upon states of feeling. we commend most earnestly to the clergy 
renewed attention to systematic, thorough and prolonged work in the Sun- 
day School. It is the most arduous portion of the shepherd’s task, and the 
most fruitful, for it is the good seed upon good ground to which is promised the 
hundred-fold harvest. We urge likewise upon the laity a due consideration 
of what pertains to their duty in this regard, to use their personal influence 
and knowledge in the direct work of teaching. 


In doing this, it is not our intention, at all, to underrate or disparage the 
work of the past, or that now in progress. So far from this, we would en- 
courage to the greatest degree every laborer in the field, with the assurance 
that no time or effort spent in behalf of the Church’s children can be in vain. 
The best methods may not be in use or the best talent secured ; the highest 
diligence may not have been incited, or the best interpretation of scripture 
insisted upon but in spite of al! deficiencies, good results have been 


' achieved. 


However, in this age of high cultivation, vigorous research, and intricate 
machinery, it is well for us to be alert in the employment of modern 
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methods, in bringing to highest efficiency the art of Bible study, as adapted 
to our schools and classes, and in stimulating to the utmost the intelligent 
interest of every scholar who can be brought within our circle of influence. 
It is wise, also, to make use of such organizations as have for their object 
the enlargement of the work, and the training of workers, never losing 
sight of the fact that the chief end in view is the development of the per- 
sonal religious life, suited to the age and ability of the child in question, 
through the knowledge of the Word of God, and the church’s liturgy, not in 
their intricacies so much as their simplicities, and for the purpose, not of 
enlarged statistics, but the increase of vital religion. 


The Commission respectfully requests the privilege of being allowed to 
continue for another year, with a view of furnishing correct statistics of the 
schools in the Diocese, and also that it may offer some suitable recommend- 


ations. -

REPORT: 


To the Council of the Diocese. 

Your Committee, appointed to consider so much of the Annual Address of 
our Bishop to the Council of 1898 as had to do with the matter of Offerings 
for Diocesan Missions (vide Journal for 1898, p. 22 and 47), would respect- 
fully report: 


That, in accordance with the suggestion of the Bishop, communication has 
been made with the Dioceses of Albany and Chicago, in both of which Dioceses 
during the past few years the increase in offerings for this purpose has been 
surprisingly large. 


In Albany the method employed is called “*apportionment.”, When first 
adopted a few years ago, so the Secretary informs us, one of the Archdeacons 
went over the list of the Offerings of the Parishes for the preceding year and 
increased it to an even number, thus: 


Where $21 50 or $39.25 had been given, he wrote $25 or $50, as the case 
might be. The list thus prepared was read in open Council and the repre- 
sentatives of the respective Parishes signified to what extent they would be 
responsible for the figures thus presented. ‘‘In the main the plan has con- 
tinued to the present with considerable success.” 


In Chicago the method employed is ‘‘direct appeal.’ By a process of 
exchanges the rector of a large city parish (accompanied by one or more 
Laymen) spendsa Sunday morning in one of the town or country Parishes. The 
cs 


work of the Bord of Missions is then 
by each of the speakers in turn. Pledge cards have already been distributed 


practically and forcibly” presented 


in the pews ‘‘and responses are asked for then and there.” The results 
financially have been remarkable. 


Which of the two methods, if either, is preferable for the conditions and 
needs of Western New York your Committee does not feel empowered to 


determine. 


We are, however, unanimous that something must be done and at once. 
We ask permission to point out the practical character of the methods in 
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vogue both in Albany and Chicago. Do we go beyond our powers when we 
say to this Council that until some equally business-like method is adopted 
by ourselves the offerings for Diocesan Missions in Western New York will 
show no increase, if indeed they keep up to the not altogether creditable 
level of the few past years?

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Bishop’s Address to 
the Diocesan Council for 1898, as related to a memorial of Bishop Coxe, 
respectfully report that they have carefully considered the subject referred to 
them, and the suggestions in respect to the same, received from the Clergy 
of the Diocese and others to whom the memory of our departed Bishop is 
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precious, and have arrived at the conclusion that no nobler or more appro- 
priate memorial of Bishop Coxe can be chosen than the building of a Hall 
for Hobart College, to be called the Bishop Coxe Memorial Hall. We feel 
confident that the churchmen who gratefully remember the labors and sacri- 
fices of the good Bishop in behalf of the College, and who reverently cherish 
his memory, will cheerfully contribute the sum necessary for such’a memo- 


rial, ° 


The College was founded and its beautiful site was chosen by the illus- 
trious Bishop whose name it bears, and Bishop Coxe, in his address to his 
Diocesan Council in 1873, pronounced it to be the ‘*‘ Memorial of Bishop 
Hobart, the man to whom the five Dioceses of this State, under God, owe 
more, than to any other person, their existence and prosperity.” 


Bishop DeLancey, in one of his earliest convention addresses, stated that 
he made the village of Geneva the See of his Diocese, because of the advan- 
tages the Church might derive from the College located there; and in almost 
every one of his annual addresses he most earnestly commended the College 
to ‘‘the liberality, piety, judgment and zeal of the Church to make it its 


” 


cherished institution.” His earnest labors in its behalf resulted in raising in 
1861 the sum of $60.0co oo for its endowment, and during all his episcopate 


the College was largely indebted to his efficient efforts for its support. 


Bishop Coxe, in his first convention address, pleaded with great earnestness 
for the further endowment of the College ; and annually thereafter he made 
its interests a prominent feature of his address, urging his people (to use his 
“own words) ‘‘to regard the College proudly as the Jewel of Western New 
Yorke) 


We quote from his address to the Council of 1869 these striking words: 
‘‘What monument can be raised by the affection of children, what monu- 
ment can a man erect to himself more enviable than that of a Professorship, 
a Library, a College Hall, or an Observatory in a great Christian College, not 
surrendered to the selfish custody of mere politicians and cold-hearted officers 
of the State, but committed in trust to a grateful Church, to warm-hearted 
brethren and to a succession of pious and learned men, ever animating 
others by the good examples of those who have gone before them? Men are 
not encouraged to ‘call their lands after their own names,’ ‘ but’ their works 
do follow them when their wealth is given to sacred uses, and when in grati- 
tude and love the Church embalms their names and calls her foundations by 
them as a memorial of the just.” Himself an accomplished scholar, this 
school of learning from the first challenged the Bishop’s love and service, 
and made him its best friend. His unselfish devotion to its interests was 
strikingly manifested when, in announcing to the Council of 1871 that the sum 
of $62,200 00 had been then recently added to the endowment of the College, 
he declared that he had deliberately preferred to direct the attention of his 
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Diocese to the endowment of Hobart College rather than to the increase of 
the fund for the support of the Episcopate, and he added that the year in 
which this sum had been raised for the College had been in some respects 
the happiest and most cheering year of his episcopate As late as 1887 in 
his annual address he said: ‘“‘ The aspirations of my heart and some of the 
heaviest labors of my episcopate had for their object the endowment and 
building up of Hobart College.” We submit this record of the devoted 
labors of Bishop DeLancey and Bishop Coxe to make Hobart College not 
only a true memorial of its illustrious founder, but also an institution worthy 
of the Church and a perpetual blessing to their Diocese, as the best evidence 
of what should be the most appropriate memorial of the Scholar, Poet, 
Orator and Divine, Arthur Cleveland Coxe.

Your Committee desire to report that the method of raising funds, after 
continued consideration in each Archdeaconry, has been approved, adopted 
and set in operation for the current year. The results under these fwo dif- 
ferent methods in the recent fast have shown such remarkable gains as to 
prove their continuing worth. 


There is one way in which we can make them even more efficient, viz: in 
the method of the presentation of the cause. 


There are two positive suggestions we desire to make: 


Ist. The claim of this urgent work must be presented personally to each 
congregation, yes, each churchman, aznzually, at least. The duty to do this 
clearly rests upon the resident pastor. Let this, then, be done without one 
exception in the Diocese this year. Rich results must follow. 


2d. That the experience of the Diocese of Chicago in a general exchange 
of pulpits on a given Sunday morning for the definite presentation of this 
work in every Church and Chapel of the Diocese has proved so beneficial 
that we adopt it to supplement the system now in use in the two Archdea- 


conries. 


Further, that the Bishop direct the two Archdeacons to provide for such 
exchange.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


Your Committee beg leave to report that a second and very interesting 
conference of Sunday School workers was held in Buffalo, Dec. 13, 98. The 
Bishop of the Diocese was present and presided. The subjects upon which 
papers were read and discussions engaged in were all of a practical and 


interesting nature. 


The conference opened with a celebration of the Holy Communion in 
S. Paul's Churcn, the Bishop: of the Diocese being the celebrant, . The 
Business Session was held in S. Paul’s Parish House. 


The topics considered were: ‘*‘ How can the teacher best prepare for and 
accomplish his work ?”’ and ‘‘ Who ought to teach—a. The Volunteer Teacher. 
6. The Paid Teacher?” These two fully engaged the members of the con- 
ference, together with the Bishop’s address on the duty imposed upon the 
Glersy,; of ‘* Publicly Catechising ” the children of their respective Parishes. 


Your Committee, however, desire to bring before this Council the consider- 
tion of what appears to them to be a significant fact, namely, that having 
twice attempted to bring together all the Sunday School workers and the 
Clergy of the Diocese in conference, the results have been such as to make 
it apparent that this is not practicable, and to offer a suggestion, namely : 
that the Committee on Sunday Schools be directed to consider the advisability 
of arranging for two annual conferences in Buffalo and Rochester, respec- 
tively, under the auspices of the branches of the American Church S.S 
Institute already existing in those two centers. That is to say, the ‘‘Buffalo 
Church S. S. League” and ‘‘ The Rochester S.S Institute,” and to organize, 
if possible, two more branches of the same, one in Geneva and one in 
Olean, thus making it possible to gather together the workers in the Rural 
Sunday Schools as well as those in the above named centers of Church life 
and activity.

The Committee on Non-reporting Clergy and Parishes would respectfully 
report as follows: 


The Journal of 1898 states that no reports were received from the following 
parishes and missions: Christ Church, Albion; S.Paul’s, Allen’s Hill; S. Paul's, 
Angelica; S.Luke’s, Attica; Grace Mission, Belfast; S. John’s Mission, Bergen; 
S. Luke’s, Branchport; S. Bartholomew’s Mission, Buffalo; S Peter’s, Buffalo; 
S. Philip’s Mission, Buffalo; S. Stephen’s Mission, Buffalo; S. John’s, Clifton 
Springs; Christ Church, Cuba; S. Barnabas’ Mission, Franklinville; S. 
Mary’s Mission, Gowanda; Trinity Mission, Hamburgh; Trinity Mission, 
Hartland; S. Andrew's, Irving; S. Mark’s, Le Roy; Grace;s yoga 
Mark’s Mission, Orchard Park; Trinity. Mission, Shortsville; S. Alban’s 
Mission, Silver Creek ; All Saints’ Mission, Sinclairville; St. Paul’s Mission, 
Springville ; Good Shepherd Mission, Union Hill. 


This shows a total of 9 parishes and Ig missions non-reporting. The mis- 
sions might be counted as reporting, inasmuch as the two Archdeacons 
included all the essential facts and statistics in their reports printed in the 
Journal, The same may be said of several of the feeble parishes cared for 
by the Archdeacons Two of the parishes were vacant, and some allowance 
should be made for that fact. This still leaves three of our large parishes, 
Christ Church, Albion; S. Mark’s, Le Roy, and Grace, Lyons, non-reporting, 
to the confusion of our statistics. We are, most of us, ready to admit that there 
are few things more harassing and perplexing in the year’s work of the par- 
ish priest than the preparation of a report which a man feels may endanger 
his veracity, and certainly robs him for days of his peace of mind and his 
needful sleep ; but we all have to do it, and those of us who have tried faith- 
fully to do it have a right to demand that the others shall. 


The Journal for 1898 appears to make no mention of non-parochial and of 
non-resident clergy as reporting or otherwise.

THE BISHOP'S ADDRESS 


Reverend Brethren of the Clergy; Brethren of the Laity: 


We are gathered around a sacred shrine to-day. Tender 
memories come. This oldest See-city of Western New 
York speaks of consecrated men whose honored names stir 
our affection and our veneration. The home of De Lancey, 
the sleeping place of Coxe, the spot where Hobart’s name 
is embalmed and where he gave benediction again and 
again—what a throng of sanctified reminiscences crowd 
upon our thought! Here the Episcopate stands forth rep- 
resentative of holy work, and great thought, and wise 
lives. 

How this height upon which this beautiful church stands 
suggests the lofty plane upon which these great men stood. 
How we recall their glorious endeavors in the midst of 
struggle and doubt, and fierce differences in the Church, to 
establish Evangelic truth and Apostolic order. And how 
beautiful the result of their devoted, unceasing toil. We 
turn to the many parishes in city and country, and glance 
over their registers and find distinguished name after dis- 
tinguished name of men who have gone out into the 
Church's ranks, and have stood in their places, clerical and 
lay, faithfully representing primitive truth and Catholic 
unity. 
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In the polemics by which the Church is stirred to-day, 
we find a different character from those of the battles in the 
days when these great heroes struggled for truth. Their 
conflict was for the Church in its simplicity and its integ- 
rity, that it might be established among men. 

The foundation-principles, the real notes of the Church, 
its ancient character, its divine origin, its Christ-ordained 
ministry, its sacramental system—these were the splendid 
necessaries of a Christian order for which they contended 
with an unceasing zeal. 

As I pass hither and thither among the parishes and 
meet the older members thereof, I find that the sound prin- 
ciples rooted in early days by these strong, godly men 
have told upon the lives of the people. And so I observe 
among them not an emotionalism which is ephemeral, but a 
recognition of character and life as vital elements in a 
sound religion. 

I find, too, among the class to which I refer, loyalty to 
the Church as an institution divine in its origin and divine 
in its character. And I learn that the good churchmanship 
which a Hobart and a De Lancey and a Coxe taught and 
emphasized has developed good manhood in the good 
Christian. 

So to-day, gathered here around the hearthstone of our 
fathers, we will honor their names and honor the principles 
they stood for, and feel that ours indeed is a blessed heri- 
tage. | 


NECROLOGY. 


Since we last came together our ranks have been thinned, 
and five of our reverend brethren have departed this life. 
Each of them had reached advanced years, and left a record 
of honor. 

One, the Rev. Rolla O. Page, had been for some years 
non-resident, though he had maintained his canonical rela- 
tion to the Diocese, and it was only old age and infirmity 
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that prevented his being in the ranks with the rest of us 
who are at posts of active duty. With two of these 
deceased brethren I was unacquainted personally. They 
had, for convenience and with a view to greater personal 
comfort, removed from the borders of the Diocese, and had 
venerated names in the communities where they abode and 
where they fell asleep. | 

A -second reverend brother departed this hfe, having 
reached nearly four score and ten. He was with us at our 
last meeting in Buffalo, and showed a deep and living 
interest in the work of the Council at that time. Manya 
year in the past did he give to earnest mission work, and his 
admirable talents won for him large esteem. His gentle 
manner and kindly spirit called out profound respect and 
regard on the part of his reverend brethren. His enthu- 
siasm for the Church and its great opportunities in the 
world was not without its influence upon many who were 
much younger than he. In many a parish where he had 
been accustomed to minister in the days that are gone, in dif- 
ferent parts of this Diocese, he was beloved indeed. It 
seems almost unnecessary for me to name him. In the Rev. 
Pascal P. Kidder you will recognize the personality I have 
attempted to depict. 

There is another name not unfamiliar to you on account 
of the several excellent pamphlets that came from his pen, 
and which because of their power and usefulness had a 
large circulation. For some years he was retired from the 
practical work of the ministry, but went more or less in and 
out among his brethren, and through his interesting talks 
on themes regarding which he had knowledge and enthu- 
siasm, gained large esteem among churchmen and had a 
warm welcome to their firesides. He loved the Church. 
Its order and system were precious to him, and his voice 
was ever raised loyally in its behalf. He outlived all who 
were near to him, and passed away in loneliness to the 
higher rest beyond. I speak of the Rey. Francis Granger. 
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I may not omit from this roll of honor another reverend 
brother who for long, long years labored earnestly and 
effectively at mission points, and won regard everywhere. 
During his later years as Chaplain of the Church Home at 
Rochester, he ministered tenderly to aged people who were 
gathered under its roof, and to the little ones beneath its 
shelter: he taught the catechism week by week. To the 
clergy of Rochester especially he was a loss, and among 
them was held in reverence as one who knew the law of 
a holy living. Surely you, my reverend brethren, who for 
years have been standing at your posts of duty in this 
Diocese of Western New York, can not but feel with me 
that the Rev. Albert Wood wasa godly man. 

Last, although not least of these five aged brethren, I turn 
your thought to him whom the clergy of Rochester can 
recall only with an honored affection, the Rev. Dr. Israel 
Foote. 

How associated he was with straggling, earnest days in 
that city, with a vigorous, loyal churchmanship in the Dio- 
cese with zealous parochial success, with personal influence 
among the energetic men of his day and community. How 
old St. Paul’s bristles with memories of his devotion and 
sacrifice in its interests and work. As a veteran in the 
Church in Western New York, as a true Pastor and able 
preacher and godly man we honor his name and hand it 
down. 

I turn from this record of the departed within our own 
borders to that Nestor in the Church, who, as its Presiding 
Bishop and its great theologian and its able administrator, 
passed to his rest a few months ago. An attempt to delin- 
eate his character, his attractive powers, his great wisdom, 
his genial spirit, his holy devotion—-with words of mine, 
would be a poor failure. His remarkable hfe has been 
known and read by all men in the Church while two gener- 
ations have come and gone. Many wise and able parish 
priests who have gone forth for the work of the Church 
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from his molding hands and have been loyal and self-sacri- 
ficing and devout and true, are the best evidence of his 
wisdom and greatness. 

Years ago it was my privilege, while at work in New 
York, to meet him frequently, and know him as the man 
and the Bishop, and I could only look up to him with a rev- 
erential awe as one of the giants of this branch of Christ’s 
Catholic Church. To me, as the young man, he was the 
model bishop, the wonderful theologian, the splendid sym- 
pathetic friend. His cordial greetings, his learned yet 
simple conversation, his intense enthusiasm for, and admira- 
tion of, the Church, as Christ’s spouse and as the regener- 
ating force for the world, captured my young heart; and so 
his teaching regarding ministry and sacraments commended 
itself to me as the teaching that was true. 

Long will it be before the Church will number in the 
ranks of her chief pastors a greater man or a better man. 


GENERAL CONVENTION. 


It will doubtless seem to you not inappropriate that, even 
at this distant day. | should make some reference to the 
late session of our General Convention. 

Of course I need not mention that considerable time and 
debate in both houses were given to the Constitution and 
its revision. Comparatively small alterations were made. 
A provision for the establishment of Provinces and one for 
the moulding of Courts of Appeal and of Review were 
added. 

An alteration in the Article also bearing upon the use of 
the Book of Common Prayer was adopted after long and 
anxious discussion. Twice before was this subject under 
consideration by the House of Deputies, and after over- 
whelming opposition each time, it was accepted as a princi- 
ple this year. The form of the proposed article was materi- 
ally modified, and it was safeguarded in very practical ways, 
so that it cannot do much harm—nor, I think, any good. 
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The article is the old one prescribing the use of the Book 
of Common Prayer in all the Dioceses and Missionary juris- 
dictions without alteration or amendment except by General 
Convention. To it is appended the following : 

“But provision may be made by Canon for the temporary 
use of other forms and directories of worship by congrega- 
tions not in union with this Church, who are willing to ac- 
cept the spiritual oversight of the Bishop of the Diocese or 
Missionary District.” 

The purpose of this change is of course to meet what by 
some is supposed to be the need in the case of other races, 
or of worshippers by different rituals from our own, in the 
earlier days of their fellowship with us. I will instance, as 
examples, congregations of Swedes or Norwegians seeking 
to take shelter under our banner—or, it may be, old Cath- 
olics. 

It is not proposed, however, that even in such cases the 
arrangement shall be permanent. It is a plan only for the 
transition time of such congregations. The desire and de- 
sign of the Church is to educate such into the use of our 
system, and order, and liturgy, at last. 

It is to be noted, also. that this action is to be carried out 
through Canonical direction. It is not as a Constitutional 
enactment that it was adopted. It was thought unfitting to 
put it into the stiff iron swathing-bands of an article of the 
Church’s Constitution. It was looked upon merely as a 
tentative and dubious provision by many. Only on the 
condition that it should take the more malleable and elastic 
guise of a Canon was it accepted at all. Of course in one 
sense this seems revolutionary. But itis not. . It is guarded. 
It is under direction of the ecclesiastical authority only that 
the bars may be let down. And the ecclesiastical authority 
in the whole matter will be subject to the Canonical provis- 
ion, whatever that may be. 

Iam glad that the Church is manifesting such a jealousy 
for its order, its liturgical worship, its own fair system in 
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the midst of the surging changes of ecclesiastical life in this 
fluctuating century. At a time when the Christian bodies 
all about us are turning to us for help in their public devo- 
tional life; at a time when they are borrowing our rich cus- 
toms and nobler words and order for their worship, it is fit- 
ting that we should adhere to the old ways and the un- 
broken usage and the sacred rite of the past. Let us be 
true to ourselves, keeping hoary rite and ancient sacrament 
and blessed devotion. So, using unmutilated Morning and 
Evening Prayer, Sacramental Offices, and all the rest, we 
shall win in time, I believe, for the Church the love and the 
fealty of the world. 

I would note here that not ina jot or a tittle has the 
Canon which bears upon the “ Use of the Book of Common 
Prayer” been altered. It runsthus: ‘ Every minister shall, 
before a// sermons and lectures, and on a// other occasions 
of public worship, use the Book of Common Prayer, as the 
same is or may be established by the authority of the Gen- 
eral Convention of this Church; and in performing such 
service no other prayers shall be used than those prescribed 
by the same Book.” 

The only variation from this law which the Church allows 
is where the Bishop-of a Diocese sets forth services to be 
used on special occasions. You will doubtless recall the 
Canon. It says: “The Bishop of each Diocese may com- 
pose forms of prayer or thanksgiving, as the case may re- 
quire, for extraordinary occasions, and transmit them to 
each clergyman within his Diocese, whose duty it shall be 
to use such forms in his Church on such occasions.” 

“The Bishop in each Diocese may also compose forms 
of prayer to be used before legislative and other public 
bodies.” 

This is the entire legislation of the Church on this sub- 
ject. It is clear, definite, unmistakable. It has its positive 
limitations as to the power of the clergy whenever, wherever 
they are present and taking part in public worship as ofh- 
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ciants. As obedient sons of their mother, this Church, they 
are under a solemn vow, wheresoever they are performing 
duty as ministers, to use under its rules—the rubrics—the 
Prayer Book services. 

This does not mean that by using fragments of any ser- 
vice the law is obeyed. This does not mean that when 
invited to speak in other places of worship, they have au- 
thority to ignore the fact that they are Deacons or Priests 
of this Church. This does not mean that the service of an- 
other Christian body having been used in advance, they are 
authorized to deliver any lecture or sermon. When they 
appear to take part as preacher or lecturer on an occasion 
of public worship, the Church’s offices must be used. 

I once heard a clergyman say, who had violated the law 
in this direction and preached in a Methodist place of wor- 
ship, that in using the Lord’s Prayer—which was all that he 
uttered on that occasion—he had conformed to the Canons. 
For such an unworthy and unmanly evasion he rightly re- 
ceived his Bishop's admonition. Later than that, for similar 
violations of law, he was publicly reprimanded by order 
of an ecclesiastical court which tried the case, and which 
made it historic. 

The use of benedictions in the setting apart of sacred ves- 
sels, ornaments, or furniture of a church without a license 
from the ecclesiastical authority, is of course a violation of 
this law. 

I need not, however, go into detail in this matter. The 
broad principle is obvious enough, and I feel sure that my 
reverend brethren will conform to the law, which is the law 
of this National Church. 


DIVORCE AND REMARRIAGE. 


Among the topics which in the House of Bishops called 
out solemn and earnest discussion was the proposed canon 
on divorce and remarriage. Ido not betray the secrets hid 
behind those closed doors in saying that there were divided 
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counsels there. A compromise canon, which seemed to look 
on this grievous evil of our day with mitigated horror, met 
with some favor. Questions of policy and expediency influ- 
enced some in their conclusions. The compromised condi- 
tion of many, should a rigid canon become the law, weighed 
with others. The question of the interpretation of certain 
passages of Holy Scripture had its effect on others. 

As you are aware, the result of it all was that the old can- 
on was allowed to stand on the statute book. Later on in 
this address I expect to enter into a little discussion of the 
whole subject. But I desire at the outset to express my con- 
viction as to what is my personal duty in the matter of the 
remarriage of divorced persons, whatever the ground upon 
which the marital bond be broken by the Court. I desire 
to be understood as expressing my individual conscience. 
Of course I do not lay down a law for my brethren, which 
would contravene the seeming liberty allowed by the canon 
as it stands to-day; and yet I claim the privilege, as their 
Father in God, to speak my conviction as to what is for the 
weal of the body politic, for the honor of the Church, and 
for the spiritual good of the individual. My strong belief 
is that it is unwise, and that it helps to lower the moral 
standard of any parish, when the clergy consent to officiate 
at the remarriage of any divorced person. 

When I mention some facts which have come within my 
own experience regarding the enormous evil of an easy di- 
vorce law, I think you will feel that I am justified in taking 
a position which may seem to some an austere one in the 
matter. : 

When I had the privilege of laboring in another part of 
this country—far away to the northwest—I learned from a 
daily observation the sad results of lax sentiment and lax 
legislation in the matter of divorce and remarriage. 

During the winter which preceded that of my arrival in 
Western New York as its Bishop, I was told by the lawyers 
that in a single city of that State there were resident 345 
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candidates for divorce. They had come from nearly every 
State in this Union, from Canada, from England, Wales, Ire- 
land, Scotland, from Cuba, from Spain, from Germany, from 
New Zealand. This great colony had established itself there 
because the law required that an applicant for divorce should 
be resident only for a period of three months before bring- 
ing suit. It was possible for the decree to be issued within 
twenty-four hours after the application was presented to the 
court. Decrees were granted on what in New York are 
called statutory grounds, for desertion, for drunkenness, in- 
compatibility of temper, and the like. 

When in charge of the parish in one of those cities I re- 
ceived letters more than once from church clergymen com- 
mending applicants to my pastoral care who were remarried 
before they left town. I have often known that the new 
candidate for the hand of the person applying for the divorce 
was prowling around somewhere in the neighborhood, 
awaiting the decree, and with the intention of being wedded 
at the first possible moment after the court had broken the 
bond. And it is a sad fact that people have no difficulty in 
securing remarriage within twenty-four hours after the de- 
cree is published. 

One day one of my clergy came to me from a town about 
fifty miles distant from my residence, to ask my counsel. 
He made this astounding revelation to me. Said he: 
‘Bishop, I have been asked to officiate at the marriage of 
the most prominent man in the community where | live. 
He is influential, and one of the wealthiest persons in the 
county. He has obtained a divorce. His .wife is living. 
The woman he now wishes to marry has also obtained a di- 
vorce. Her husband is likewise living. She resides with 
her mother, who is a divorced woman, and is living with her 
second husband, her first husband being still in the flesh. 
The man to whom she is married at the present time has 
two other wives living, from whom he obtained divorces, or 
who obtained divorces from him.” 
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I simply replied to my Reverend brother that if he offici- 
ated at that marriage I should immediately summon him for 
trial. His answer to that was that he was very grateful to 
me for putting it in that strong way, as it gave him an op- 
portunity to return and speak his refusal. His feeling was 
that unless he could quote emphatic words from his Bishop — 
it might be unpleasant for him in that community in the fu- ° 
ture owing to the powerful influence of the man who was 
seeking marriage, and the low-toned sentiment on the sub- 
ject. He returned and stated my reply to the parties in 
interest. There was considerable irritation, but he was not 
subjected to the brunt of the storm. The Bishop was the 
subject of irate denunciation. His shoulders, however, 
were broad enough to bear it all. The upshot of the mat- 
ter was that a minister of another Christian body in that 
place officiated at that marriage without demur or a qualm 
of conscience. 

It is but right, however, to add that when cool blood came 
the attitude of the Church was honored, and the act of the offi- 
ciating minister was somewhat censured by the community. 

Let me relate another experience. One day I was sitting 
at a hotel table, in one of the large cities of that State. A 
gentleman at my side called my attention to a group of 
people gathered about another table. At its head was a 
man, certainly very refined in appearance. Of him my 
friend stated that he was a physician from New York City 
seeking divorce. Of a woman sitting next him, who cer- 
tainly was of gentle manners and bearing, he said that she 
was an applicant for divorce, from Ireland. Next her sat 
a man who, according to my informant, was there to pay 
the expenses of the woman’s suit, and to marry her when 
the decree was obtained. On the other side of the table 
sat a man and his wife, who were described as ‘ tin-horn 
gamblers.” I know not exactly the meaning of the adjec- 
tive applied to this couple. I only know that it was said of 
them that they, too, were divorcees. 
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On an occasion when I was in charge of the parish to 
which I have referred, I was waited on by a lady, who in- 
formed me that she had come to speak to me on a matter 
of serious personal interest. Before a large congregation 
on a previous Sunday I had read the Church’s canon on 
Marriage,and Divorce. I had taken occasion to read it be- 
cause it was my conviction that a goodly number of our 
people did not know the Church’s or the Bible’s law on the 
subject. | 

Let me say in passing that it seems to me it would not be 
inexpedient for all our clergy once ina while to read that 
canon in the presence of their congregations. It might pre- 
vent some violations of our rule and bar indulgence in a 
grievous sin. 

The woman to whom I refer stated in a rather jaunty 
sort of a way that she was there—like many others—for the 
purpose of obtaining a divorce. And that her object in 
coming to me was to inquire what attitude the Episcopal 
Church had toward its communicants who married divorced 
people. I inquired the ground of her suit. She said she 
expected in two or three weeks after that a decree in her 
favor on account of desertion by her husband. She added 
that she was then engaged to be married to a gentleman 
who was a communicant of the Church, the junior warden 
of his parish, and the superintendent of the Sunday School 
of that Church. 

You may well imagine that I was startled by this revela- 
tion. I frankly, however, informed her that if that man 
married her, she having obtained the divorce on the ground 
named, he would be subject to excommunication. She felt 
that the Church was very severe and unjust. I did not say 
to her what I thought regarding an engagement entered 
into by two persons for marriage, before one even by a lax 
law was freed from the bond that united her to another. | 
left that to her vivid imagination. This person came from 


one of the largest cities of the Union, moved in a highly 
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intellectual circle, and was then the wife of a professor in 
a prominent University. 

Another experience.—Four children were playing togeth- 
er, their ages were about eleven or twelve. They engaged 
for some time in the ordinary sports of childhood, and when 
they had become somewhat wearied one of them said: 
“Come, let’s get a divorce!” With that one of the boys 
sat in a chair as judge, and two—a girland a boy—stood be- 
tore him, and he proclaimed them divorced. 

Several years ago, when the Legislature was in session, I 
approached some of the prominent members thereof on the 
subject of changing the law. I was informed very emphati- 
cally that to agitate such a subject at that time would result 
in ignominious failure. That the people had not been suff- 
ciently educated for such a change. It was also announced 
to me with considerable solemnity that it was the most prof- 
itable industry in the State. That in the larger cities the 
income from such sources for lawyers, for hotel-keepers, for 
tradesmen, for boarding-house keepers, was very large. I 
was also informed that in time public opinion doubtless 
would revolt against this evil, and a better social sentiment 
prevail. 

I rejoice to be able to say that in the Legislature of last 
winter a law was passed changing the period of residence 
from three months to a year. I cannot help saying, thank 
God! that men have come to a better mind, and have rec- 
ognized His will and law as superior to the claims of their 
own pockets and their own lusts. Such a change in the 
temper of that community means large pecuniary loss to 
many, and should be a cause of great rejoicing on the part 
of all who have an interest in good morals, and in making 
stable the foundations of sound society. 

It was a common thing when an unfamiliar face or a new 
well-clad person appeared on the streets of the larger towns 
for the residents to have their little pleasantries about an 
addition to the colony, or for the remark to be made that 
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“another three-monther”’ had arrived. So the holy estate 
of matrimony was a matter of little reverence, and the 
breaking of that tie, which death alone should part, a com- 
mercial transaction that had its price, varying with the 
depth of the candidate's purse. | 

I have recited these facts, not that you might be enter- 
tained or amused, but that you might realize the thorough- 
ly lowering influence of such a pest in a community. 

Do you wonder that such an experience, and ‘the breath- 
ing of such a fetid atmosphere should prompt me to vote 
as | did in the House of Bishops, Aye, for a more stringent 
law? 

1 would that there were a Canon in this Church forbid- 
ding its ministers joining in holy matrimony any person 
who had secured a divorce, until the death of the party 
from whom the divorce was obtained. I believe that only 
so can the moral health of society be maintained, only so 
can the marriage bond have its right value and solemnity 
in the ordinary mind, only so can the foundation of all law 
and order and peace, the Christian family, be continued. 
Otherwise must the flood-gates of social disorder, of vice, 
of all moral iniquity, be thrown wide open. 

I said at the outset of these remarks that | would discuss 
the subject later. It shall be with extreme brevity. The 
true Churchman and the logical man seeks for the authori- 
ty of his faith and his action at the fountain-head —Holy 
Scripture and the Primitive Church. 

I turn to that early day of the Saviour’s Spouse, His Sa- 
cred Body—the Church—and I learn as an undisputed fact 
that divorce with remarriage was unknown—absolutely— 
in any one of the National Churches of the whole world 
for three centuries of the first Christian era. If the testi- 
mony of Justin Martyr and Origen and Clement of Alex- 
andria and Tertullian and many others of the Fathers in the 
primitive age be true, then those who were the immediate 
successors of our Redeemer and his Apostles in the Episco- 
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pate, for more than three hundred years after our Blessed 
Lord came to the world, held the bond of marriage could 
not be broken. North Africa, the Roman Church, Coptic 
Christians, all Eastern Ecclesiastics were united in this. 
The Councils of Arles and Elvira show the Gallican and 
the Hispanian Churches to be agreed on this subject as late 
as A. D. 314. While the Church stood alone and wrought 
its own work in determining questions of Faith and Morals 
remarriage was impossible among the faithful. Buta day 
arrived under the so-called First Christian Emperor when 
the State took the reins to a degree, in ecclesiastical con- 
cerns. So evil and unscriptural teaching and practice be- 
gan to loom upon the Church horizon. Thus the secular 
authority intimidated ancient custom and the lust of man 
overshadowed the law that was God’s. One of my Rt. Rey. 
brethren, the Bishop of Albany, rightly and forcibly calls 
attention to the fact that the Bishops who were in favor at 
Court in those days were chiefly Arians or secularized men. 
Hence —as always—laxer teaching and laxer theories re- 
garding the fundamentals of morality—and for that matter— 
of Faith too. 

There is another fact, which, it seems to me, should have 
grave influence with us. Itis this: That National Body 
from which we have sprung—the Anglican Church, as the 
Church, in any of her enactments, from primitive age to 
the Conqueror’s day, from Bede to Elizabeth, from Refor- 
mation to this vestibule of the 2oth century, has never raised 
its voice in allowance of divorce with authority to remarry, 
whatever the guilt or innocence of either of the parties in 
interest. Study her customs, read her history, search her 
Canons, and you will find her standing boldly and unflinch- 
ingly for primitive principle regarding the inviolateness of the 
marriage bond “for better, for worse, until death doth part.” 

| will not attempt to discuss the Scripture side of this 
question at this time. It would involve more patience than 
you would be willing to accord to me now. 
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Sufficient be it to say that the sole language upon which 
the argument for remarriage is based, and that upon one 
condition only, in a case of divorce, is that to be found in 
St. Matthew, tg. All other Scriptures take the inflexible 
attitude of the Church of the first three centuries. The 
chapter above named is, I think any fair-minded student 
will confess, capable of another radically different interpre- 
tation from that which has been given by many to it. 

It is, as we all know, “toto ccelo”’ at war with our Blessed 
Lord's other utterances onthistheme. And the just reader 
of Holy Scripture. must declare that as he reads the testi- 
mony of the Apostle to the Gentiles, both in his Epistle to 
the Roman, and also to the Corinthian Church, he declares 
emphatically as his own teaching, as an inspired apostle, 
and as one who had received the Lord’s own instruction on 
the subject, that the bond of marriage is only dissolved by 
death. 


BIBLE AND MODERN CRITICISM. 


In my address of a year ago [ took occasion to make 
brief reference to a subject which is ever engrossing and 
important. In view of recent agitations, regarding which I 
ought not to enter upon the details—the press has given 
them to you ad nauseam—\ have deemed it expedient to 
speak again the word of counsel and warning. 

The truth of God through the ages has been the object of 
assault. The weapons used are now of one shape, and 
again of another metal. Blatant enemies in one guise, pre- 
tended friends in another costume, are attempting now, as 

in the past, their direful work. It is here rejection of a 
doctrine, it is there mutilation of a book of Holy Scripture. 
And so the very fundamentals of our belief seem to be 
shaken. The arguments are specious, the attacks subtle, the 
sapping and undermining show the cunning hand. 

The citadel which calls out chief attack to-day is the 
Holy Bible, which you and I read and love, and to which 
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we turn for our knowledge of the way of life, for our hope 
of eternal salvation. 

The captains in this war have many differing theories. 
One and another has his pet antagonism. But on one thing 
there is a set unity among them, viz: to crush out in the 
minds of believers their faith—the old trusting, beautitul 
faith—in the divine character of the Word of God. Itisa 
work fit only for the arch-adversary of souls. These men 
are tempters. If there is one man in Holy Scripture who is 
again and again denounced with scorching words, it is 
“Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin.” 
His name has been handed down the ages in the eternal 
record book as a name of reprobation. 

What is our Christianity? It is not an evolution from 
Brahminism, or Confucianism, or Shintoism. It is not a 
pretty result of man’s cogitations. It is no human invention, 
no scientific discovery. It does not, indeed, disdain philos- 


ophy. It does not discredit genuine Science. It honors - 


and claims mind as well as heart; yes, and these in their 
noblest exercise. But it isa holy revelation transmitted to 
man from the throne of Almighty God himself. 

These foemen of this religion, which is yours and mine, 
have the confidence that if trust in the Revelation can be 
shaken, then the dogma and the system must lurch over to 
ruin. The inferences reached by such are somewhat like 
this: The books of the Bible, whether of the later or the 
earlier revelation, are not without error, are unreliable as a 
whole. Portions are indeed the Word of God, but inevi- 
tably others are not His. Even entire books now in the 
canon are spurious. How shall we then distinguish the 
counterfeit from the true? There are external ear marks 
which may be atest. But another gauge for determining 
which is the human and which the divine factor in the 
Scriptures is an inner faculty. This all do not possess. It 
is the new sense which is the gift of a favored few. This 


peculiar talent is called sometimes the “critical faculty ;” . 
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sometimes the “constructive faculty ;”’ sometimes the “ ethi- 
cal or religious consciousness.” Still another pleasant title 
therefor is the ‘ literary imagination”; and so on. 

What are we to conclude from all this? Simply that the 
Inspirer of the Church, the Holy Ghost, has not given to it 
a ** Revelation,” an infallible Book of Truth; but that in the 
Holy Bible—O sacred truth of life, of heaven, of hope, of 
God, dearer to me than earth, or man, or my life, which 
mone must touch,no more than’ the traitor: hand of an 
Uzzah shall touch the ark of God—is enshrined a fot-pourrz 
of truth and falsehood, a very jargon of myth and verities. 
And such a book is to be read with hesitant faith, and the 
Church of God is to pause in its acceptance thereof until 
the work—self-imposed—of the reconstructors, who esteem 
themselves endowed with this special faculty, shall have 
been finished. 

It is the self-satished modern critic, with his snug assur- 
ance, who is to settle for you and me our Faith. The 
Church, Primitive Fathers, Jesus himself, are to be flung 
aside as interpreters of truth and as witnesses to what is the 
eternal word of the Eternal God. And you and I have to 
bow the knee at the shrine of so-called modern scholarship, 
and to accept its sapient decisions as greater than the Gos- 
pel, as greater than the declarations of my holy and all-wise 
Saviour. 

This is not the whimsical opinion of an obscure few. ° It 
is not the passing dream of a coterie of dilletantis. With 
firm front it has assaulted and taken captive in divers and 
sundry high places. It has infected schools of theology, 
colleges, pulpits, homes, nurseries. The old-time devotional 
study of the Holy Scriptures is fading away, in families, in 
schools of learning. Mothers, many, are ceasing to teach 
the old Bible to their little ones, because forsooth the schol- 
ars—so-called—declare that those entire Scriptures are not 
the Word of God. 

It isa rampant evil of the hour. An old generation of 
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men and women in the Church, that read daily and honor 
the Holy Scriptures is fading away. <A fresh race is arising 
to whom these errors speak satisfaction. They demand a 
larger liberty, a laxer law. Faith is withering away with 
such. It is a blight or a pestilence that destroys religion in 
its devotees. Truly it isa destructive criticism. God help 
the fascinated men who follow this will-o-the-wisp into the 
marshes of death. 

We are hearing now of a “new Christianity.’ 
to mean “a sort of ethical religion, containing sentimental- 
ity and sociology in almost equal proportions.” This ap- 
pears to me to be a not unjust description of it. Soa 
learned man interprets it. And he is not unwise, | think, in 
adding, ‘lt is manifest that our Christianity must be some- 
thing more than ethical, or we have no ethics to preach.” 
That is, if Christianity is not something more, it is an im- 
posture and a delusion. Jt claims to be what it is not. Its

fountain-head is corrupt. 

The same writer with considerable force says, “If you 
apply the philosophy of evolution to the origin of the liter- 
ature of the Bible, you must apply it as well to its credibil- 
ity. If you say that evolution accounts for everything, 
and that. there are and have. been no- miracles eau 
the wonderful recitals in the Bible are myths or allegories 
or poetical romances, then you cannot possibly believe the 
Incarnation, the Virgin Birth, the doctrine of the Trinity, 
the Godship of the Holy Ghost, the. Resurrection. If you 
say that man came by a gradual evolution, then you cannot 
believe in the ‘Fall of. Man,’ and if there be no fall of 
man then there is no need of Redemption, no sin to be 
atoned for, no cross, no Saviour.” 

You cannot stand before the world a Christian, or a con- 
sistent teacher, by minimizing this evolution doctrine, and 
compromising it with your theology.. That makes only a 
crazy-quilt, a mongrel system, a very Centaur of religion, a 
terrifying monstrosity. You only stand on the firm ground 
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asmyouws Cclugmto, the Aue ae and infallibility of the 
Scriptures.” 

You must not apply your scientific tests to God’s Holy 
Word. It is under a law higher than the law of the higher 
criticism. It cannot be weighed or analyzed, as a gas or a 
metal, in the scales or retorts of the chemist. There are 
no measuring lines that commerce may bring to define its 
lengths or breadths. Men have subjected it to such low 
tests, and by so doing have made impossible its credibility. 
Why? Because its supernatural authority is beyond the 
reach of natural demonstration. It rests on honest, trustful 
faith. It contradicts science, for the Incarnation, upon 
which the Church and religion stand, is Gee e by nat- 
ural law. 

Such must then be the result of our prevailing criticism. 
It has come to this, that in a world where we see nothing 
but these processes of nature, these exercises of a limited 
intellect, where boastful science has taught men at last to 
look on the soul as only a compound of mere subtle gases, 
and the world the development of mere natural forces, and 
God has been banished from his own creation; it has come 
to this, that some can believe nothing except it can be 
touched, and tasted, and handled, or will pass the muster of 
their own crude logic and their arbitrary law of criticism. 
God help and pity the poor mind that must weigh all evi- 
dence by the exact rule of natural science, or of a legal 
proof. It is folly to demand that such an evidence can al- 
ways be applied to spiritual truth. It is of a higher sphere. 
It has a higher law. | 

It would be folly to ask him whose eyes had always been 
employed in looking through the microscope at the wing of 
a beetle or the antennz of an animalcule, to judge the vast 
grandeur ot Alpine scenery. And there must be the same 
defect in such a minute, cold, critical habit when it alone 
becomes the test of the marvelous, heavenly, divine truths 
of God’s holy Revelation. 
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Give me infinitely in preference that trusting confidence 
which in the comfort and certainty of a sure and changeless 
faith can say : 

‘*Meekly may my soul receive 

All thy Spirit hath revealed. 


Thou hast spoken, I believe, 
Though the oracle be sealed.”’ 


I like that good old statement, whatever its origin, of the 
divinity and the truthfulness and the infallibility of Holy 
Scripture, which says: “It pleased the Lord at sundry 
times and in divers manners to reveal himself, and to declare 
his will unto his Church; and afterwards for the better pre- 
serving and propagating of the truth, and for the more sure 
establishment and comfort of the Church against the cor- 
ruption of the flesh, and the malice of Satan and of the 
world, to commit the same wholly unto writing.” 

That is what my Bible from end to end means to me. 
No higher or lower critic shall rob me of it. No modern 
scholarship shall crumble it away. It shallstand unchanged 
to me, God’s Eternal Truth, the Holy Scriptures, my Light, 
my Life! 

No assassin’s hand with a stealthy stiletto shall stab it to 
death in the dark. 

In order to justify the attitude that I have taken on this 
subject may | be permitted to quote from the writings of 
two of our so-called “ higher critics.” They are both with- 
in our own fold, and are ministering at the holy altars of 
this our Church. 

The first utters these startling words: ‘There can be 
little doubt that there isa strong mythological element at 
the basis of Biblical History as well as of other ancient 
histories. The myth is indeed the most primitive historic 
form and mould in which that which is most ancient is 
transmitted from primitive peoples. There are such myths 
in the stories of the book of Genesis, and in the poetry of 
Job, Isaiah, Ezekiel, Zechariah, and not a few of the Psalms.” 
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“After all has been said as to the use of the sources of 
the biblical historians, there can be no doubt that they also 
used their historical imagination. This is not a fault. It is 
an excellence.” 

“We have to take into account the point of view of those 
priests who wrote the priestly section of the Hexateuch 
and the work of the Chronicler. Their priestly interest 
determined their choice of material, the use they made of it, 
and the colors and shading which their imagination put 
upon it. There can be no doubt that they idealize the history 
in the interests of the priesthood and the temple and the 
Levitical law.” : 

“So the point of view of the Deuteronomic writers is the 
Deuteronomic Law, and they judge the history by that 
law, and they idealize Moses and the entire previous history 
in the light of that law. Even the earlier prophets, who 
wrote the Ephraimitic and Judaic narratives, wrote in the 
prophetic interest of their times.” 

“We may say, with reference to them all, that they did 
not, and could not, distinguish between truth and the fiction 
in any of the older legends and historic documents at their 
disposal. They could not separate the bare fact from its 
mythical, legendary and poetic embellishment. Indeed, 
they preferred it as thus embellished, for it was more appro- 
priate in this form for their purpose of instruction. Fur- 
thermore, it is evident that they did not hesitate to indulge 
themselves in historical fiction where they had not sufficient 
historic information and the lessons had yet to be taught. 
Midrashim of this sort are incorporated here and there, 
throughout the history. It is only by the use of the Higher 
Criticism assisted by historical criticism that they can be 
eliminated.” 

The same writer, speaking of the day of Pentecost says: 

“The speaking in many different languages unknown 
before is not only psychologically and physically incredible, 
but it has little historic support in the later and unsupported 
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interpretation of the ancient documents by the author of 
our book of Acts.” 

The other writer to whom I have referred makes these 
awful statements regarding the doctrine and the fact of 
the blessed Trinity : / 

“The word trinity, in its original, means any three-fold 
manifestation,—as the length, breadth and height of a cube; 
all are equal, and all are aspects of one thing. As a figure, 
or as a means of apprehension, its use is helpful and allowa- 
ble. But as the dogma of a triad, or of an actual tri-person- 
ality of a Divine Being, it is a degradation of both thought 
and theology. This dogma is found asa teaching in the 
sacred books of all the ancient pagan religions (except in 
the Koran of Islamism), but it is not so much as hinted in 
the Bible, except by impossible and far-fetched inferences. 
The one passage which has long been quoted as a proof 
text, that of the three witnesses, has always been considered 
spurious, and is now rejected as such by the revised New 
Testament. The dogma of tri-personality came from the 
pagan religions, and (most unfortunately) was adopted by 
Christianity during its philosophical period of the third, 
fourth and fifth centuries.” 

This horrible utterance of a priest of the Church of God 
is not a mere hyperbolic fragment wrested from a text 
which modifies the grossness of the sentiment. It is a typr 
cal passage from the writings of the man, and demonstrates 
the intensity of the disloyalty in some quarters in this day 
of what is vainly called a riper scholarship. 

| indulge in no sharp words of denunciation. I am not 
the satirist on this state of things. It is too awful and terri- 
fying, and should call out flowing tears. By the waters of 
Babylon we may sit down and weep as we remember Zion, 
in this alien time and land. 

No! I lament because I see its fruits. I see the closed 
Bible in many a closet, at many a family altar. I see neg- 
lected churches and desecrated Lord’s Days. I see self-in- 
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dulgence and vile sin tainting the most conspicuous ranks 
of society. I see over-reaching and deceit in the pursuit of 
gain. I see discontent and rapine and lynch-law and mur- 
der and unclean vice ruling too much among all classes. 

I see ‘laxer living, worldliness, card-playing and theatre 
going and club-frequenting and conformity in dress and 
mien to the man of the time, amid some of the clergy else- 
where. I hear them pleading for broadness and tolerance 
of doubt and of excess and of worldly living. I see the rich 
man’s money, unjustly gained, winning the homage of the 
ecclesiastic, who bows the knee to his gold and ignores his 
sin. 

For these things ‘‘I must weep and mine eye run down 
with water.” For to a degrée “the children are desolate,” 
and in part ‘“‘the enemy hath prevailed.” But thank God 
fie) yet reianeth. ~The gates of hell shall never. prevail 
against His holy Church. 


DIOCESAN CONCERNS. 


But to turn to the affairs of or own Diocese. I think all 
who shall come together to-night will be impressed with the 
fact that our Mission work is not lagging. The record of 
continuous, unwearied and aggressive labor, that the reports 
of our two Archdeacons show, certainly should give us 
courage. Weakening Mission stations in their old age are 
being sustained, and new and strong fields are being encour- 
aged. But there is a phase of Diocesan Mission work that 
we are leaving untouched. I refer to a class of villages and 
towns where we have no footing at all—where in several 
instances the voice of the Church has never been heard 
through its worship or its preaching. These number in each 
Archdeaconry from 20 to 30. Their population ranges from 
300 to’ 1,000 persons each. It is true that many of them have 
few or no Churchmen within their borders. What of that? 
Were there Churchmen in Antioch or Corinth or Ephesus, 
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when the Apostles first planted the banner of the Cross in 
those cities? 

It is true that some other Christian bodies have lifted 
spires in most of these places. What of that, I say again? 
Have we not a truth, a Ministry, a Church, sacraments that 
they need? Is not our commission to go into all the world 
and preach our Master’s Gospel? May we, who are holders 
of the golden trust for this race, withhold it trom any? Are 
we not delinquent if we go not with the water of life toa 
needing people? But perhaps I hear someone say, they will 
not hear. Then, I say, we have the more urgent duty. 

I need not, doubtless, make such exhortation to you, my 
dear Reverend brethren, who are all so busy and so earnest in 
your own vineyards. The argument | know is a superfluous 
one to you, who are loyal sons of this holy Church. 

The practical question you will say, and rightly, is how 
can such a field be cared for? What is the wise plan for the 
accomplishment of such work? Our funds—for the financial 
problem here, as in other matters, comes to the front—are 
demanded to the last cent for the very encouraging work 
already in hand. My reply is that for sucha project | would 
not ask a dollar from the present Missionary treasury. It is 
little enough to supply the needs confronting us where we 
have set up our standard. 

No! Iam hopeful that some of our lay people whom the 
Lord has largely prospered, may see their way clear to 
engage at their own expense an Itinerant to do this work. 
One generous person could supply the salary, and so secure 
services at regular, but infrequent, intervals, in fifteen dif- 
ferent places. I would not expect extraordinary results. I 
would feel that it was a cause for thankfulness to God if, 
through such an act of loving service, “the doctrine and 
sacraments, and the discipline of Christ, should be min- 
istered in such communities as the Lord hath commanded, 
and as this Church hath received the same.” 

I am not suggesting the establishment of new Missions by 
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this plan, unless, of course, circumstances justify. I am ask- 
ing that earnest endeavor be made to teach and preach this 
Church and this Gospel, which you and IJ] love, whether 
they will hear, or whether they will forbear. 

There may be few or no baptisms as the result. There 
may be none to receive confirmation. A solitary communi- 
cant here and there only may be found. And we may fail 
utterly in the establishment of permanent Missions in most 
of these places. But when we consider that in these chang- 
ing days the population is in continual flux, I think we may 
recognize the truth that it is possible for many who hear the 
teachings of this Church in this fragmentary way, to be led 
to seek it when elsewhere they may find the Church estab- 
lished. At any rate, it will help to break down prejudice, 
and to prepare many minds for an acceptance of that which 
we know to be true. I think it an experiment worth trying, 
because it is strikingly Apostolic work. 

Another plan of operations for the carrying on of our 
Mission work which it seems to me would be advantageous, 
is this: Namely, that three clergymen from each of the 
cities go out into the country parts through a period of one 
week, visiting 6 or 7 different places, holding a service in 
- each, and giving crisp, brief addresses on topics relating to 
the Church and her claims. 

This experiment has been tried within the last year by a 
croup of the clergy, and | think they were convinced that 
good fruit came of their labor. At the points where these 
services were held there was the closest attention given by 
large, perhaps curious, congregations, to the addresses 
made. The interest of many seemed to be very cordial and 
genuine, and I think it did the hearts of the clergy good 
who were partakers in this work. 

I commend the matter to your consideration. 

It has been a busy year with me. The various duties 
that have come have been manifold and engrossing. I will 
not attempt to read the record of Episcopal acts here in 
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detail. That would probably occupy an hour and would 
weary you. But a summary of them will not be out of 
place at this time. They are then as follows:

It will be remembered that last year a commission to 
consider and report regarding the whole subject of Sunday 
Schools was appointed. Doubtless the result of their study 
will be presented here to-day. My conviction that the 
matter is one worthy our gravest consideration and our 
manliest discussion has not wavered. The lambs of the 
flock must have our prayerful care, if we would be true to 
the good Shepherd’s command. Within a few months I 
gave a paper at the meeting of Sunday School workers in 
Buffalo. Its subject was ‘‘ Public Catechising Practically a 
Lost Act in the Church.” It was printed in Church Work. 
There were some mistakes—proof-reading errors. I present it 
to the Diocese as my first charge. | feel that we need, all of us, 
to watch and work with an unsleeping diligence in behalf of 
the dear children. Let us remember that the personal teaching 
is demanded of us by the Church, is commanded of us by the 
precious Lord. There is no substitute recognized in our 
Captain’s army. Such duty may not be delegated by the 
Pastor. He bears the King’s commission to do personally 
the work of the King, and so the S. School should ever be 
watched over, guarded, guided by him. Let there be the 
burning desire, the unceasing effort to save the little ones 
for Christ forever, to make the Sunday School the hope of 
the Church and the world. 


5 
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DE VEAUX. COLLEGE. 


DeVeaux College will demand but little attention from us 
this year. Its interests have been cared for by the Board in 
absolute harmony with the law laid down for its administra- 
tion by this Council. The aim has been to make outgo 
square with income. The number of students has increased. 
Twenty-seven Foundationers has been the number through- 
out the year, resident in the institution and receiving its 
instruction. On March 25th I confirmed a class of four in 
the chapel. They were manly and reverent and attentive. 
The service was impressive and devotional, and the bearing 
of the boys admirable and dignified throughout. The music 
was strikingly good, the choir consisting of a dozen sur 
pliced pupils, boys who seemed to recognize the solemnity 
of their post and work. Whatever the criticism that may 
be spoken regarding extravagance in the construction and ° 
character of the Chapel, I cannot but feel that its beauty 
and stateliness and reverend repose must be a continual 
influence upon the young people who enter it day by day, 
toward a higher refinement and a better sense of the spirit- 
ual. In the mingling of the military and the ecclesiastical 
throughout the daily life of DeVeaux, it seems to me we 
have the factors which by their reflex influence, each on 
each, produce the manly boy with the Christian character. 
To my mind that charming Chapel, with its modest ritual 
and its churchly furnishings and its solemn atmosphere, is a 
power in those young lives to mould them for a useful and 
exalted manhood. There is a force that goes out from the 
chapel-life at Harrow and Rugby and Eton to influence the 
rest of the life—and the after-life—of those great English 
public schools. Without the Chapel would England’s great 
men be as great? I believe not. It is a comfort to me that 
the present very discreet, efficient and practical Head 
Master has labored to make this factor in the College an 
attractive one. Through a wise abstinence from overloading 
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the students with too frequent and prolonged services—an 
error in too many Church institutions—he has, as I believe, 
won from the youths under his care a fairly ardent enthusiasm 
for their Chapel duty. Out of the thick of work. and recrea- 
tion they go to the satisfying calm and rest of their daily 
worship in that sweet sanctuary with a happy cheerfulness. 
And so the Church comforts and steadies and strengthens 
her children in the moulding time of their life. 

I think that all who carefully peruse the very handsome 
Hand-Book of DeVeaux College, recently issued, to which 
Rev. Dr. Hayes has given large and painstaking and wise 
labor, will be impressed by its usefulness and timeliness. In 
a pamphlet covering less than sixty pages you have the 
interesting story of DeVeaux—a story of importance for 
each member of this Council to know. The Board of Trus- 
tees is unanimously determined that the history of the life 
of each year in that institution—in all its details—shall be 
frankly and fully presented before this Council. There is 
nothing to hold in reserve. Nothing shall be hidden. We 
want the full confidence of the Diocese—nay! we are enti- 
tled to it. Our administration is honest and economical and 
open. The authority of the Council is cheerfully recog- 
nized. The work is carried on only with the desire to 
accomplish the maximum of good under the terms of our 
trust and by the direction of this representative body. In 
order, therefore, “that you may know of our estate and 
what we are and how we do,” we have issued this pamphlet 
to the Church in this Diocese. It gives, first, The Last Will 
and Testament of Judge DeVeaux; second, The Acts of 
Picorporaiton oi) the, Collre;, third,, An»Account ofthe 
Strickland Bequest; fourth, The Code of Statutes for the 
Government of the College; fifth, The Report of the Board 
of Trustees for the year last past to the Bishop and Stand- 
ing Committee. 

I wish particularly to ask your careful attention to this 
last document. It is worthy of a thorough study on the 
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part of all the members of this Council. I trust that men 
‘of business will faithfully peruse it. They will find, [ think, 
a clear statement, entering into all minutize—of what has 
been received and expended—of the character of the invest- 
ments—of each one of them, in fact—of the properties 
which are productive or unproductive and the like. So 
that, I think, none will feel in the time to come that there is 
any muddle, any secrecy, any illegality in the management 
of the affairs of De Veaux. . 

In view of these conditions, therefore, dear brethren of 
this Council and Church people throughout the Diocese, I 
ask earnestly your interest in, and sympathy for, and gitts 
to, De Veaux. It ought to reach a much larger number of 
destitute and orphaned ones. They are knocking at our 
doors for admission. We could easily double our ranks of 
to-day. There is room within our walls for more than twice 
the number of young people under our care. It is melan- 
choly to hear the resounding echos of your footsteps as 
you traverse those vacant corridors and rooms and halls. 
Our need is confidence in the Diocese; we believe we have 
that: we feel that we may challenge it rightly—and more 
funds to be devoted solely to the support and education of 
a larger number of young people. We have buildings, 
equipment, teachers, health, beauty of location, homelike- 
ness of life, energy of work in that college—home on the 
Niagara heights. Our need is more funds that we may do 
more good in the Name of the Lord. 

The motto of the College is Fortiter, Fideliter, Feliciter. 

We are determined that, in the days to come, our part in 
the government and work of good old De Veaux College 
shall be done bravely, faithfully, happily, by the help of 
the Lord. 


OFFERINGS. 


I now ask your consideration for a subject to which I 
refer only because I have been asked to make allusion to it 
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in this address. There is a personal side, on account of 
which I would fain refrain, but as the topic touches several 
other sides of the Diocesan interests, | feel that it is only 
duty to speak. 

I presume we all recognize that in this Church of ours the 
Diocese is the unit. Each least mission is an integral part 
of that. Each, therefore, has a vital interest in its work, in 
its life. From it each derives privilege rights. In it each 
has fellowship. To it each owes loyalty, duty, service. Ex- 
cept we acknowledge this bond, we have a wrong concep- 
tion of the good order of the Catholic Church, of the rela- 
tions of her children to that mother, of that mother’s au- 
thority with her sons. 

The Diocese, then, the Church in the Diocese, speaks by 
its Council, by you who are here gathered to-day. 

Its enactments challenge—nay ! are entitled to the obedi- 
ence of all—laymen or clergymen, mission or parish, vestry 
or rector. Neglect to carry out Canonical requirements 
seems to me to be not disloyalty to the Diocese only, but to 
your own personal selves, who are parts of that whole—the 
Diocese. 

Each year the Standing Committee, by authority of this 
Body, yes, by its command, sends to each Rector or Con- 
eregation a list of the offerings to be made, by law, and the 
dates upon which they are to be taken during the year. 
They are binding upon all and cannot righteously be ignored 
by any. 

This duty in the Diocese, to the Diocese and for the Dio- 
cese, has been neglected by many in the past year—for 
many years past. Has not the day for change in this mat- 
ter arrived? Will not each of my brethren during the 
coming twelvemonth, and in all the years that are to follow, 
impress upon their people the universal duty, and perform 
their part of exhortation and encouragement loyally and 
zealously ?

To these should be added Diocesan Expenses. 

These are the obligations for all. None can be exempt. 

I have the good hope that this presentation of the duty 
by their Bishop will not be in vain with his Reverend breth- 
ren, and that another year will find all missions and parishes 
in line, each recognizing and performing full obligation. 

In closing, I must refer to the proposed Memorial in honor 
of my distinguished and saintly predecessor. The Commit- 
tee appointed last year will present a report to this Council. 
Through their courtesy I have been permitted to peruse a 
copy of it. It would be unfitting for me to discuss it here 
in view of the fact that it has not as yet been submitted to 
you. And so I refrain from more than this brief allusion to 
it. My hope is that an earnest discussion of the matter will 
lead to a wise decision as to its character, and as to the city 
in which it should be located. 

My prayer for you in closing, dear Brethren—Clerical 
and Lay—is, that in all your work, here and at your other 
posts of duty, you may have the ceaseless guidance and | 
blessing of the Holy Ghost.

REPORT OF THE DE LANCEY DIVINITY SCHOOL. 
To the Board of Education of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The undersigned, in temporary charge of the De Lancey Divinity School, 
respectfully reports : 


During the past year three Candidates for Priest’s Orders have been pur- 
suing their studies in the School by the direction of the Bishop; all non- 
resident, and receiving instruction by correspondence, examinations, and, 
as far as practicable, by personal conference. 

Mr. William Henry Goss, Lay-Reader in Trinity Church, Rochester, who 
passed his second examination October 18, 1808. 

The Rev. William Orville Taylor, Ph. D., Deacon, of Rochester, Mission- 
ary at East Bloomfield and Victor, who passed his second examination 
December 12, 1898. The Archdeacon of Rochester assisted in both the 
above examinations.

WHEREAS, This corporation has been duly notified of an application 
for an order authorizing and empowering the Trustees of the Parochial 
Fund of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Western New 
York to sell and convey to the said Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Western New York, in trust 
for and to be used by ‘‘the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of the 
Memorial S. Peter’s Church in the village of Geneva, in the county of 
Ontario,” the following described real property, viz: All that tract or parcel 
of land, situate in the city of Geneva, county of Ontario, and State of New 
York, bounded as follows: On the west by Genesee Street, on the north by 
lands occupied by the corporation of the Memorial S. Peter’s Church, on 
the east by Geneva Street, and on the south by lands formerly of John 
Bourn, and now occupied by one Bourn, and by other lands of one 
Bourne; being forty-three feet and six inches in width from north to 
south, and extending from Genesee Street to Geneva Street ; for the sum 
of two thousand five hundred and eleven dollars and sixty-seven cents ; 
which real property is now owned and held by said Trustees of the Paro- 
chial Fund of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Western 
New York, in trust for this corporation, the De Lancey Divinity School ; 


kesolved, That this corporation admits due service of such notice, and 
waives all further and other notice of such application, and consents that 
such application may be made at any Special Term of the Supreme Court in 
this Judicial District; and further, that this corporation hereby consents 
that such sale and conveyance of the real property hereinabove described 
may be made. 


gO DIOCESE OF WESTERN NEW YORK. 


AN ACT 


To incorporate De Lancey Divinity School, which becamea law April 8, 1899, 
with the approval of the Governor. Passed, a majority being present. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate. and Assembly, do 
enact as follows :: ; 


SECTION I. The DeLancey Divinity School, now existing and being 
maintained by the Board of Education of the Diocese of Western New York, 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, is hereby created a body corporate 
under the name of the DeLancey Divinity School with all the general 
powers specified by the general corporation law. 


$2. The first Board of Trustees of said corporation shall consist of Wil- 
liam D. Walker, Jacob A. Regester, Walter North, Charles F. J Wrigley, 
Rob Roy McG. Converse, William H. Walker, Henry R. Hopkins, Henry 
B. Hathaway and John E. Pound, the present members of said Board of 
Education of the Diocese of Western New York, for the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and the successors in office of said first Board of Trustees 
shall be the successors of the present members of said Board of Educa- 
tion. Said trustees may exercise the powers of trustees of educational 
institutions under the laws of the State of New York. 


$3. The object of the corporation hereby created shall be to instruct and 
train pious men for the ministry of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 


$4. The corporation hereby created may take and hold real and personal 
property, by gift, grant, devise or bequest, to such an amount as may be or 
become necessary or proper for the maintenance and support of said cor- 
poration. The Supreme Court, at a Special Term thereof, may grant leave 
to the Board of Education of the Diocese of Western New York, aforesaid, 
and the Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the Diocese of Western New York, to transfer and convey real and per- 
sonal property to the corporation hereby created without consideration. 


$5. This act shall take effect immediately.

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(C.) REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF DE VEAUX 
COLLEGE. 


To the Bishop and Standing Committee of the Diocese of Western New York - 


The Trustees of De Veaux College for Orphan and Destitute Children, 
pursuant to the terms of its charter, respectfully submit: 


During the year there have been instructed and maintained thirty-five (35) 
foundationers, twenty-seven (27) being the highest number in the school at 
any one time. 

Schedule ‘‘ A,” hereunto annexed, shows the amount of investment prin- 
cipal to be $179,426.75, a decrease of $37,522.20 from the amount shown in 
the last report. This decrease arises as follows: 

The items shown as mortgages transferred to real estate, John S. Macklem, 
$8,000, and J. Joyce Macklem, $2,000, are explained as follows: 

A loan of $8,000 of the College funds was madeto John S. Macklem upon a 
mortgage upon his house and lot when he was acting as Treasurer of the 
College. 

A loan of $2,000 was made by John S. Macklem, as Treasurer, to his son, 
J. Joyce Macklem, upon lands belonging to J. Joyce Macklem. 

Immediately after it became known to the Board that these loans had 
been made, the Board passed a resolution requiring either the entire pay- 
ment or a reduction of the amount of the principal of the loans of fifty per 
cent. Both mortgages were afterwards foreclosed and a deficiency judg- 
ment amounting to $4,700.45 was entered against John S. Macklem, the 
College bidding in both pieces of property. 

The item shown as P. R. Bradley contract, $27,500, is the same item shown 
at No. 514 on the list of mortgages included in the last report. It was for the 
purchase of about thirty acres of the College lands. The sum of $1,000 was 
paid down on the contract, and the contract carried in the investment prin- 
_ cipal account of the College, interest having been computed to January I, 
1898. The contracting party failed to make any further payments. The 
time of performance of the contract was extended from time to time, as in 
the judgment of the Board it was thought best to give the purchaser more 
time, as it would in no way prejudice the interests of the College The 
party who made the contract being irresponsible, the Board of Trustees 
finally, by resolution, ordered this contract cancelled and transferred to real 
estate. The result of the transaction is that the sum of $1,000 paid down 
has been forfeited to, and is retained by, the College, and the College still 
owns the land. 

The item of interest shown to have been earned has also been charged off 
by order of the Board of Trustees. 
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Schedule ‘‘B.” hereunto annexed, shows the receipts and disbursements 
for the year. 

Schedule ‘‘C,”’ hereunto annexed, shows the resources and liabilities. 

Schedule ‘‘ D,” hereunto annexed, is the profit and loss statement showing 
the expenses and the earnings, which show an actual gain of $474.78, but 
an apparent deficit of $2,664.80 by reason of the charging off of the Bradley 
interest hereinabove referred to. 

Before the close of the year the Right Reverend William D. Walker, 
Bishop of the Diocese, accepted his election as President of the Corporation. 
All of which is respectfully submitted by order of the Board of Trustees.

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(D.) DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 
(1.) REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF BUFFALO. 


To the Right Reverend Wiliam D. Walker, D. D,: 


Ten months ago! began the work as Archdeacon of Buffalo, and would 
respectfully report as follows: 

At the outset I realized that a great work was in store as I had to follow 
the excellent record of executive ability of my predecessor and the field 
work of two hard working General Missionaries. I could not hope to attain 
to the success of either in their respective fields in efficiency or the amount 
of work done on the Lord’s Day. And yet it was at the demand of the Arch- 
deaconry that the Archdeacon go into the field and personally inspect and try 
to do the work. The lack of efficiency has been offset by a greater personal 
knowledge and saving of time in deciding important questions and in arrang- 
ing for future work. The lack of ability in supplying services, especially on 
the Lord’s Day, has been offset by using the provision of the Canon in send- 
ing Missionaries away from their posts into the field and making use of 
the week day nights, also the assistance of Rectors and unemployed Clergy. 

In this way the work has made fair progress and has been well up to the 
field work of past year. 

Unfortunately this year there have been vacancies in the various stations 
that have greatly interfered with aggressive work. Another year it is hoped 
to fill many of these places with the Deacons soon to be ordained, and thus 
leave the Archdeacon more free for aggressive work, in looking up new fields 
and helping in the weak ones. Much of the work done will be shown in 
speaking of the stations in detail. 

The Archdeacon has during the year made a special study of the Sunday 
School work in the Mission stations. Itis with great regret that he has to 
say that he found a lamentable ignorance of the Church Catechism. Ina 
few places the children could answer quite glibly questions from special 
books and upon some hobbies of the instructors, but could not answera 
single question in the Church Catechism beyond ‘‘ what is your name?” 
And not in one was found such efficiency as ought to prevail in the average 
Sunday School. It has been his effort to correct this evil and to some extent 
progress has been made. 

A Special Committee was appointed at the last meeting of the Archdeaconry, 
and it is hoped that its report may in some manner solve the problem of how 
to get renewed interest in the Sunday School work. The Archdeacon would 
recommend that such committee be continued another year and follow further 
into the study of conditions and hindrances. 
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In order to supply the needs in outlying places the plan of the Rev. Dr. 
Boynton, of Geneseo, is to be tried in the home study of the Sunday School. 

In reporting I shall not refer to the acts of the Lay Readers, as the Superin- 
tendent will do that. But I wish to express my gratitude to the League for 
its self-sacrificing and efficient help. Without such help and no more funds 
provided there would be a fatal collapse in our work. Few comprehend the 
great work that has been done in past years and is still being done. As 
never before has there been such acceptable work done by the Laymen with 
so little criticism. I do not think this is entirely due to greater efficiency of 
the members of the League, but as well to the fact that the people who are 
ministered to begin to realize the great self-sacrifice made by the Laymen in 
doing this work of love. I earnestly hope that more work may be done by 
the League, and this can only be the case when more men will come to the 
help of the League. I cannot better express it than in the words of my 
predecessor in his report of last year, ‘‘ More helpers are needed, earnest, 
devout, consecrated men of good common sense, who are willing to sacrifice 
their own personal comfort and serve the League and the Church at stations 
beyond the limits of the City of Buffalo.” 

At the beginning of the present Archdeacon’s service a work planned 
before was consummated. The Woman's Auxiliary of Buffalo bought a com- 
plete and beautiful Communion Service of solid silver as a memorial to Bishop 
Coxe. The set consists of chalice, paten, spoon, ciborium and two cruets, and 
is packed in a fine oak box. Each piece of silver is marked as a memorial to 
Bishop Coxe from Woman’s Auxiliary. There are also provided chamois skin 
bags to carry the separate pieces when the whole is not needed. In connection 
with Communion Service the ladies have provided a full set of Communion 
Linen, including fair linen cloth for Altar, also a fine surplice. This is the 
first memorial of our late Bishop in the Diocese. Simple, though of the best, 
could anything be more appropriate of the faithful Shepherd? Already it 
has been of great use to the Archdeacon and his helpers. If this were all 
the Woman’s Auxiliary had done, it would be a great gain for Diocesan 
Missions. But they have gone much further and have shown their interest 
in the work of the Archdeacon. A fine box has been sent tc one of the 
Missionaries. At Friendship there was need of money to remodel a house 
for worship, and the Auxiliary came to the help of the Archdeacon and are 
raising the needed $150 Part of it is already paid in and the rest will soon 
be furnished. With the devoted help of the Layman’s League and of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary your Archdeacon feels much encouraged and has cause 
to thank the Master of the work. 

Two Rectors of small parishes not having Missionary work near enough 
to be done have gladly responded to the Archdeacon’s call under the Canon 
and gone into different parts of the field. And I wish to bear witness to the 
efficiency and readiness of such work done by the Rev. Messrs. Gatley and 
Babcock. They have been of. much use to the Archdeacon in his work, 
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without friction and leaving nothing behind to be undone. I also have at 
times had the assistance of the Rev. Messrs. Barnard and Bemen, not of this 
Diocese. Their work done gratuitously has been very useful In addition 
several of the Clergy have helped in extra services and celebrations of the 
Holy Communion, which are not included in the Archdeacon’s report. If 
the Clergy could realize the benefits of such help, and how well appreciated, 
I am sure more would be willing to make the sacrifice of time and comfort. 

During the year two sectional meetings have been held. A series of Mis- 
sionary meetings in five of the Buffalo Churches. A week of services in 
St. Bartholomew’s Church, Buffalo, and two conferences in the southern 
tier. Perhaps not all has been accomplished that might be the ideal, yet the 
Archdeacon not merely feels that much good has been done, but knows it. 
And this is true, more especially of the outlying meetings and conferences. 
Let alone the spiritual part, which will bear fruit in the future, we can point 
to increased offerings in several instances. The Missionary Board has thus 
made progress in this direction, and in the future we may look for greater 
good done. 

On beginning the work, the southern tier was found in a demoralized condi- 
tion, not any fault of the Archdeacon or former Board, but owing to the fact 
that nearly every parish in Allegany County was vacant. And as this work 
was too far from Buffalo to employ the Layman’s League, there was simply 
nothing being done. All the parishes.needed re-arranging with the missions. 
The first work of the Archdeacon was to endeavor to rectify this. Now the 
whole southern tier is manned, and the work is being done as never before. 

Belvidere. The good work reported here last year has gone on with greater 
success. A large part of this is due to one lady, whose very name well 
names her work. She has labored, but best of all, has succeeded in getting 
the residents to labor. Regular services are held each Sunday, and the only 
Sunday School of the place is the one of the Church. The Archdeacon has 
visited every family connected with the Church and ministered to the sick. 
It is very gratifying to know that the new Rector of Belmont is following up 
the work of Rev. Mr. Bouck, and that we may even hope for a greater 
advance. 

Belfast. Were, under very adverse circumstances, the faithful women 
have kept up the work in Sunday School and Church. During the vacancy 
at Angelica, services were held by the Archdeacon and the Rev. Mr. Bouck. 
At the beginning of the year the Rev. E. B. Dean was called to the Rector- 
ship at Angelica and placed in charge of Belfast. New interest has been 
awakened in both places. This being done in the worst time of the year, we 
may hope for much more in the pleasant time of the year. The title of the 
Church property has been vested in the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, and 
the indebtedness reduced by $100.00. 

Friendship. Too much cannot be said of the Rev. Mr. Whitcomb, who has 
rendered such admirable service here, greatly a work of love. In season 
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and out of season has he labored from house to house and in inconvenient 
halls, holding services. The Archdeacon has visited the Mission with Mr. 
Whitcomb and made calls on all connected with the Church. The great 
desire of our late Bishop seems about to be fulfilled. At last there is a 
place we may call our own. Mrs. P. B. Reid has bought a house and lot, 
well located, and given it for the use of the mission, entering into a contract 
with the Trustees of the Parochial Fund to execute a warranty deed if a 
Church, to cost not less than $1,500, be built within five years By the aid 
of the Woman's Auxiliary of Buffalo the house has been remodeled, and is 
now used for Church worship, Sunday School and rooms for work. This is 
a great advance after many disappointments. 

Although not strictly belonging to the Archdeaconry work, yet I think I 
may speak of the excellent work being done by the new Rectors of Allegany 
County, Wellsville, Belmont, Angelica and Cuba. 

fHlinsdale is one of the towns growing less each year, owing to its location 
just between two large places. We have here a faithful few, and the ‘Arch- 
deacon has held services at the residence of one of the company. The 
people seem anxious for the services, and with the help of the Rector of 
Cuba, it is hoped to start regular services and continue them. The Rector of 
Olean gives occasional services and responds to all sick calls. 

Franklinville. Were the Archdeacon, with the help of some of the clergy, 
has supplemented the excellent work done by the Layman’s League. One 
of the younger readers, and yet giving most acceptable work. By removals 
the work here is very discouraging, and yet the people persevere A class 
of five was presented to the Bishop for confirmation. The Sunday School 
has been revived and the work is making progress. It will take great 
patience to carry on this work. There is the satisfaction that all who have 
gone from here are good workers in their new homes. 

Springville. The good work goes on here and is due to wise management 
and general agreement of members. Here there are some earnest men, who 
take up the work with the women. A good Sunday School is carried on, as 
well as societies for work. A class of four was presented for confirmation. 
Late in the autumn this place was, with Ellicottville, placed in charge of 
Rev. Fredk. Farrar Immediately a good work was begun An unfortunate 
attack of the grippe broke down the missionary, so he had in the early win- 
ter to give up the work. The Archdeacon, with the Layman’s League, 
again took the work, and now the places are again ready for a Rector, and it 
is hoped that in a few weeks one will be in charge. 

Ellicottville. The old parish still lives, and is awakening to renewed life 
again. Though it was a great disappointment to lose the Rector, yet they 
are ready to try again. At this place much has been done for the Church, 
and there is still much to do. 

Little Valley has been supplied by the Rector of Salamanca and the Arch- 
deacon. Although not strong, yet we have here a faithful band of workers. 
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This is one of the places where the Church needs to be, as it is the county 
seat. It may take time, but there will be the parish here sooner or later. 
The women deserve great credit for their perseverance and work. With 
the coming of a new Rector of Salamanca, it is hoped that new life may 
set in. 

Cattaraugus. What seemed last year to be a fine opening has by a new 
drawing of lines and removals entirely failed. Even the few that claimed 
they desired the services have requested them to be discontinued, for a 
time at least. Perhaps with a new drawing of lines, or some real church- 
man coming into the place, something can be done. Services will be con- 
tinued at intervals, awaiting for such time. 

East Randolph. Were the work under the Rev. Mr. Brush is flourishing. 
Nearly enough money has been raised for a new church. A fine Sunday- 
School and a growing one is continued. With the new church better work 
can be done, and larger growth rendered. This shows what can be done by 
faithful work of an earnest Rector. 

Mayville, Hartfeld and Chautaugua make a large and difficult field. The 
Rev. Mr. Ayres has labored with zeal and efficiency. During the season he 
does most efficient work at Chautauqua, and keeps it up during the winter 
months. At Hartfield removals have reduced the working force, yet the 
work is continued and fair results obtained. 

Sinclairulle. This has been a very interesting work for the Archdeacon. 
Women are the laborers here and have accomplished wonders. They have 
labored on under all difficulties until they have a beautiful church practically 
all paid for. The Easter services were well attended, and the offering of 
$30.00 was very good. Another result of work here is that the incumbent of 
one of the denominational churches has been confirmed and is preparing for 
our ministry. He will make a useful man in the Church. 

Brocton. The Archdeacon has held services from time to time in the resi- 
dence of Mrs. J. A. Dunham, beginning more specially for her aged mother. 
Many others came in, and a class of eight were presented to the Bishop for 
confirmation ; the first time a Bishop ever officiated in the place. Perhaps 
there may not for a long time be achurch here, yet these persons will be 
useful to the Church wherever they are. Another year it is hoped others 
may follow these. 

Forestville. This old parish has been put in charge of the Archdeacon, and 
he has ministered there, and it is planned to connect this with Silver Creek, 
and thus form a circuit for one of the Deacons. Good work has been done 
here and good work can still be done. 

Stlver Creek promised last year soon to be ready for a Missionary. An unfor- 
tunate quarrel arose in the Mission owing to the lax way things were 
managed. Like all such misunderstandings, it grew worse until the Advent 
meeting, when a full board of executive officers was elected. Since then a 
great improvement has been made and once more progress is seen. 
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It is hoped to put one of the Deacons in charge of this Mission with others, 
and so make greater progress. 

Zrving has not made great progress, as the village is small. Mr. Clough, 
the excellent Lay Reader, was withdrawn at the request of the Archdeacon, 
to work in another field. At first it seemed a great blow to the Mission, but 
soon others of the League took hold and the old success is returning. 

Hamburgh and Orchard Park have been vacant since the departure of the 
Rev Mr. Mellen. For some time services were omitted at Hamburgh. 
They have been renewed, and the Archdeacon and Layman’s League are 
keeping them up with regularity. The Mission was badly hampered with 
its debt. That has been refunded, and now things look brighter for the work 
there. 

At Orchard Park the same can be said. It is hoped to have regular work 
done here, and thus revive what has for months been almost at a standstill, 

S. Bartholomew's Mission, in the city of Buffalo, ran badly behind under 
the arrangements in vogue, and the Layman’s League again took charge. A 
week of meetings was held, and things are looking much better. The attend- 
ance at Sunday School and the services are much better. The week. day 
service that was omitted has been restored. It is hoped that this may be 
connected with some other field and thus secure a missionary. 

The Mission of the Incarnation, ander charge of Layman’s League, is making 
good progress. A vested choir has been introduced, and the attendance is 
increasing. A good Sunday-School is kept up, and there is good promise of 
rapid growth. 

Depew came entirely under the charge of the Archdeacon. The Superin- 
tendent of Layman’s League has furnished Readers, and with the Archdeacon 
has done good work. Two lots have been given to the Mission, the deeds 
to be executed when the Church is begun. Subscriptions have been started, 
and steps taken to get plans fora new Church. April 18th the Bishop was 
able to put the Mission again in the full charge of the Rev. Mr. Harvey. and 
no doubt soon the new Church will bea reality. Certainly in this important 
field we should have a church, and there is no reason why in the near future 
a resident Rector should not be put in charge. 

Tonawanda has gone on under great difficulties, and yet is hopeful, owing 
to the excellent Sunday School work being done. It is hoped to get a lot 
soon On a main street, and there to erect a temporary structure for worship. 
When this is done there will be good results, and the work will make rapid 
progress. 

Lewiston has improved the last year, and is getting ready for one of the 
Deacons in June. It is proposed to add Tonawanda to this field, and thus 
support the man. It is an old parish, yet still important. 

Attica at the beginning of the year, owing to the mismanagement and poor 
instruction of a candidate of another Diocese, was in very bad shape. One 
of our own candidates was placed in charge for the summer, and succeeded 
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in bringing harmony out of discord. Later on Mr. Clough, the successful 
worker at Irving was placed in charge, and things are much better all 
around. 

Lockport. The excellent work of Rev. Mr. Faber and his Curate continues 
in Christ Church and in All Saints’ Mission. The work in All Saints’ had 
grown so as to make necessary an enlargement of the Chapel. This was 
done at an expense of $1,050.00, without any debt. There is now a roomy 
chancel and a choir room, also used for infant class. A vested choir of six- 
teen boys and four men has been introduced and is doing good work. The 
Sunday School is growing and interest is increasing, 

At Christ Church the work is making good progress. Mr. E. H. Boynton 
has made the Sunday School to grow. Mr. John Drew has managed the 
choir with great success. It is fortunate that the Rev. Mr. Burrows has 
decided to stay with the Rector. 

There are several places where work ought to be done, and with some of 
the more important places filled it is hoped that the Archdeacon may be able 
to do work in them. 

During the ten months of the year your Archdeacon has baptized 26; con- 
firmations 27; burials 5; holy communion, public 73, private 11, by others 
39; public services 212; sermons 151; addresses 49; catechisings 31; calls 
on families 842; in addition much correspondence. 

Your Archdeacon wishes to thank all his brethren of the Clergy for their 
kind help, but above all for their many kind words of sympathy and interest in 
his work; the members of the Layman’s League for their cordial and loyal 
supportand courtesy. Inthe missions he can never give due expression for the 
kind hospitality that has been extended to him. It is this that makes bear- 
able absences from home, and he is made to feel that he is no longer a stranger, 
but one of the Master’s family, whether in the parish or mission,

(2.) REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF ROCHESTER. 


Rt. Rev, Father and Brethren of the Clergy and Laity : 


The business before us has to do with the religious condition of some of 
the villages and cities in these nine counties of Western New York. The 
civil governor of one of our Eastern States considers the situation in his 
commonwealth so serious as to warrant this paragraph in his recent Fast 
Day proclamation: ‘‘ The decline of the Christian religion, particularly in 
our rural communities, is a marked feature of the times, and steps should 
be taken to remedy it. There are towns where no church bell sends forth 
its solemn call from January to January; there are villages where children 
grow to manhood unchristened. There are hamlets where the dead are laid 
away without the benison of the name of Christ, and where marriages are 
solemnized only by the justice of the peace.” 
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The Rural New Yorker, turning to this gloomy picture of New Hampshire, 
requested three representative ecclesiastics to discuss the alleged decadence 
of religion and its causes. One of these gentlemen attributes the weakness 
of country churches to the migration into cities ; another suggests the crowd- 
ing out of the native Protestants by the incoming foreigner; while the 
churchman of the trio lays stress upon such facts as the diminished denom- 
inational enthusiasms, and the increased pressure of life, its cost, its compe- 
titions, etc., and the exacting demand for unusual intellectual abilities in the 
pulpit; and, he concludes, the subject opens up in its wider aspects towards 
the domain of Christian unity. What our land waits for is such consolida- 
tion of our Christian forces as will (2) redeem them from the attitude of men- 
dicancy ; (4) the presentations of the Church Idea under conditions of per- 
manence and dignity, and (c) the adjustment of ministers and other workers 
to the various departments of the Church's work and ministry according to 
their gifts. In other words, a large unity and an intelligent organization. 

Not pausing here to discuss for ourselves the causes of the asserted pagan- 
ism of certain sections, it is at least of vital consequence that we face the 
question as to whether any such lamentable irreligiousness prevails and is 
increasing in this archdeaconry We make bold to believe that hereabouts 
generally there is a steady and blessed advance in religion, and we are 
strengthened in this optimistic persuasion as we recount for you the devel- 
opments in your Archdeaconry work this past year. 

In all of the twenty-four established churches which now look to your 
Board for care and help, the services have been maintained—in all but three 
cases these services have been regular and constant, Allen’s Hill, Bergen and 
Victor have justified but occasional ministrations. All but four of these con- 
gregations have resident or near-by pastors; while those four receive the 
more personal attention of your Archdeacon, generously aided by lay 
readers. In all the places thus continuously served admirable results are to 
be noted; congregations and Sunday Schools increase in size and earnest- 
ness; the numbers baptized and presented for confirmation attest a noble 
blessing upon the efforts of your missionaries ; properties have been improved 
and progress attained all along the line. And in addition new places have 
been visited; scattered members of the Church have been sought out; two 
new churches have been erected; another is in process of construction; and 
a demand and opportunity has been created for yet a fourth. And this has 
been accomplished at the same time that your Board of Missions has been 
forced to exercise a most rigid economy in order to make assets and liabili- 
ties balance at the end of the year. There have been a few changes in the 
list of Missionaries: The Rev. C. O. S. Kearton was called from his success- 
ful labors in Holley last August, and his successor, the Rev. W. H. Hawken, 
took up the work there in February. 

The Rev. H. L. Wood withdrew from the charge of the work in Fairport, 
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and Victor also, in August, and in the middle of February Fairport came 
under the welcome care of the new rector at Pittsford, the Rev. L. G. Morris. 

October Ist Branchport lost the oversight of the Rev. F. M. Baum, who 
was called to Clifton Springs, and in February the Rev. J. H. Perkins suc- 
ceeded him as Rector at Penn Yan and Missionary at Branchport. In Janu- 
ary the Rev. D. W. Cameron resigned the Missions at Nunda and Hunts to 
accept an invitation to become Assistant Minister in a Church in Yonkers. 
His place here is as yet vacant. 

On the 2d of April the Rev. W. L. Davis withdrew from St. Paul’s, Mon- 
tour Falls, to enter upon the work at Dundee and Dresden; and his suc- 
cessor, the Rev. S A. Whitcomb, took up the position at Montour Falls on 
the 1st of May. These five are the only changes which have occurred the 
past twelve months; all the other Missionaries are to-day still where you 
heard from them last year. And it will be observed that while some of these 
vacancies have been longer than any which we have been called upon to 
report in the past few years, still none of them have been of fatal duration, 
the work is again well under way. 

At All Saints’ Church, East Rochester, the Rev. Dr. Parnell continues his 
patient labors, and finds much to encourage him. The Sunday School has 
increased and improved under the superintendency of Mr. Eugene C. Denton. 
An effort has been inaugurated to raise the amount of city assessments upon 
the property ; and already more than half of the required $750 is pledged. 
The building has been put in thorough repair at a cost of $100; this and all 
other obligations have been bravely met this year. The prospects here are 
brighter to-day than they have been in a long time. The Mission has safely 
weathered the period of uncertainty, and now moves out upon a course of 
quiet and steady growth, in a section of the city which is rapidly filling up 
with self-respecting citizens 

The Rev. Mr. LeBoutillier continues his efficient ministrations at the 
Church of the Ascension, and reports a steady growth and bright promises for 
the future. There is immediate need for increased accommodations, and it is 
proposed to build an extension to the church in the form of a parish house. 
Attractive and dignified plans have been accepted, and already they have 
secured $1,100 in cash and subscriptions. With the strong development here 
it is confidently expected that soon the congregation will resolve to become 
self-supporting. In November Mr. LeBoutillier added to his other duties 
those of the Chaplain of the Church Home, and since Advent Sunday has 
been acceptably officiating to those aged and orphan inmates. 

St George's, Charlotte, reports a year of peace and progress, with its de- 
servedly popular minister, the Rev. Henry S. Dennis, who also extends his 
influence to the newer work at the neighboring village of Union Hill. 

This work at Union H7//, it will be recalled, was organized a year ago and 
received into union with the diocese under the name of the Mission of the 
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Good Shepherd (a name which specially appeals to the people there, who are 
for the most part farmers). On the 12th of September last the corner-stone 
of the church was laid by the Bishop, assisted by the Rev. E. P. Hart, Rev. 
H. S. Dennis, and the Archdeacon. A large concourse of interested neigh- 
bors assembled, and the glorious weather enabled us to make the out-door 
exercises impressive and blessed. The building was erected without delay, 
and on Thanksgiving Day, with great gladness, we assembled in the com- 
pleted structure for our first services, a celebration of the Holy Communion, 
with a brief service of Benediction, was followed by a hearty Thanksgiving 
Day service. Ever since, the pretty chapel has been opened every Sunday. 
Mr. Jordan, the lay-reader, has done excellent work here, teaching the Sun- 
day School, training the Choir, interesting the people and reading the ser- 
vices. Special attention is called to this chapel as a model of attractiveness, 
convenience and economy. With a basement Guild room Io feet high, the 
building is 50 feet long and 25 feet wide, with entrance through a shapely 
tower. The carpenter’s contract price was less than ¢goo, and the total cost, 
including lot and furnishings, was not quite $1,500. The faithful folk have 
been much cheered and helped by many gifts from outside. In addition to 
the cash sent to them the following articles have been generously donated : 
An altar, an organ, an altar rail, cross, vases, altar cloths, linen for the Com- 
munion service, a Bible, Altar Prayer Book and Hymnal, a number of Prayer 
Books and Hymnals for the pews, and alms basin and chandeliers. We have 
a considerable class for confirmation awaiting the coming of the Bishop. 
This is the only church edifice in the village, and our first venture between 
Sodus and Charlotte. May God’s blessing rest upon it as manifestly in the 
future as it has thus far in its beginnings. 

At St. Luke's, Fairport, the work has been weak at times, and after the 
withdrawal of the Missionary last summer there was an unavoidable period 
of uncertainty, but with the ready assistance of Lay Readers the Church was 
kept open. In January we held a series of services through one week in 
which we were ably aided by Dr. Doty and Mr. Hubbard, and the next week 
the Bishop visited the Mission and confirmed a small but strong class of four. 
The Rev. Mr. Morris was also present on this occasion, and shortly after- 
wards entered regularly upon the work, and now reports encouragingly. He 
also finds it possible to reach out to the neighboring town of Despatch, 
where I have learned from the master builder in the shops there are eight 
members of the Church employed. 

S. Luke's Church, Corfu, continues to enjoy the fortnightly ministrations 
of the Rev. W. O. Taylor, and is stronger to-day, in every way, than it has 
been for several years past. This little village was nearly destrored by fire 
this month; the Methodist Church and several stores and other buildings 
were consumed. But our people escaped practically without loss, and are 
forging ahead. There is another class here awaiting confirmation. There 
has been cultivated in the congregation an ambition to secure a resident 
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Minister, and to that end a commendable effort is being put forth to secure 
pledges towards a sufficient salary. | 

On alternate Sundays Mr. Taylor has also served S. Peter's Church, East 
Bloomfield, patiently exerting on the distracted congregation a wholesome 
influence, the beneficent results of which may be traced in the recent progress, 
It will be recalled that this Church possesses an endowment of nearly $8,000, 
and yet for five years or more it has been impossible to arrange for any dispo- 
sition of the interest and other receipts which would admit of more than a fort- 
nightly visit from the Missionary. At Easter, this year, we again assembled 
the congregation and transacted the required business, reading reports and 
electing wardens and vestrymen, and now this vestry is resolved to 
offer at least $400 a year, together with all offerings, towards the support of 
a resident Minister. It isa great advance for them, and we look forward 
with hope toa decided strengthening of the Church in this vicinity. By 
associating the Mission with some near-by village, like Victor, and appropri- 
ating a stipend to the Missionary, a new living is prepared. 

From S. Andrew's, Caledonia, the Rev. Dr. Darnell sends an invigorating 
report of a very satisfactory year; a notable increase in interest in the 
services and work of the Church, both on the part of the congregation and 
those outside of it; a fresh impetus has been given to the Sunday School ; 
financially the struggle for bare existence is at times severe, but never, in 
the eleven years of the Mission’s existence, has unanimity and good feeling 
more generally prevailed than at present, and never has there been a period 
when the spiritual as well as the material prospects were more encouraging. 

Grace Mission, Livonia, also shares the services of this, the Rector of Zion 
Church, Avon, who further reports that with the frequent assistance of Lay 
Readers from Rochester, the services have been held with regularity, and 
while there are but a faithful few here, yet there has never yet been a period 
when the prospect was more encouraging. $50 has been paid on the balance 
yet due upon the property, besides the interest for the year ; some $50 more 
has also been raised for repairs and betterments; and several useful gifts 
have been made, so that the building is greatly improved inside and out. 
Livonia is a growing center of native business life. The site once paid for, a 
church building would soon follow ; but until this is accomplished the work 
must necessarily be somewhat slow and painful. 

S. Paul's Church, Holley, has made several remarkable advances during 
the past year. A bequest of $2,000 has been made for an organ; the old 
rectory has been completely renovated, and a movement is under way to 
erect at once a more creditable home for the new Rector; $1,000 and more 
is already available for this purpose. The balance of debt upon the beauti- 
ful church building has been provided for in wills, and so this, which is one 
of our younger missions, is very rapidly becoming fully equipped and able 
to support itself. There is a class for confirmation here. The new Mission- 
ary, Rev. Mr. Hawken, has already visited the neighboring villages of Hul- 
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berton, Kendall, Clarendon and Spencerport, and will doubtless soon have 
welcome news to tell. . 

Trinity Church, Shortsville, has also taken a good step forward during 
this past year; having secured its own near-by pastor. For several years it 
has been under the personal care of the Dean and then the Archdeacon, 
who had been assisted freely by Lay-Readers from Geneva. In October last 
upon the coming of the Rev. Mr. Baum to Clifton Springs, we were 
able to secure in the congregation sufficient pledges to warrant him 
in undertaking to do the work here as well as in Clifton ; and to the great 
delight of allin the Mission he has ever since been caring forthem. The 
good will of the Vestry at Clifton is to be commended, in that they gladly 
fell in with the proposition thus to associate the neighboring parishes. The 
new arrangement has proved in every way gratifying, and blessed results are 
already manifest. 

S. Paul’s, South Phelps, has also steadily moved onward in all good 
works this year. In providing the services here we are most helpfully 
assisted by Mr. J. H. Heady, a Lay-Reader in Hobart College, who has de- 
veted himself assiduously to doing good among these people. The scattered 
congregation has little or no money to give for anything, yet the work here 
has been to me one of the most interesting in all the Archdeaconry ; the up- 
lifting influence of the Church is certainly as greatly needed here as in any 
corner of the world; it is the one elevating power that touches the popu- 
lace—intellectually, morally, socially and spiritually. The Sunday School 
has been revived, a library has been given by four of the Rochester churches; 
a guild has been started to develop the habit of helpfulness in the church; 
attendance on the services is increasing ; I have administered baptism to 
more candidates here during the past two years than in any other mission ; 
a class for confirmation awaits the coming of the Bishop, and in every way 
the work is stronger and full of promise. 

Time forbids that I should here in like manner sketch the situation in 
each of the remaining missions. And yet I must take this opportunity to 
say just a word of the advance attained in S. /ohn’s, Canisteo, where 
under the judicious guidance of Rev. E. S. Hoffman ably assisted as hereto- 
fore by Mr. Charles, the Lay-Reader, a lot has been purchased for $250, anda 
chapel begun, simple and inexpensive, but sufficient to give the Mission a 
local habitation. For not more than $700 they hope to complete the struc- 
ture and deed it to the Trustees of the Parochial Fund The inhospitality 
of the owners of the store room where we have been holding services is 
thus stiffening the courage and determination of the little flock, and will but 
hasten the securing of the long-hoped for chapel. 

The one other work which we dare not fail to mention is that at Dresden, 
Glenora and Dundee. 

Fifteen years ago or so services were held in the village of Dundee ; for 
a short while rapid progress was made and a Mission organized; but for 
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diverse reasons our representative withdrew.and no one took up the effort 
again for years. Sixteen months ago your Itinerant visited the town and called 
upon several nominal church members and arranged for a future visit and 
service, which was held on the 20th of March, 1898, in the Presbyterian 
Church; I then learned the names of some thirty communicants resident 
thereabout. Frequent visits there since then led up to the proposition that we 
endeavor to senda resident minister; and on January 22d a committee of 
two was appointed to canvass the churchfolk with a view to securing pledges 
to the amount of $300 for one year. At the same time a visit was made to 
Dresden (12 miles distant) and a promise made to that united congregation 
that if they too would make a supreme effort and raise $300 also, we would 
associate the two places and secure a minister; a committee was appointed 
and promptly obtained the sum mentioned. The Board of Missions then 
instructed the Archdeacon to go forth and raise a third $300 for this special 
work, so that we might ensure a $900 salary to the clergyman whom the 
Bishop should designate for the work. Accordingly on the 2d day of April 
last the Rev. Wm. L. Davis moved into Dundee with his family and took up 
the effort. He reports most cheerfully the progress already attained and 
confirms the promise of excellent results. Services are held in a building 
belonging to the Christians ; it is offered to us at avery favorable price. The 
property includes a completely equipped brick church accommodating over 
200 people, a parish room, horse sheds, and a spacious lot, all in the centre 
of the village and representing an outlay of about $5 000, which we can 
secure by the payment of $1,800. This problem must now be faced. It may 
transpire that we would do wisely to entertain another proposition, involving 
the gift of a lot in another quarter of the village and the erection of a new 
church building. You can trust Mr. Davisand the friends of the work to act 
judiciously in this rather difficult business, and we confidently rely upon 
generous aid as soon as a decision is reached and an appeal issued. The 
parish at Dresden takes on new vigor under this new arrangement and feels 
an inspiring thrill as they advance from the ministrations of the Lay-Readers 
and claim a minister of theirown. A class for confirmation awaits the com- 
ing of the Bishop. The necessary canonical steps have been recently taken 
to transfer the church property to the Trustees of the Parochial Fund—a 
course which we commend for the imitation of other missions. 

Your Itinerant has invaded the region opened up by the Middlesex 
branch of the Lehigh Valley, and visited Naples twice and Stanley and 
Gorham. Ata service recently held in the latter village an attendance of 39 
was had and a dozen communicants discovered. There is much of interest 
and importance to be said regarding this district, to which we shall hope to 
direct your attention later. Yet another new work has been inaugurated 
during the twelvemonth at Ridgeway, a settlement some three miles north 
of Medina; the Rev. R. L. McFarlane has been holding Sunday services 
there in a vacant Universalist building, and finds sufficient encouragement

to warrant perseverance; your Itinerant has visited the people and officiated 
for them, and is prepared to recommend to the Board the appropriation of a 
stipend to help maintain the promiseful venture. 

Occasional visits have been made by your circuit rider to Wolcott, in 
Wayne County, and services have been held there. As yet no local spirit of 
self-help has been excited, but communication is kept up with the few 
churchfolk in this important town, and we cherish the hope that some day 
sufficient money may be secured to warrant a more aggressive campaign 
here. 

At Wine Mile Point school house a devoted little band of farmer folk 
assembles every Lord’s day, and under the undaunted leadership of a devout 
woman the Sunday School is maintained, and occasional services are con- 
ducted by your Itinerant; the Holy Communion administered ; pastoral 
visits made through the neighborhood and a half dozen young people pre- 
pared for confirmation. . 

S. Paul's, Allen's Hill, has been kept open another year, some impera- 
tive repairs have been made on the old building, and occasional services 
have been conducted, gratuitously, by the Rev. A. H. Mellen, Rector of S. 
John’s, Honeoye Falls. 

At Bradford and Wayne the good work moves quietly on under the wel- 
come supervision of the Rev. B. F. Miller. 

At Sodus Point our venerated brother, Dr. Van Dyke, patiently tends the 
flock, and does all that one man can do now in a small village where in 
earlier days the Church failed to improve her opportunity. The unobstrusive 
but very interesting work amongst the scattered Deaf M/utes has prospered 
this year; a more settled centre for this Mission has been developed in the 
. parish house of S. Luke’s, Rochester, where in addition to the Sunday ser- 
vices a weekly social meeting is held every Thursday. The interest has 
never been so great, the average attendance has increased, and the habit of 
systematic self help has spread.- The Rev. C.O. Dantzer, himself a deaf 
mute, resides in Rochester, but extends his sympathizing ministrations 
throughout the two Dioceses of Central and Western New York. 

The zealous Rector of S. Thomas’, Bath, continues his faithful labors in 
Avoca, where a convenient chapel has just been erected. Mr. Sanderson has 
raised some $600 the past year for this building, and was given about an 
equal sum from the proceeds of the abandoned Mission at Howard. It is 
a genuine cause for thanksgiving that the Church is now so auspiciously 
- launched in Avoca. 

The record of the acts of your Archdeacon during the past twelvemonth 
includes: Baptisms, 34; confirmations, 7 (with a score and more awaiting 
its administration); burials, 8; marriages, I ; holy communions, public 58, 
private, 20; morning prayer, 61; evening prayer, 99; litany, 25; other 
offices, 7; sermons, 148; addresses, 59; catechisings, 33; together with 
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sectional conferences, board meetings, committee sessions, examinations of 
candidates for the ministry, pastoral visits, vestry consultations and a volu- 
minous correspondence. It is with a keen and humbling sense of personal 
insufficiency that we now turn down another year’s page. But sincere 
appreciation is due to the many helpers who have wrought so faithfully and 
effectively, particularly to the devoted Lay Readers all over the Archdeaconry. 

That feature of the year’s accomplishments which seems to furnish the 
most evident satisfaction is that the work has been performed at a minimum 
of cost and that as a consequence we are able to announce the really note- 
worthy fact that to-day we have paid in full all past debts and current 
expenses—everything, and have a creditable balance in the treasury. The 
amount received through the quarterly offerings was $2,518.25, through the 
Sunday Schools $321.25, through specials $642.21, and from the permanent 
fund $624.92, a total of $4,110.63, to which should be added nearly $700 of 
extras, which did not pass through our Treasurer’s hands, making a grand 
total of fully $4,800.00. 

Such then, in merest outline is our resumé of this many sided department 
of diocesan endeavor. There are yet other considerations which ought to 
be submitted to you here: the condition and needs of the permanent fund ; 
the insufficient support provided the Missionaries; the possibilities of the 
Sunday School offerings; the decline of religion in ‘rural communities ; 
our failures, or the sad story of past indifference, which in this Archdeaconry 
alone has led to the abandonment of fully ten once thriving country Mis- 
sions; this year’s Lay Readers, and how to increase their number and effec- 
tiveness ; auxiliary aids; and it doubtless would add vividness to the picture, 
were I to record personal experiences and incidents. Butno! Ican claim 
time, in conclusion, for but a single searching question, and itis this: Dear 
brethren, do you indeed desire the extension of our beloved Church here- 
abouts? One of the initial demands made upon the Archdeaconry system 
was that it should discover and develop new places in which to plant our 
holy standard. Wecome back to you now and report here a town and there 
a village all ready for occupancy, and what are you to do about it? Retreat! 
Of course you counted the cost before you sent us on thiserrand. Better 
were it for us not to have revealed these opportunities, than, having done so, 
to face them impotentand dumb, paralyzed by the demand fora little money. 
We tell you then with all plainness, we have gone as far as we can go, with 
the support you are supplying. If you really want more Missions built up, 
you must increase your gifts—and that at once. It is not merely sustenta- 
tion, but extension you demand ; then back to your people, and move them 
to increased liberality. Your spies display the grapes of Eschol—having 
seen the rich cluster, draw not back in craven fear of alleged giants; but 
arise, march on, and enter the promised land.

The rate of interest on all of the mortgages is 6%, except on the Burlingame 
mortgage, where it is 5%, and on the Vandenberg mortgage, where it is 7%. 
During the year two mortgages have been paid off and no new loans have 
been made. The interest on all of the mortgages held by the Trustees has 
been paid promptly, with one exception, and it is believed that they are all 
first-class loans. As was pointed out, however, in our report last year, it is 
no longer possible to make safe loans at 6% except in rare instances, and it 
must be expected that as the present securities are paid off, the funds will 
have to be re-invested at a lower rate of interest. 

The real estate held by the Trustees is probably over-valued in the above 
statement, at least such is our experience when we come to negotiate for the 
sale of it. In last year’s report we valued property in the city of Lockport 
at $2,474 50. This property consists of a lot suitable for business purposes 
and two residence lots in what is known as the lower town. Receiving 
recently an offer of $1,000 for the larger lot, a committee of the Board per- 
sonally inspected the property, and after consulting with several people in 
Lockport, it was thought that the offer should be accepted, and the sale will 
be consummated in a few days. It is doubtful if the remaining property in 
Lockport is worth $474.50. Although there has been an apparent loss of 
$1,000 to the principal of the fund, the actual result will be a gain in income 
of about $100 a year, for the property was wholly unproductive, and the 
taxes, assessments and other expenses connected with it amount to about 
$50 a year. 

The farm in Monroe County, known as the Miller farm, has been sold ona 
land contract, which the purchaser has been unable for several years to ful- 
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fill according to the terms thereof. We have been able to get about $100a 
year on this contract which is hardly the interest on the purchase price. It 
is doubtful if more than $2,000 will ever be realized on this farm. 

The farm in Oswego County, near Constantia, is an inheritance from a 
former generation. Recent investigations as to its value have developed 
the fact that it was sold for taxes in 1895, and steps are now being taken to 
redeem the same if it shall prove to be worth redeeming. 

The property in the city of Rochester is wellrented, and returns at least 5% 
on the valuation. The house is, however, an old one, and will not be habit- 
able for many more years. 

The Buffalo property is fairly well located, and it is hoped that it can be 
sold without much loss as soon as the conditions are more favorable for a 
sale. 

The notes of parishioners carried as principal are, for the reasons stated in 
our report last year, almost entirely worthless. There are but two or three, 
the makers of which regard them as valid obligations and continue to pay 
the interest thereon. They are only carried as a live asset because the Trus- 
tees have as yet been unwilling to cancel them. 

It is believed that at a conservative estimate, the Episcopate Fund 
amounts at this time to about $38,000.

It is probable that the farm in Fulton County, carried at $850 in this fund, 
could not be sold for more than $650. Adding the principal of this fund to 
the Episcopate Fund, we have a combined principal of $40,000 which pro- 
duces an annual net revenue of about $2,100,

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The unpaid obligations are the salary of the Bishop for three months, 
$1,250. To meet this, there are, besides the cash on hand, delayed interest 
and rentals due May Ist, $274, so that the total deficit at this time is about 
$723. Itis evident that the only way to meet this deficit is to increase the 
offerings from parishes at least 25%. As compared with last year, the 
receipts from this source show a falling off during the present year of 
$140.61.

The principal of Trinity Church, Howard, has been reduced $55.75 by 
payment to the Treasurer of $30 and a payment to income of an overdraft 
of $25.75. . 

The principal of De Lancey Divinity School has been increased $286.61 by 
land sold for more than our mortgage, $30.00, and by a dividend from the 
Receivers of the Michigan Mortgage Co. of $256.61. 

The principal of the Permanent Missionary Fund has also been increased 
$134.84 by sale of land for more than our mortgage, $100.00, and dividend 
from Receivers of the Michigan Mortgage Co., $34.84. 

The year’s interest of the Savings Bank has been added to the deposit of

The Ruth Ver Planck Fund has been increased $9.50 by capitalizing income.
